ACTING  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association. 

Gentlemen  : — By  reason  of  an  event  as  unlooked  for  as  it 
was  unwelcome,  I  find  myself,  by  the  terms  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Association,  called  upon  to  make  a  written  report 
or  statement  of  its  affairs.  Owing  to  the  short  time  that  has 
elapsed  since  the  death  of  the  President,  I  will  venture  to 
refer  you  to  the  full  and  labored  reports  of  the  officers  just 
read  for  all  information  relating  more  particularly  to  the  busi- 
ness affairs  of  the  Association,  and  occupy  a  few  moments  in 
offering  a  tribute  of  grateful  affection  to  the  memory  of  one 
whom  we  all  loved  too  well,  and  who  will  always  be  regarded 
as  the  founder  of  this  institution. 

Chosen  by  unanimous  voice  to  be  its  first  President, 
Samuel  H.  Parker  continued  at  its  head  for  eleven  years, 
devoting  himself  with  untiring  zeal  and  patience,  to  labor  for 
its  success  until  it  has  grown  into  proportions  of  which  every 
Odd  Fellow  in  the  State  is  proud.  So  constant  has  been  his 
attendance  here,  up  to  a  period  so  recent,  that  the  place  seems 
filled  with  his  presence,  and  it  is  with  difficulty  that  we  real- 
ize that  we  shall  see  him  here  no  more,  and  hear  his  voice  no 
more  forever. 


So  disinterestedly  did  be  labor  for  its  welfare,  and  so  sound 
was  bis  judgment  and  ripe  his  experience,  that  we  all  acqui- 
esced in  his  decisions  without  controversy,  and  the  Constitution 
or  By-laws  were  rarely  appealed  to.  We  were  all  satisfied  to 
act  as  assistants  in  carrying  out  his  wishes ;  rarely  if  ever 
has  the  patriarchal  form  of  government  been  administered  for 
so  long  a  time  over  a  similar  institution  with  so  great  satisfac- 
tion. Fertile  in  expedients  to  increase  its  revenue,  he  was 
as  judicious  in  its  expenditure,  and  succeeded  in  infusing»his 
own  generous,  self-sacrificing  spirit  into  all  around  him. 

Some  of  his  co-laborers  are  still  among  us.  They  have 
never  grown  weary  of  their  good  work,  and  are  justly  proud 
of  its  result.  I  am  sure  they  will  feel  no  disparagement  when 
I  ascribe  so  much  to  our  late  President.  He  had  no  domestic 
ties  to  engage  his  attention.  In  the  morning  of  his  life  the 
shadow  of  the  Angel  of  Death  crossed  his  pathway.  The 
sentiment  of  love  once  awakened  in  the  breast  never  dies  ; 
deep  down  in  his  great  heart  there  was  buried  a  treasure 
which  few  of  his  most  intimate  friends  knew  of;  a  well- 
spring  of  gentle  affections,  which  was  perpetually  welling  up 
towards  all  human  beings  in  kindly  acts  of  affection  and 
charity  ;  but  it  was  here,  among  those  whom  his  genial  nature 
drew  around  him,  that  they  found  their  fullest  exercise.  The 
attention  we  give  our  children,  he  gave  to  this  Library.  The 
importance  he  attached  to  it  may  be  gathered  from  the  fol- 
lowing quotations  from  his  second  Annual  Report : 

"  The  energetic  efforts  of  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
the  Order  in  this  city  connected  with  this  association,  has 
given  character  to  Odd  Fellowship  among  those  who  before 


had  the  idea  that  ours  was  a  mere  beneficial  society,  whose 
single  aim  was  the

sinole  aim  was  the  relief  of  its  members  in  the  struggle  inci 


'-The  effect  of  the  establishment  of  this  Library  has  been  to 
correct  this  error  and  to  give  our  Order  its  true  character  as 
one  of  progress,  and  it  is  now  attracting  the  attention  of  the 
learned  and  scientific  as  well  as  that  of  the  mere  philanthro- 
pist. It  is  said  somewhere  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship 
that  its  tendency  is  "to  elevate  the  character  of  man,  to  imbue 
him  with  a  proper  conception  of  his  capabilities  for  good,"  and 
yet  I  believe  there  is  no  department  of  our  Order  so  much 
neglected  as  this  has  been. 

"In  the  overflowing  of  benevolence  and  charity  it  seems  to 
have  been  forgotten  that  we  might  greatly  benefit  our  minds 
and  intellects,  and  that,  too,  without  at  all  interfering  with 
our  efficient  labors  for  the  relief  of  the  physical  sufferings  that 
surround  us. 

"  Let  it  be,  then  the  duty  of  the  stockholders  to  try  and 
induce  all  of  the  members  of  the  Order  to  take  an  interest  in 
our  Library,  and  let  us  continue  the  effort  so  well  begun,  and 
make  this  department  still  more  attractive,  until  our  halls 
shall  draw  to  them  the  men  of  learning  and  science;  that  the 
men  of  commerce  may  find  there  the  commercial  files  of  the 
world  ;  the  mechanic  and  the  artizan  find  that  which  shall  assist 
them  in  their  daily  avocation  ;  the  man  of  leisure  and  study 
find  that  which  shall  entertain  and  instruct — a  place,  in  short, 
where  our  wives  and  daughters  may  find  intellectual  enter- 
tainment." 


In  his  last  Report  he  urges  still  unremitted  exertion,  and 
warns  us  "that  a  public  library  never  stands  still;  it  either, 
by  energy  and  management  of  its  owners  goes  ahead,  or  from 
apathy  sinks  far  behind." 

In  his  last  will  he  has  given  further  proof  of  his  devotion  to 
the  welfare  of  this  institution  by  bequeathing  two  thousand 
dollars  to  its  funds.  In  conformity  with  a  suggestion  of  the 
testator,  this  fund  will  be  allowed  to  accumulate  until  it  has 
doubled  that  amount.  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  adding  to  it 
such  sums  as  may  be  collected  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  his 
memorial  in  stone,  the  interest  of  which  to  be  spent  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  and  known  as  "The  Parker  Fund." 

This  Library  should  be  his  monument,  upon  whose  shaft  we 
will  hereafter  engrave  the  names  of  its  benefactors  ;  we  will 
love  and  cherish  it  as  he  loved  and  cherished  it,  and  each  of  us 
in  the  future  will  do  something  more  than  we  have  done  in 
the  past.  In  this  way  can  we  partially  compensate  the  loss 
it  has  sustained  until  Providence  shall  raise  up  another  who, 
by  his  bibliothecal  knowledge,  zeal  and  leisure,  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  his  death  has  made. 

I  have  thus  far  spoken  of  our  late  President  in  his  relation 
to  this  Association.  I  cannot  conclude  this  memento  without 
speaking  of  his  character  as  a  man,  a  Christian,  and  an  Odd 
Fellow.     The  beginning  of  his  will  wTas  thus : 

"  I,  S.  H.  Parker,  of  San  Francisco,  California,  being  of 
sound  mind  and  disposing  memory,  believing  in  the  uncer- 
tainty of  human  existence,  with  full  beliet  in  a  future  life, 
trust  in  God,  and  in   full   communion   with  the  Protestant 


Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  with  thanks  to  Al- 
mighty God  that  He  has  allowed  me  to  live  to  see  human 
slavery  abolished  in  our  now  more  glorious  Union  " — 

He  was  a  Christian  without  a  shadow  of  bigotry,  and  his 
broad  Catholic  spirit  embraced  all  races,  the  representatives 
of  every  religious  faith. 

He  believed  in  Odd  Fellowship  because  it  enforced  upon 
the  fraternity  the  practice  of  those  virtues  that  his  faith  en- 
joined ;  its  moral  and  social  influences  upon  him  during  the 
quarter  of  a  century  that  he  advocated  and  practiced  its  pre- 
cepts, were  such  that  he  was  recognized  everywhere  through- 
out the  Order  as  the  impersonation  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He 
loved  the  Order  with  a  constancy  and  devotion  that  was  only 
surpassed  by  the  love  and  veneration  they  bore  to  him.  He 
had  filled  every  post  of  honor  and  trust  in  their  gift  on  this 
coast. 

As  a  presiding  officer  he  was  unsurpassed,  and  although 
without  apparent  ambition,  he  was  the  leading  spirit  in  every 
enterprise  that  he  thought  worthy  of  his  attention.  He  pos- 
sessed an  evenness  of  temper  that  never  permitted  a  ripple  to 
cross  its  surface,  and  his  power  to  lull  the  storm  of  passion 
that  sometimes  threatened  the  harmony  of  an  assembly,  was 
often  exemplified. 

How  he  loved  a  good  joke!  and  he  enjoyed  it  none  the  less 
for  being  himself  the  subject  of  it.  In  Lodge  discussions 
he  always  took  the  liberal  side,  and  if  the  question  was  on 
donating  funds  to  some  destitute  bijpther,  his  widow  or 
orphans,  his  vote  wTas  for  the  largest  amount  named,  and  such 
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was  his  own  personal  liberality  that  if  he  died  possessed  of 
much  property  it  was  because  Fortune  was  still  more  gen- 
erous to  him. 

If  debate  ever  led  brothers  to  acrimony,  who  has  not  been 
witness  to  his  power  to  harmonize  ?  His  bland  smile  and  kind 
words  never  failed,  not  by  making  the  excited  ones  think  they 
were  wrong,  but  by  convincing  them  that. they  were  both 
right. 

His  fidelity  to  friends  was  carried  to  a  fault.  lie  seemed 
to  study  how  he  could  make  himself  useful  to  them,  rather 
than  the  too  common  practice  of  making  them  useful  to  him. 
His  careful  tongue  never  betrayed  the  trust  committed  to  his 
attentive'ear,  and  the  great  day,  when  the  grave  shall  give  up 
its  dead  and  the  secrets  that  were  buried  with  them,  alone 
will  reveal  the  extent  of  the  private  confidence  that  was 
deposited  in  his  keeping. 

It  may  be  that  I  seem  to  some  to  speak  words  of  fulsome 
adulation  ;  it  may  be  that  the  eight  years  of  uninterrupted  in- 
timacy with  brother  Parker  has  made  me  a  too  partial  biog- 
rapher. If  X  spoke  alone  from  my  own  knowledge  of  his 
character,  it  might  become  me  to  speak  more  reservedly,  but 
I  know  you  will  all  bear  witness  to  the  truth  of  all  I  say  in 
his  praise.  While  we  stood  around  his  body  in  this  room, 
the  lightning  bore  to  us  from  an  old  and  tried  friend   this 

tribute : 

"Washington,  March  15. 
"  My  sorrow  mingles  with  that  of  ray  brethren  over  the  death  of 
Samuel  H.  Parker,  the  friend  I  have  known  and  valued  so  long-,  and 
who  honored  the  Ordei»as  he  honored  humanity. 

"Schuyler  Colfax." 


When  the  word  went  forth  from  that  solemn  chamber  that 
Samuel  H.  Parker  was  rlead — and  it  flew  as  on  the  wings  of 
the  wind — half  the  town  was  struck  dumb  with  grief;  when 
the  flags  hung  half  mast  from  public  buildings,  when  the 
weak  ones  among  us  could  not  speak  the  sad  news  for  the 
tears  that  stood  ready  to  rush  to  the  windows,  and  the  stoutest 
of  you  looked  pale  with  the  lightning-like  stroke,  how  many, 
in  and  out  of  our  Order,  exclaimed  "I  have  lost  the  best  friend 
I  ever  had"?  I  thought  he  was  mine,  dearer  than  a  brother, 
but  it  turns  out  that  he  was  that  to  each  of  us  ! 

What  meant  that  vast  concourse  of  mourners  that  insisted 
upon  following  his  remains  on  foot  to  their  last  resting  place 
beyond  Lone  Mountain  ?  Never  since  his  friend  and  admirer 
Starr  King  was  buried,  had  there  been  witnessed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco such  a  pageant  at  a  grave.  We  see  them  crowding 
about  that  summit  until  there  was  no  standing  room  upon  its 
sides,  all  eager  to  drop  their  token  of  Hope  upon  his  coffin. 

There  we  buried  all  that  can  perish  of  Bro.  Past  Grand 
Master  Samuel  H.  Parker. 

A  ftTw  rods  to  the  east  of  his  grave  rises  the  crest  of  Lone 
Mountain.  The  gigantic  cross  that  surmounts  it  will  reflect 
upon  his  resting  place  the  light  that  cometh  with  the  morning. 
There  sleep  thy  long,  quiet  slumber,  dear  friend  and  Brother ; 
the  dull  roar  of  the  western  ocean  breaking  upon  the  shore 
shall  be  thy  requiem  as  long  as  thy  sleep  shall  endure ;  we 
will  preserve  thy  memory  green  as  the  turf  above  thy  head  ; 
the  limner's  and  the  sculptor's  arts  shall  pass  thy  features 
down  to  generations  yet  to  come.

COMMITTEE  ON  VALUATION. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association, — 

Sirs  and  Brothers  : — We,  the  undersigned  Committee, 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  an  account  of  the  stock  of 
the  Association,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  attended  to 
the  duty  assigned  us,  and  find  that  the  books  and  property 
of  the  Library  are  in  general  good  order.  Some  books  have 
been  worn  out  by  constant  use,  some  withdrawn  and  their 
places  supplied  by  new  ones. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report,   April,  1865,  the  number   of 

books  upon  the  catalogue  was 8,705  vols. 

Public  Documents  and  Duplicates  not  numbered . .  .  1,827     " 
Books  on  the  way  from  Germany 1,512     " 

Making  a  total  as  per  said  report  for  1865  of  12,044  vols. 

The  number  now  upon  the  catalogue  is 10,804  vols. 

Public  Documents  and  Duplicates  not  numbered.      1,981     " 
Together  with  paper-covers  not  bound -373     " 

Making  a  total  of 13,158  vols. 
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There  is  now  a  total  vacancy  of  142  numbers  upon  the 
catalogue.  The  smallness  of  this  number  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  in  the  early  history  of  the  Library,  the  rule  was 
adopted  to  give  a  new  book  the  same  number  as  that  of  the 
old  book  whose  place  it  was  intended  to  supply. 

The  loss  during  the  year  is  greater  than  that  of  the  preced- 
ing year,  but  still  the  number  is  small,  the  list  just  completed 
shows  the  number  lost  or  misplaced  to  be  34,  and  no  doubt  in 
a  few  weeks  many  of  these  will  be  produced.

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME     AND     OBJECT. 

Section  1. — This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Odd 
Fellows' Library  Association  of  the  City  op  San  Fran- 
cisco," having  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a  Library  and 
Reading  Room,  the  collection  of  Scientific  and  Literary  Works. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section.  1. — Any  Odd  Fellow,  in  good  standing  in  his 
Lodge,  may  become  a  Contributing  Member  of  the  Association 
on  paying  an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  one  dollar  per 
quarter  dues,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2. — A  brother,  in  good  standing  of  any  Lodge  of  the 
Order,  may  become  a  Life  Member  on  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  (or  a  Contributing  Member  may  become  a  Life 
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Member  by  paying  twenty  dollars  after  he  has  been  a  Contrib- 
uting Member  one  year,  or  at  any  time  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-three  dollars,)  without  being  subject  to  dues. 

Sec.  3. — A  brother  may  be  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Association  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  a  regular  member,  excepting  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office. 

Sec.  4. — Life  and  Contributing  Members,  on  being  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  shall  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  thereof. 

Sec.  5. — Any  Contributing  Member  suffering  his  dues  to 
remain  unpaid  for  the  space  of  one  month  shall  be  deprived  of 
all  the  privileges  and  rights  of  membership,  unless  his  delin- 
quency be  excused  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6. — A  brother  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  his 
Lodge,  shall  forfeit  his  membership  in  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICEES. 

Section.  1. — The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Li- 
brarian, who,  together  with  one  Delegate  from  each  Subordi- 
nate Lodge  and  Subordinate  Encampment  in  this  city,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2. — The  Officers  and  Delegates  shall  be  elected  annual- 
ly on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES     OP     OFFICERS. 

Section  1. — The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve 
order  therein,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  tie  upon  any  question, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote.  He  shall,  on  the  written  applica- 
tion of  three  Directors,  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
whenever  they  deem  it  expedient,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  or  ofteuer  if  required  by  the  Association,  he 
shall  make  a  written  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association, 
adding  such  suggestions  as  may  promote  its  welfare. 

Sec.  2. — A  Vice-President  shall  preside  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President,  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of 
that  officer. 

Sec.  3. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  those  of  the  Association? 
and  draw  on  the  Treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  President,  for 
all  moneys  voted  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  issue 
all  notices  of  special  meetings,  in  person  or  by  advertisement. 
He  shall  be  the  correspondent  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
keep  copies  of  all  letters  written  by  him,  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.- — The  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
which  duties  shall  be,  to  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary,  counter- 
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signed  by  the  President,  after  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to  duly  surrender  all 
papers  and  property  in  his  hands  to  his  successor  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  He  shall  make  monthly  reports  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  balance  on  hand. 

Sec.  5. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  invested  with  full 
powers  to  appropriate  funds,  enact  By-Laws  and  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  Association.  Any  Director  may  be  removed  for 
misconduct,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board,  and  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  thereafter, 
by  a  vote  of  the  subscribers  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  Director 
was  a  member,  subject  to  confirmation  by  that  meeting. 

Sec.  6. — The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library 
Rooms.  He  shall  keep  a  catalogue  of  all  the  titles  of  the 
books  in  the  Library,  perfectly  classified,  and  allow  only  such 
as  are  members  to  take  out  books  from  the  Library.  When 
a  book  is  taken  away,  the  name  of  the  member,  the  volume, 
class  and  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  record  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

ARTICLE    V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  reports  from  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of 
Directors,  exhibiting  the  state  of  the  Library,  finances,  and 
property,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that  may 
be  presented. 

Sec.  2. — At  meetings  of  the  Association  at  least  fifteen 
members    must    constitute  a  quorum  for  the    transaction  of 

business. 
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Sec.  3. — The  President  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of 
twelve  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Association,  after  one  week's  notice  thereof  has  been  given, 
stating  the  reasons  therefor,  and  no  business  other  than  that 
contained  in  the  request  shall  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ALTERATIONS    AND    AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1. — This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended,  unless  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  a  legal  meeting,  notice  thereof  having  been  given 
one  week  previously. 


REGULATIONS

Article  1. — The  Library  and  rooms  connected  therewith 
shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  year. 

Art.  2.— All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  and  their  fadies, 
are  privileged  to  visit  the  Library,  and  any  such  brothers  may 
introduce  strangers  daring  the  day  time. 

Art.  3. — Loud  talking  and  smoking  are  tolerated  only  in 
the  Chess  Room,  and  in  the  inner  Library  Room  all  conversa- 
tion is  strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  4. — Any  member  who  is  not  more  than  one  month  in 
arrears  for  dues,  and  has  complied  with  these  regulations,  may 
take  from  the  Library  one  octavo  or  larger  volume,  or  two  of 
smaller  size  than  an  octavo. 

Art.  5. -—Octavo  volumes  may  be  kept  three  weeks ;  larger 
volumes  four  weeks,  and  smaller  two  weeks.  Books  may  be 
renewed,  except  new  works,  which  must  be  returned  to  the 
Library  at  the  termination  of  the  time  specified,  when,  if  there 
is  no  demand  for  the  work,  it  may  be  renewed. 
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Art.  6. — If  any  book  be  kept  out  beyond  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  Article,  the  member  so  violating  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Library,  for  every  day  the  volume  is  so 
kept  out,  twenty-five  cents  for  a  quarto,  ten  cents  for  an  octa- 
vo, and  five  cents  for  a  volume  of  less  size,  and  any  injury  to  or 
loss  of  a  book  shall  be  made  good  by  the  member  to  whose 
name  the  same  may  be  charged. 

Art.  7. — No  member  shall  take  any  volume  from  the 
Library,  without  notifying  the  Librarian  or  his  representative, 
and  having  it  registered,  and  on  returning  the  same  he  shall 
place  it  on  the  Librarian's  table  for  his  inspection,  who  alone 
shall  replace  books  upon  the  shelf. 

Art.  S. — Children,  in  order  to  draw  books  from  the  Library, 
must  bring  a  special  written  order  from  a  member.  Without 
such  order  they  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  the  privilege  of 
the  Library. 

Art.  9. — Books  of  reference,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  not  be  removed 
from  the  Library  except  by  the  consent  of  the  President  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  10. — Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the 
Association  must  inform  the  Librarian,  who  will  see  that 
all  dues  and  fines  are  paid,  and  register  such  withdrawal, 
otherwise  he  will  be  considered  a  member,  and  chargeable 
with  dues  as  such,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Art.  1 1. — The  Librarian   shall  receive  all  dues,  fines,  sub- 
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scriptions  and  contributions,  and  account  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of  all  sums  received  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.  He  shall  enforce  the  rules 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  make  a  quarterly  report  on  the 
first  meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of  all  re- 
ceipts for  dues,  fines  and  forfeitures,  paid  and  unpaid,  and 
damages  done  to  books.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  on  the  state  of  the  Library, 
the  number  of  volumes  taken  out  for  the  year,  the  number 
added  to  and  lost  from  it.  He  shall  withdraw  any  book  from 
circulation  when  leaves  have  become  loose  or  the  binding  is 
so  imperfect  that  loss  would  be  probable  by  its  being  care- 
lessly handled.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  op  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association, 

Gentlemen  : — This  being  the  twelfth  annual  meeting  of 
this  Association,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  a  report  of  its 
progress  during  the  past  year,  and  its  present  condition — 
which  I  shall  endeavor  to  do  briefly. 

Upon  referring  to  the  report  of  Committee  on  Valuation,  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  the  total  number  of  volumes  was 
13,158,  and  the  value  of  Library  and  Cabinet  was  $27,890  33. 
The  report  of  Committee  this  year  shows  that  the  present 
number  of  volumes  is  14,000,  and  the  valuation  to  be 
$33,735  63. 

Among  the  additions  made  during  the  past  year  are  several 
very  valuable  works,  comprising  "  Hakluyt's  Collection  of  the 
principal  Navigations,  Voyages,  Travels,  and  Discoveries  of 
the  English  Nation,"  up  to  the  year  1500.  The  edition  in 
our  possession  was  printed  in  the  year  3  600  ;  it  is  a  work  par- 
ticularly appropriate  to  our  Library,  as  it  contains  accounts  of 
the  early  voyages  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  "  The  Gentlemen's 
Magazine  and  Historical  Eeview," — of  this,  there  are  218 
volumes,  exclusive  of  5  volumes  of  Index,  and  is  the  complete 
work  from  its  commencement,  in  the  year  1731,  to  1865  ; 
and  treating,  as  it  does,  upon  the  Literature,  Science  and  His- 
tory of  the  times  throughout  a  period  of  134  years,  is  cer- 
tainly  a   very   valuable   and    interesting    acquisition.     The 


"Edinburgh  Review"  of  124  volumes,  and  the  "Quarterly- 
Review"  of  113  volumes,  are  also  well  worthy  of  special 
remark,  as  being  among  the  additions  made ;  particularly  as 
all  such  works  assist  in  rendering  that  completeness  so  essen- 
tial to  the  success  of  a  Public  Library. 

There  has  not  been  much  addition  made  to  the  German 
Department,  but  in  the  course  of  a  few  months,  we  expect  to 
be  in  receipt  of  about  1,000  volumes,  which  have  been 
ordered,  and  for  which  the  necessary  funds  have  been  remitted. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  displayed  by  many  of 
our  German  brethren,  and  their  evident  determination  not  to 
relax  their  exertions  in  behalf  of  this  feature  of  our  library. 

During  the  past  year,  valuable  donations  of  books  have 
been  received  from  the  Hon.  D.  C.  McRuer,  Hon.  John  Con- 
ness,  Hon.  H.  P.  Coon,  J.  W.  Dwindle,  Chester  N.  Terry, 
Dr.  Wm.  Calvert,  Wm.  C.  Stratton,  John  Swett,  J.  E.  Hil- 
gard,  J.  J.  Frank,  Chas.  Trinnius,  T.  C.  Theaker,  and  many 
others. 

We  have  also  received  from  Bro.  A.  G.  Walton,  two  panto- 
graphical  maps  of  portions  of  America,  drawn  by  him,  from 
the  originals  by  Harris  in  the  year  1605,  and  Ogilby  in  1671. 
These  are  very  interesting,  from  the  fact  that  they  show  how 
limited  the  knowledge  of  this  coast  was  at  those  periods, 
California  being  marked  upon  them  as  an  island. 

Little  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  increase  the 
number  of  volumes  on  account  of  the  crowded  state  of  the 
old  room,  and  the  contemplated  removal  to  the  present  hand- 
some and  well  adapted  apartment,  which  has  been  assigned  to 
the  Library  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Odd  Fellows' 
Hall  Association  ;  through  their  liberality  we  are  now  enabled 
to  expand  our  different  departments  of  Literature,  having  ac- 
commodation provided  for  about  35,000  volumes. 


The  dimensions  of  the  room  are  40  by  59  feet,  and  18  feet  in 
height.  It  is  fitted  with  a  tier  of  shelves  projecting  three 
feet  from  the  wall,  on  the  top  of  which  rests  an  open  rail  gal- 
lery. This  adds  very  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  room,  as 
well  as  giving  space  for  as  many  books  in  the  gallery  as  upon 
the  first  floor. 

The  apartment  formerly  occupied  by  the  Library,  34  feet 
by  36,  is  now  the  reading  room,  and  also  contains  the  Cabinet, 
for  both  of  which  purposes  it  is  admirably  adapted.  The  ad- 
joining room,  18  feet  by  34,  is  set  apart  for  conversation, 
chess,  etc. 

It  must  be  very  gratifying  to  all  of  you  to  note  the  con- 
tinued prosperity  that  attends  your  Library.  The  elegant  and 
spacious  room  it  now  occupies,  and  the  expense  which  has 
necessarily  been  entailed  in  the  fitting  up  of  room,  is  a  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  high  estimation  in  which  you  hold  it. 

There  is  nothing  at  this  time  you  could  have  done  for  the 
Library,  which  would  show  more  fully  your  appreciation  of 
the  following  opinion  expressed  in  the  last  report  of  its  much 
lamented  President,  P.  G-.  Master  Samuel  H.  Parker,  viz  : 
"  That  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  this  city  is 
more  indebted  to  the  Library  for  its  success,  its  solid  wealth, 
its  continued  prosperity,  and  great  increase  of  membership 
from  the  best  classes  in  the  community,  than  from  any  other 
single  cause." 

Yet  with  all  the  interest  and  energy  displayed  on  our  part, 
we  should  not  rest  satisfied  until  every  member  of  our  Order 
is  imbued  with  a  like  spirit,  and  fully  impressed  with  the  con- 
viction that  the  Library  is  as  essential  to  the  advancement  of 
the  character  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  oxygen,  that 
vital  principle  of  the  atmosphere  we  breathe,  is  essential  to 
our  existence  upon  this  earth. 
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It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  that  the 
present  number  of  contributing  members  is  568,  and  of  life 
members  102  ;  hence  we  find  that  only  about  one-fourth  of  the 
membership  of  the  Order  in  this  city  contributes  to  the  sup- 
port of  our  Library.  It  appears  strange,  and  to  me  is  unac- 
countable, that  so  large  a  proportion  should  feel  so  little 
interest  in  an  institution  so  well  calculated  to  advance  the 
interests,  as  well  as  sustain  the  profession  of  our  fraternity — 
that  of  seeking  to  elevate  the  character  of  man. 

An  entrance  fee  of  two  dollars  only,  and  a  quarterly  sub- 
scription of  one  dollar  cannot  be  made  an  excuse  for  non- 
membership  ;  the  smallness  of  the  sum  gives  every  member 
of  the  Fraternity  an  opportunity  to  assist  in  its  support,  and 
at  the  same  time  provide  himself  with  a  fountain  of  knowl- 
edge, from  which  he  can  derive  an  endless  amount  of  intel- 
lectual food  and  amusement ;  thus  enlightening  his  mind,  and 
enlarging  his  sphere  of  usefulness. 

I  earnestly  wish  that  some  plan  could  be  devised,  whereby 
more  interest  of  the  order  generally  could  be  enlisted  in  its 
behalf; — some  plan  by  which  we  could  obtain  a  contributing 
membership  of  at  least  fifteen  hundred,  thus  giving  it  an  in- 
come of  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

We  feel  proud  of  our  Library  in  its  present  state,  but  with 
such  a  result,  how  much  greater  would  be  our  cause  for  pride- 
It  is  not  unreasonable,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  attainable;  but 
to  insure  such  a  result,  it  requires  all  of  its  members  to  act 
individually  as  a  committee  upon  the  subject,  and  by  their 
representations  induce  those  who  are  not  members  to  become 
such. 

It  is  too  often  the  case  in  Associations  that  after  their  or- 
ganization, the  members  at  large  cease  to  feel  that  active 
interest  which  is  so  necessary  to  secure  success.  This  apathy, 
I  do  not  think  is  likelv  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  the  members 


of  this  Association  ;  still,  there  is  an  ample  field  for  greater 
activity  in  the  work  of  increasing  its  membership,  and  it 
would  be  well  for  each  of  you  to  give  the  subject  your  atten- 
tion; and  remember  the  remark  of  our  late  lamented  Presi- 
dent, one  whom  we  all  know  was  so  deeply  interested  in  the 
success  of  our  Library,  viz:  "A  public  Library  never  stands 
still,  it  either  by  the  energy  and  management  of  its  owners 
goes  ahead,  or  from  apathy,  sinks  far  behind." 

Let  us,  therefore,  cherish  this  view  so  well  expressed  by 
him  ;  and  by  a  united  effort,  build  up  a  Library  which  shall  be 
a  living  monument  to  his  memory.

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

Section  1. — This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Odd 
Fellows'  Library  Association  op  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," having  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a  Library  and 
Reading  Room,  the  collection  of  Scientific  and  Literary  Works. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1. — Any  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing  in  his 
Lodge  may  become  a  contributing  member  of  the  Association 
on  paying  an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  one  dollar  per 
quarter  dues,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2. — A  brother  in  good  standing  of  any  Lodge  of  the 
Order  may  become  a  Life  Member  on  the  payment  of  fifty 
dollars.     A  Contributing  Member  may  become  a  Life  Member 
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by  paying  forty-five  dollars  after  he  has  been  a  Contributing 
member  one  year  ;  if  less  than  one  year,  by  the  payment  of 
forty-eight  dollars,  without  being  subject  to  dues. 

Sec.  3. — A  brother  may  be  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Association  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  a  regular  member,  excepting  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office. 

Sec.  4. — Life  and  Contributing  members,  on  being  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  shall  sign  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  thereof. 

Sec.  5— Any  Contributing  Member  suffering  his  dues  tore- 
main  unpaid  for  the  space  of  one  month  shall  be  deprived  of 
all  the  privileges  and  rights  of  membership,  unless  his  delin- 
quency be  excused  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6. — A  brother  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  his 
Lodge,  shall  forfeit  his  membership  in  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  III. 
officers. 

Section  1. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Libra- 
rian, who,  together  with  one  Delegate  from  each  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  Subordinate  Encampment  in  this  city,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2. — The  Officers  and  Delegates  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS. 

Section  1. — The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve 
order  therein,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  tie  upon  any  question,  shall 
give  the  casting  vote.  He  shall,  upon  the  written  application 
of  three  Directors,  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
whenever  they  deem  it  expedient,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the  Association,  he 
shall  make  a  written  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Associa- 
tion, adding  such  suggestions  as  may  promote  its  welfare. 

Sec.  2. — A  Vice  President  shall  preside  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President,  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of 
that  officer. 

Sec.  3. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  those  of  the  Association, 
and  draw  on  the  Treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  President? 
for  all  monies  voted  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  issue 
all  notices  of  special  meetings,  in  person  or  by  advertisement. 
He  shall  be  the  correspondent  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
keep  copies  of  all  letters  written  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  4. — The  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
which  duties  shall  be,  to  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary,  counter- 
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signed  by  the  President,  after  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to  duly  surrender 
all  papers  and  property  in  his  hands  to  his  successor  duly  elect- 
ed and  qualified.  He  shall  make  monthly  reports  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  balance  on  hand. 

Sec.  5. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  invested  with  full 
powers  to. appropriate  funds,  enact  By-Laws  and  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  Association.  Any  Director  may  be  removed  for 
misconduct  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Board,  and  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  thereafter, 
by  a  vote  of  the  subscribers  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  Direc- 
tor was  a  member,  subject  to  confirmation  by  that  meeting. 

Sec.  6. — The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library 
Rooms.  He  shall  keep  a  catalogue  of  all  the  titles  of  the 
books  in  the  Library,  perfectly  classified,  and  allow  only  such 
as  are  members  to  take  out  books  from  the  Library.  When  a 
book  is  taken  awey,  the  name  of  the  member,  the  volumne, 
class  and  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  record  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, on  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  reports  from  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of 
Directors,  exhibiting  the  state  of  the  Library,  finances,  and 
property,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that 
may  be  presented. 
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Sec.  2. — At  meetings  of  the  Association,  at  least  fifteen 
members  must  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sec.  3. — The  President  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of 
twelve  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Association,  after  one  week's  notice  thereof  has  been 
given,  stating  the  reasons  therefor,  and  no  business  other  than 
that  contained  in  the  request  shall  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ALTEKATIONS   AND   AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1. — This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended,  unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  a  legal  meeting,  notice  thereof  having  been  given 
one  week  previously. 


EGULATION 
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Article  1. — The  Library  and  rooms  connected  therewith 
shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  year. 

Art.  2. — All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  and  their  ladies 
are  privileged  to  visit  the  Library,  and  any  such  brothers  may 
introduce  strangers  during  the  day  time. 

Art.  3, — Loud  talking  and  smoking  are  tolerated  only  in 
the  Chess  Room,  and  in  the  inner  Library  Room  all  conversa- 
tion is  strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  4. — Any  member  who  is  not  more  than  one  month  in 
arrears  for  dues,  and  has  complied  with  these  regulations,  may 
take  from  the  Library  one  octavo  or  larger  volume,  or  two  of 
smaller  size  than  an  octavo. 

Art.  5. — Octavo  volumes  may  be  kept  three  weeks  ;  larger 
volumes  four  weeks,  and  smaller  two  weeks.  Books  may  be 
renewed,  except  new  works,  which  must  be  returned  to  the 
Library  at  the  termination  of  the  time  specified,  when,  if  there 
is  no  demand  for  the  work,  it  may  be  renewed. 
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Art.  6. — If  any  book  be  kept  out  beyond  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  Article,  the  member  so  violating  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Library,  for  every  day  the  volume  is  so 
kept  out,  twenty-five  cents  for  a  quarto,  ten  cents  for  an  oc- 
tavo, and  five  cents  for  a  volume  of  less  size,  and  any  injury 
to  or  loss  of  a  book  shall  be  made  good  by  the  member  to 
whose  name  the  same  may  be  charged. 

Art.  7. — No  member  shall  take  any  volume  from  the  Li- 
brary, without  notifying  the  Librarian  or  his  representative, 
and  having  it  registered,  and  on  returning  the  same  he  shall 
place  it  on  the  Librarian's  table  for  his  inspection,  who  alone 
shall  replace  books  upon  the  shelf. 

Art.  8. — Children,  in  order  to  draw  books  from  the  Library, 
must  bring  a  sDecial  written  order  from  a  member.  Without 
such  order  they  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  the  privilege  of 
the  Library. 

Art.  9. — Books  of  reference,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  not  be  removed 
from  the  Library,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  President  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  10. — Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the 
Association  must  inform  the  Librarian,  who  will  see  that  all 
dues  and  fines  are  paid,  and  register  such  withdrawal,  other- 
wise he  will  be  considered  a  member,  and  chargeable  with 
dues  as  such,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Art.  11. — The   Librarian   shall  receive  all  dues,  fines,  sub- 
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scriptions  and  contributions,  and  account  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of  all  sums  received  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.  He  shall  enforce  the 
rules  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  make  a  quarterly  report 
on  the  first  meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of 
all  receipts  for  dues,  fines  and  forfeitures,  paid  and  unpaid, 
and  damage  done  to  books.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  on  the  state  of  the  Li- 
brary, the  number  of  volumes  taken  out  for  the  year,  the 
number  added  to  and  lost  from  it.  He  shall  withdraw  any 
book  from  circulation  when  leaves  have  become  loose  or  the 
binding  is  so  imperfect  that  loss  would  be  probable  by  its 
being  carelessly  handled.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  duties  assigned  to 
me,  I  present  you,  at  this  the  thirteenth  annual  session  of  the 
association,  a  brief  statement  of  its  affairs. 

It  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Valuation 
that  there  are  now  15,544  volumes,  and  that  the  value  of 
the  Library  and  Cabinet  is  about  $35,733. 

The  increase  of  volumes  during  the  past  year  comprises 
many  valuable  standard  works,  and  great  care  has  been 
devoted  by  the  Committee  on  Books  in  making  selections. 

Among  the  number  added,  I  would  call  your  attention  to 
the  following,  viz. :  "  Napoleon's  Egypt,"  consisting  of  twenty- 
five  volumes  of  Text,  and  eleven  large  portfolios  (bound), 
containing  nearly  nine  hundred  splendid  engravings  of  Anti- 
quities, Views,  Natural  History,  etc.  This  is  considered  the 
grandest  and  most  sumptuous  work  of  engravings  ever  pub- 
lished, and  the  most  glorious  monument  of  Napoleon's  patron- 
age of  the  fine  arts.  There  is  no  work  of  the  same  description 
which  will  bear  comparison  with  it.  The  expense  of  its 
production  was  enormous,  and  was  defrayed  by  the  French 
Government.     "  Blackwood's  Magazine  "  (complete),  98  vol- 


umes  ;  "  Journal  of  the  Franklin  Institute  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,"  58  volumes ;  "  Repertory  of  Inventions  and 
other  Discoveries  and  Improvements  in  Art,  Manufactures, 
and  Agriculture,"  22  volumes;  "  Silliman's  American  Journal 
of  Science,  more  especially  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology,"  74 
volumes  ;  "  Eclectic  Magazine  of  Foreign  Literature,  Science, 
and  Art,"  51  volumes;  "  Hittell's  Living  Age,"  20  volumes. 

Our  German  brethren  have  made  an  addition  to  their 
department,  of  about  500  volumes,  and  I  trust,  in  the  course 
of  the  ensuing  year,  they  will  make  a  still  larger  one. 

We  have  received,  during  the  past  year,  valuable  donations 
to  the  Library  and  Cabinet,  from  Hon.  D.  C.  McRuer,  Hon. 
John  Conness,  Hon.  H.  P.  Coon,  Rev.  E.  B.  Walsworth,  John 
Alexander  Ferris,  C.  D.  Gibbs,  J.  J.  Gardiner,  J.  J.  Dupont, 
J.  K.  Basford,  Smithsonian  Institute,  F.  A.  Wheeler,  H.  S. 
Howard,  T.  J.  L.  Smiley,  J.  W.  Bradstreet  &  Son,  and  many 
others. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  call  your  attention  to  the  report 
of  the  Librarian,  showing  a  much  larger  increase  of  member- 
ship than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

This  is  as  it  should  be.  The  membership  of  the  Order 
is  largely  on  the  increase,  and  why  should  not  that  of  the 
Library  keep  pace  with  it  ?  And  it  will,  provided  sufficient 
interest  on  our  part  is  displayed,  by  calling  the  attention  of 
all  who  join  the  Order  to  the  small  payment  that  will  entitle 
them  to  partake  of  its  full  benefits. 

I  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  paying- 
tribute  to  the  memories  of  those  whom  it  has  been  our  sad 
misfortune  to  lose  during  the  past  year,  and  also  in  the  pre- 
vious one — Parker,  Satterlee,  Bohen,  and  Piper.  Let  us, 
should  we  find  our  exertions  drooping  in  behalf  of  the  Library, 
call  to  our  remembrance  the  interest  and  energy  displayed  by 


them,  and  thus  become  stimulated  to  renewed  zeal  in  the 
advancement  of  its  interests,  so  that  it  may  continue  to  be,  as 
it  now  is,  an  institution  of  which  we  may  all  feel  proud.

ARTICLE    I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT. 

•  Section  1. — This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Odd 
Fellows'  Libraey  Association  of  the  City  op  San  Fran- 
cisco,"  having  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a  Library  and 
Reading  Room,  the  collection  of  Scientific  and  Literary  Works. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1. — Any  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge 
may  become  a  Contributing  Member  of  the  Association  on 
paying  an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  one  dollar  per 
quarter  dues,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2. — A  brother  in  good  standing  of  any  Lodge  of  the 
Order  may  become  a  Life  Member  on  the  payment  of  fifty  dol- 
lars.    A  Contributing  Member  may  become  a  Life  Member  by

paying  forty-five  dollars  after  he  has  been  a  Contributing 
Member  one  year ;  if  less  than  one  year,  by  the  payment  of 
forty-eight  dollars,  without  being  subject  to  dues. 

Sec.  3. — A  brother  may  be  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Association  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  a  regular  member,  excepting  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office. 

Sec.  4. — Life  and  Contributing  Members,  on  being  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  shall  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  thereof. 

Sec.  5. — Any  Contributing  Member  suffering  his  dues  to 
remain  unpaid  for  the  space  of  one  month  shall  be  deprived  of 
the  privileges  and  rights  of  membership,  unless  his  delinquen- 
cy be  excused  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6. — A  brother  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  his 
Lodge,  shall  forfeit  his  membership  in  this  Association. 


ARTICLE    III. 

OFFICEES. 

Section  1. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Libra- 
rian, who,  together  with  one  Delegate  from  each  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  Subordinate  Encampment  in  this  city,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2. — The  Officers  and  Delegates  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES    OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  1. — The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve 
order  therein,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  tie  upon  any  question, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote.  He  shall,  upon  the  written  ap- 
plication of  three  Directors,  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  whenever  they  deem  it  expedient,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  office,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the 
Association,  he  shall  make  a  written  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Association,  adding  such  suggestions  as  may  promote 
its  welfare. 

Sec  2. — A  Vice  President  shall  preside  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President,  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of 
that  officer. 

Sec.  3. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  those  of  the  Association, 
and  draw  on  the  Treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  President, 
for  all  moneys  voted  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  issue 
all  notices  of  special  meetings,  in  person  or  by  advertisement. 
He  shall  be  the  correspondent  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
keep  copies  of  all  letters  written  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  4. — The  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
which  duties  shall  be,  to  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary,  counter- 
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signed  by  the  President,  after  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to  duly  surrender 
all  papers  and  property  in  his  hands  to  his  successor  duly  elect- 
ed and  qualified.  He  shall  make  monthly  reports  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  balance  on  hand. 

Sec.  5. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  invested  with  full 
powers  to  appropriate  funds,  enact  By-Laws,  and  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  Association.  Any  Director  may  be  removed  for 
misconduct  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Board,  and  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  thereafter, 
by  a  vote  of  the  subscribers  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  Direc- 
tor was  a  member,  subject  to  confirmation  by  that  meeting. 

Sec.  6. — The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library 
Booms.  He  shall  keep  a  catalogue  of  all  the  titles  of  the 
books  in  the  Library,  perfectly  classified,  and  allow  only  such 
as  are  members  to  take  out  books  from  the  Library.  When  a 
book  is  taken  away,  the  name  of  the  member,  the  volume, 
class  and  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  record  kept  for  that 
purpose. 


ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, on  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  reports  from  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of 
Directors,  exhibiting  the  state  of  the  Library,  finances,  and 
property,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that 
may  be  presented. 

Sec.  2. — At  meetings  of  the  Association,  at  least  fifteen 
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members  must  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction   of 
business. 

Sec.  3. — The  President  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of 
twelve  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Association,  after  one  week's  notice  thereof  has  been 
given,  stating  the  reason  therefor,  and  no  business  other  than 
that  contained  in  the  request  shall  be  transacted. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

ALTERATIONS    AND     AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1. — This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended,  unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  o  the  members 
present  at  a  legal  meeting,  notice  thereof  having  been  given 
one  week  previously. 


EEGULATIONS

Article  ] . — The  Library  and  rooms  connected  therewith 
shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  year. 

Art.  2. — All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  and  their 
ladies,  are  privileged  to  visit  the  Library,  and  any  such 
brothers  may  introduce  strangers  during  the  day  time. 

Art.  3. — Loud  talking  and  smoking  are  tolerated  only  in 
the  Chess  Room,  and  in  the  inner  Library  Room  all  conversa- 
tion is  strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  4. — Any  member  who  is  not  more  than  one  month  in 
arrears  for  dues,  and  has  complied  with  these  regulations,  may 
take  from  the  Library  one  octavo  or  larger  volume,  or  two  of 
smaller  size  than  an  octavo. 

Art.  5. — Octavo  volumes  may  be  kept  three  weeks;  larger 
volumes  four  weeks,  and  smaller  two  weeks.  Books  may  be 
renewed,  except  new  works,  which  must  be  returned  to  the 
Library  at  the  termination  of  the  time  specified,  when,  if  there 
is  no  demand  for  the  work,  it  may  be  renewed. 
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Art.  6. — If  any  book  be  kept  out  beyond  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  Article,  the  member  so  violating  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Librarian  for  every  day  the  volume  is  so 
kept  out,  twenty-five  cents  for  a  quarto,  ten  cents  for  an  oc- 
tavo, and  five  cents  for  a  volume  of  less  size,  and  any  injury 
to  or  loss  of  a  book  shall  be  made  goood  by  the  member  to 
whose  name  the  same  may  be  charged. 

Art.  7. — No  member  shall  take  any  volume  from  the  Li- 
brary, without  notifying  the  Librarian  or  his  representative, 
and  having  it  registered,  and  on  returning  the  same  he  shall 
place  it  on  the  Librarian's  table  for  his  inspection,  who  alone 
shall  replace  books  upon  the  shelf. 

Art.  8.  Children,  in  order  to  draw  books  from  the  Library, 
must  bring  a  special  written  order  from  a  member.  Without 
such  order  they  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  the  privilege  of 
the  Library. 

Art.  9. — Books  of  reference,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  not  be  removed 
from  the  Library,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  President  of 
the  Board. 

Art.  10. — Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  As- 
sociation must  inform  the  Librarian,  who  will  see  that  all 
dues  and  fines  are  paid,  and  register  such  withdrawal,  other- 
wise he  will  be  considered  a  member,  and  chargeable  with 
dues  as  such,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Art.  1 1. — The  Librarian  shall  receive  all  dues,  fines,  sub- 
scriptions and  contributions,  and  account  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of  all  sums  received  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.     He  shall  enforce  the 
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rules  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  make  a  quarterly  report 
on  the  first  meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of 
all  receipts  for  dues,  fines  and  forfeitures,  paid  and  unpaid, 
and  damage  done  to  books.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  on  the  state  of  the  Li- 
brary, the  number  of  volumes  taken  out  for  the  year,  the 
number  added  to  and  lost  from  it.  He  shall  withdraw  any 
book  from  circulation  when  leaves  have  become  loose  or  the 
binding  is  so  imperfect  that  loss  would  be  probable  by  its 
being  carelessly  handled.

To  all  Lodges  and  Members  I.  0.  0.  F.  : 

The  Odd  Fellows  Library  Association,  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, desire  all  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  visiting  the  city, 
immediately  on  their  arrival  to  enter  their  names  and  resi- 
dences in  a  register  provided  for  that  purpose,  permanently 
placed  in  their  rooms. 

The  reasons  for  adopting  this  system  are  manifold  :  A  non- 
resident brother  may  be  sick,  and  if  registered,  the  General 
Relief  Committee  would,  at  a  glance,  ascertain  his  where- 
abouts, and  promptly  hasten  to  his  assistance. 

A  brother  might  be  known  to  be  in  the  city,  and  many 
friends  might  anxiously  but  vainly  seek  him.  The  Register 
would  obviate  such  a  difficulty. 

A  telegram  sent  to  a  well-known  brother  remained  in  the 
Odd  Fellow's  Library  for  several  days,  no  one  being  acquainted 
with  his  residence. 

Recently  a  brother  from  the  interior  dropped  dead  in  the 
street.  It  was  not  then  known  he  was  an  Odd  Fellow.  As 
soon  as  that  fact  was  ascertained,  the  General  Relief  Commit- 
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tee  hastened  and  found  the  body  in  a  rough  box  at  the  County- 
Hospital,  about  to  be  carted  out  to  the  "  Potter's  Field." 

Nothing  more  need  be  added  to  demonstrate  the  great 
importance  of  brothers  from  all  parts  acceding  to  the  above 
request.

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PRESIDENTS    REPORT, 


In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  your  laws,  I  submit  my 
Annual  Report : 

The  past  year  has  shown  that  there  is  being  a  continued  in- 
creased interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  membership,  as 
will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  by  which  it  appears 
that  the  number  of  members  drawing  books,  is  2,184;  an  increase 
of  278  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  volumes  added 
to  the  Library  during  the  year  past,  has  been  1,770,  among  which 
are  the  new  issues  of  TJ.  S.  Patent  Specifications,  numbering 
some  thirty  Royal  Octavo  Volumes,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Trustees  to  receive  future  volumes  as  they  are  issued, 
weekly.  This  will  be  found  to  be  a  very  valuable  acquisition  to 
the  reference  department. 

The  amount  of  the  receipts  for  the  past  year,  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  exhibits  a  falling  off  from  that  of  the 
year  previous,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  of  two  Lodges  having 
withdrawn  their  support  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  which  will 
still  further  decrease  the  receipts  the  coming  year,  unless  they 
should  conclude  to  resume  their  support,  which  it  is  hoped  they 
may  soon  do. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  $8,874  39,  and  the  ex- 
penditures $8,375  40.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Trustees 
have  adhered  strictly  to  the  commendable  policy  which  was 
adopted  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  Organization,  of 
keeping  within  our  income,  and  I  trust  that  however  great  the 
apparent  necessity  may  be,  no  liability  may  ever  be  incurred  that 
we  have  not  the  funds  to  meet  promptly. 

It  has  for  some  time  past  appeared  to  many  who  have  not  been 
connected  with  the   management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Library, 
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that  the  current  expenses  are  too  large  in  proportion  to  our  in- 
come; and  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  same,  if  possible,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Trustees  in  January  last,  to  canvass 
the  matter,  who  after  a  careful  and  thorough  examination,  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  no  reduction  in  the  current  expenses  could 
be  made  without  materially  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

As  a  further  instance  of  the  increasing  interest  that  is  being 
felt  in  the  affairs  of  the  Library,  I  would  cite  the  fact  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  three  from  each  of  the  contributing 
Lodges,  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Library,  which  commit- 
tee, after  a  faithful  examination,  submitted  a  very  full  report,  of 
which  I  think  the  past  management  have  no  cause  to  be  ashamed. 

I  append  a  copy  of  the  above  named  report,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  filed  with  the  annual  reports. 

During  the  past  few  months  an  effort  has  been  made  by  par- 
ties of  considerable  influence  to  change  our  laws  so  as  to  admit  to 
membership  persons  not  Odd  Fellows,  but  the  idea  appears  to 
have  obtained  but  little  favor  in  the  Lodges,  who  have  evinced  by 
their  action,  a  determination  to  maintain  it  as  a  sacred  institution, 
and  keep  it  intact,  as  it  was  originally  intended  to  be  by  its  found- 
ers, emphatically  an  Odd  Fellows'  Library — making  it  a  family 
fireside,  around  which  all  in  fellowship  may  meet,  without  fear  of 
intrusion  by  those  who  do  not  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  all 
the  privileges  which  we,  as  Odd  Fellows,  enjoy.  Having  failed  in 
this  proposition,  the  same  parties  are  attempting  to  establish  the 
theory,  that  the  appropriation  of  Lodge  funds  for  the  support  of 
Libraries,  etc.,  is  a  misappropriation  of  such  funds,  and  ought  to 
be  discountenanced.  This,  it  appears  to  me,  is  taking  a  very 
narrow  view  of  Odd  Fellowship,  for  in  what  way  can  we  better 
contribute  to  the  "  elevation  of  the  character  of  man — to  the  en- 
lightenment of  his  mind,"  than  by  placing  within  his  reach  a  well 
selected  Library. 

I  trust  that  the  day  is  far  distant  when  any  such  contracted 
view  of  the  principles  will  meet  with  favor,  and  such  a  calamity 
befall  the  Order  of  this  city,  as  must  surely  come,  should  the 
Lodges  be  compelled  to  withhold  their  support  from  an  institu- 
tion that  has  become  so  thoroughly  identified  with,  and  contribu- 
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ted  so  much,  towards  placing  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  elevated  po- 
sition that  it  now  occupies  among-  the  organizations  of  this  com- 
munity. 

The  estimated  receipts  for  the  coming  year  will  probably  not 
much  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  there  will  be  required 
for  current  expenses,  about  five  thousand  six  hundred  dollars, 
which,  together  with  the  balance  now  on  hand,  will  give  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  about  three  thousand  dollars. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  incoming  Trustees,  in  view  of  the 
present  financial  condition  of  our  Association,  a  strict  adherence 
to  that  rigid  system  of  economy,  which  has  been  practiced  in 
times  past,  with  the  full  assurance  that  it  will  be  carried  out.

ODD  FELLOWS'  LIBEAEY  CONVENTION. 


Brethren: — The  Convention  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  advisability  of  opening  the  Library  of  the 
Order  to  the  public,  and  for  the  consideration  of  other  matters 
of  interest  to  the  Library,  met  at  the  Hall  on  the  evening  of  the 
15th  inst.,  and  organized  by  electing  Brother  E.  Briggs,  Chair- 
man, and  Brother  I.  D.  Barnard,  Secretary. 

The  first  proposition :  that  of  opening  the  Library  to  the  pub- 
lic, was,  after  due  consideration,  negatived,  by  nearly  a  unani- 
mous vote.  After  which  the  following  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions were  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  delegates  pres- 
ent: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BOOKS. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
condition  of  the  Library,  the  number  of  Books  therein,  and  also 
the  character  of  the  literature  now  being  purchased  by  the  Di- 
rectors, report  as  follows: 

1st.  The  whole  number  of  Books  actually  in  the  Library  is 
19,386.  The  whole  number  on  the  catalogue  is  20,404,  leaving 
a  deficiency  of  1,018.  Of  this  number,  84  were  donated  to  the 
San  Francisco  Alms  House,  and  104  condemned  remain  on  hand, 
leaving  the  actual  number  which  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  since 
the  Library  was  established,  at  830.  This  loss  consists  chiefly  of 
Books  of  fiction,  and  cheap  literature.  "When  we  remember  the 
time  over  which  this  loss  extends,  namely — seventeen  years,  and 
the  number  of  persons  who  have  taken  out  and  read  these  Books, 
we  are  surprised  that  the  loss  has  not  been  greater.  Many  of 
these  Books  have  been  paid  for  by  the  parties  losing  them,  and 
many  cheaply  bound  works  have  fallen  to  decay,  and  have  not 
been  deemed  wrorth  rebinding.  "We  know  of  no  Circulating  Li- 
brary in  the  country  with  the  number  and  variety  of  Books,  and 
the  number  and  variety  of  readers,  that  has  not  suffered  a  much 
greater  depletion  during  a  like  period. 

2d.  We  find  the  English  Books  now  on  hand  number  16,205; 
the  German,  3,181.  This  division  of  the  English  and  German 
Literature  of  the  Library  we  think  eminently  favorable  to  the 
German  Brotherhood,  especially  when  we  remember  that  many 
of  our  German  brothers  read  English  mostly;  that  works  on  the 
Natural  Sciences  are  most  always  sought  for  in  English,  and  that 
not  less  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  all  money  now  expended  by  the 
Library  in  Books  of  every  description,  are  for  German  works 
only. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  Library 
is  the  pride,  as  it  should  be  the  honor,  of  the  whole  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  of  San  Francisco,  we  most  earnestly  recommend 
those  Lodges  which  have  severed  their  connection  from  the  In- 
stitution to  return  to  us,  and  go  hand  in  hand  with  us  in  building 
it  up.  We  ask  them  in  the  name  of  a  common  pride,  to  bear 
with  us  the  burthen,  and  share  with  us  the  advantages  of  this

most  ennobling  Institution.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  tax  upon  the  Lodges,  nor  of  the  large  amount  taken 
from  the  charitable  fund  of  the  Lodges  by  the  Library,  but  ad- 
mitting this,  we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  belief  that 
the  amount  thus  spent  is  well  spent.  It  cultivates  a  taste  for 
Literature.  It  gives  an  attractive  and  instructive  means  of  im- 
proving leisure  hours.  It  opens  to  the  Order  a  reputable  resort 
for  all  the  members  thereof,  and  their  families  and  friends.  It 
increases  our  membership  among  the  most  intelligent  and  moral 
classes.  It  gives  us,  in  a  word,  a  place  in  public  esteem  which 
nothing  else  can  give.

ECONOMY  OF    THE  LIBRARY. 

Brothers. — Your  Committee,  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting 
of  this  Convention  to  examine  into  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Li- 
brary, and  for  the  purpose  of  recommending  the  best  means  of 
placing  the  same  upon  a  more  satisfactory  basis,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts,  and  that  every 
dollar  has  been  accounted  for  and  expended  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Library. 

That  in  having  books  rebound  the  Committee  on  Books  have 
in  every  instance  requested  the  leading  book-binders  in  the  city 
to  submit  propositions  for  doing  the  work,  and  that  the  same  has 
been  awarded  to  the  parties  offering  to  do  the  same  at  the  lowest 
price.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  hereafter  all  work 
for  rebinding  books  and  for  printing  for  the  Library  be  adver- 
tised in  at  least  two  papers  published  in  the  city,  for  the  space  of 
one  week,  and  the  same  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  as  a  means  of  placing  the 
Library  upon  a  more  satisfactory  basis,  that  the  Lodges  be  re- 
quested to  donate  to  the  Library  the  principal  and  the  interest 
due  or  to  become  due  thereon,  realized  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
lot  on  Mission  street,  known  as  the  Brannan  lot,  which  is  now  in 
the  Odd  Fellows'  Savings  Bank,  and  also  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  of  said  lot,  until  such  time  as  the  same  shall  be  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Order;  the  same  to  be  devoted  to  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  Library  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other 
funds  are  disposed  of,  provided  that  no  part  of  the  principal  shall 
be  at  any  time  disposed  of  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Lodges  of  this  city;  but  that  the  same  shall  constitute  a  pei'- 
mament  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library  Fund. 

That  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  be  instructed  to  limit  their 
expenditure  to  the  actual  income  or  money  on  hand  appropriated 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Library,  and  that  no  debt  be  in- 
curred without  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Lodges  con- 
tributing- to  the  Library  funds. 
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That  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  instruct  the  Librarian  to, 
in  every  instance,  enforce  the  fines  and  penalties  for  non-compli- 
ance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Library,  and  that 
printed  regulations  be  posted  conspicuously  in  the  Library  and 
Reading-room:  also, 

That  a  committee  of  three  be  selected  to  visit  all  Lodges  not 
now  participating  in  the  benefits  of  the  Library,  who  shall  use  all 
proper  means  to  induce  them  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  man- 
agement and  advancement  of  its  aims  and  objects.

A  comparison  of  the  circulation  of  the  first  and  last  months 
of  the  year  shows  a  monthly  increase  of  from  1,500  to  1,800 
volumes. 

With  regard  to  the  classification  of  the  circulation,  our  experi- 
ence is  similar  to  that  of  all  libraries  of  a  like  character  the  world 
over.  The  demand  for  works  of  fiction  is  very  largely  in  the 
ascendant.  At  the  same  time  the  taste  for  works  of  a  more  solid 
and  instructive  character  is  steadily,  though  slowly,  on  the  increase. 
This  is  the  utmost  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect.  During  the 
year  the  departments  of  History  and  Biography  have  been  brought 
from  the  gallery  to  the  main  floor.  This  step  has  increased  the 
circulation  of  works  of  these  classes  nearly  two-fold.     I  attribute 
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this  partly  to  the  disinclination  of  many  of  our  readers  to  ascend 
the  stairs;  partly  to  throwing  the  books  directly  in  their  way. 

The  Library  has  attracted  so  much  attention  and  been  the 
subject  of  so  much  discussion  for  several  months  past,  that  any- 
thing I  might  say  would  be  superfluous.  All  that  is  left  for  me 
at  this  time  is  to  refer  briefly  to  what  has  been  done. 

During  the  month  of  January,  a  special  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  made  a  report  on  the  Financial  condition  of 
the  Library,  which  report  was  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and 
distributed  among  the  Lodges  for  general  perusal. 

Two  months  later  a  Convention,  consisting  of  three  members 
from  each  Lodge,  was  called  "  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  advisability  of  opening  the  Library  to  the  public, 
and  for  the  consideration  of  other  matters  of  interest  to  the  Li- 
brary." But  four  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  were  members 
of  this  Convention,  which  consisted  of  fifty-four  gentlemen.  Its 
action,  so  far  as  concerns  this  report,  may  be  thus  summed  up: 

The  proposition  to  open  the  Library  to  the  public  "was,  after 
due  consideration,  negatived  by  nearly  a  unanimous  vote." 

The  Committee  on  Books  make  three  points  in  their  report. 
First,  in  regard  to  the  number  of  books  lost,  they  say:  "This 
loss  consists  chiefly  of  Books  of  fiction,  and  cheap  literature.

For 
variety  of  selection,  and  yet  superiority  of  the  books  of  each  va- 
riety, we  are  pleased  to  say  it  has  not  its  equal  anywhere  within 
the  reach  of  our  information." 
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Third.  They  conclude  their  report  as  follows:  "Finally,  we 
add,  that  we  came  to  this  work  prepared  to  criticise,  willing,  it  is 
hoped,  to  do  justice,  but  anxious  to  find  fault  if  there  was  any; 
but  we  submit  our  Report  without  any  recommendation  save  the 
single  one,  namely — that  the  Directorship  of  the  Library  is  enti- 
tled to  our  hearty  confidence  and  support." 

The  committee  on  the  Financial  Economy  of  the  Library  re- 
port "  that  they  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  and  that 
every  dollar  has  been  accounted  for  and  expended  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Library." 

These  Reports  ' '  were  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Delegates  present."  The  recommendations  of  the  Convention 
await  the  action  of  the  Lodges,  and  demand  no  remarks  from  me. 

The  Library  still  pursues  its  course  of  usefulness.  Objections 
have  been  made  to  the  large  amount  of  Fiction  it  circulates.  As 
already  said,  this  is  the  experience  of  all  institutions  of  its  kind. 
If  the  greater  part  of  our  readers  prefer  this  class  of  literature 
the  fault  does  not  lie  with  the  Library;  it  must  be  sought  else- 
where. It  may  be  found,  in  part,  in  the  lack  of  a  thorough  and 
healthful  educational  system.  And  yet,  after  all,  it  may  be  doubt- 
ed whether  any  intellectual  training  can,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
control  that  passion  for  the  romantic  which  is  implanted  in  hu- 
man nature,  and  which  finds  its  exercise  and  gratification  in  the 
perusal  of  works  of  Fiction.  A  "popular  novel,"  as  it  is  called, 
runs  through  the  world  like  wild  fire,  drawing  the  most  secluded 
student  from  his  studies,  and  penetrating  the  exterior  crust  of 
every  foreign  tongue. 

But  one  thing  is  plain,  no  one  but  the  most  inexperienced,  or 
chimerical,  will  undertake  to  subject  the  popular  taste  to  his  own, 
and  to  compel  the  masses  to  feed  on  his  intellectual  diet.  While 
we  seek  to  enrich  our  collection  in  every  department  of  literature 
we  must  consult  the  craving  of  the  multitude,  or  the  multitude 
will  desert  us. 

Having  said  thus  much  negatively,  I  w7ish  to  add  positively, 
that  the  recorded  circulation  of  our  books  falls  very  far  short  of 
indicating  the  extent  of  their  usefulness.  No  one  can  appreciate 
the  value  to  a  community,  of  a  large  collection  of  well  selected 
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works,  like  those  who  spend  their  days  in  its  midst,  and  become 
acquainted  with  the  wants  of  its  patrons,  as  is  the  case  with  your 
Librarians.  Without  estimating  the  thousands  who,  in  the  course 
of  a  year  read,  silently,  and  unrecorded  in  the  Library,  the  Li- 
brary at  large  is  a  vast  mine  of  consultation  and  reference,  in 
which  every  variety  of  information  is  sought. 

School  children  and  school  teachers,  professional  men,  mem- 
bers of  the  press,  authors,  scientists  and  amateurs,  the  young  and 
the  old,  the  ignorant  and  the  informed,  the  friend  and  the  stran- 
ger, all  resort  here,  not  frequently,  but  constantly.  Many  a  work 
issued  from  the  press,  many  a  lecture  that  entertains  an  audi- 
ence, many  a  newspaper  leader,  diletante  essay,  or  school  com- 
position is  indebted  for  its  information  to  the  volumes  resting 
quietly  on  our  shelves.  Its  influence  pervades  society;  gives 
character  and  direction  to  thought,  stimulates  inquiry,  informs 
conversation,  enlightens  the  general  mind. 

This  is  the  true  test  of  a  Library.  And  I  can  assure  those 
who  may  desire  to  know,  that  this  Library,  thanks  to  its  manage- 
ment from  the  beginning,  has  been  found  equal  to  the  ordeal. 
Indeed,  in  the  opinion  of  those  best  entitled  to  judge,  its  reputa- 
tion on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  unique  in  this  respect. 

Such  is  the  institution  which  has  of  late  elicited  so  much  con- 
troversy. Seldom  has  one  been  sifted  as  this  has  been.  But 
every  fresh  investigation,  each  new  debate  has  only  served  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  its  friends,  and  justify  its  administration. 
It  is  woven  into  the  texture  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  city,  and 
can  suffer  no  serious  harm  that  will  not  affect  the  whole  fabric. 

The  year  closes  on  a  condition  of  prosperity  which  I  hope 
may  be  perennial.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LOCAL  LITERATURE. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association : 
Brothers  : — The  Committee  on  Local  Literature  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  report  that  they  have  discharged  the  duties  imposed 
on  them  by  the  By-Laws  during  the  past  year,  as  fully  as  circum- 
stances would  permit,  but  are  conscious  that  much  that  is  con- 
templated by  the  law  has  not  been  accomplished.  The  Reading 
Room  has  been  supplied  during  the  year  with  all  the  news- 
papers and  magazines  of  value  which  are  published  in  this  city, 
as  well  as  with  many  of  the  leading  papers  and  magazines  pub- 
lished in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  Committee  have  also 
had  bound  all  such  of  these  papers  as  are  of  permanent  value. 
The  Committee  have  also  seen  that  all  works  of  which  they  have 
obtained  any  knowledge  relating  to  the  State  of  California,  or  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  have  been  procured  for  the  Library.  The 
Committee  have  also  secured  for  the  Library  such  books,  pamph- 
lets and  reports  relating  to  private  or  public  interests  within  the 
State  as  they  could  procure,  but  are  aware  that  many  other  such 
publications  very  desirable  for  the  Library  to  possess  have  not 
been  obtained,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  could  not  be  got  with- 
out personal  application,  which  would  require  more  time  and  at- 
tention than  the  Committee  could  afford  to  bestow.  If  the  Board 
of  Trustees  could  devise  some  plan  for  collecting  these  publica- 
tions without  relying  entirely  upon  this  Committee,  we  believe 
much  valuable  reading  matter  could  be  secured  to  the  Library, 
and  at  small  cost. 

The  Committee  append  a  list  of  the  newspapers,  magazines 
and  periodicals  regularly  received  by  the  Library,  and  also  a  list 
of  the  pamphlets,  rej3orts,  etc.,  that  have  been  procured.  The 
Committee  recommend  that  the  pamphlets,  etc.,  be  carefully  ex- 
amined, and  such  of  them  as  appear  to  possess  a  permanent  value 
be  bound  in  suitable  volumes.

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PRESIDENTS   REPORT. 


In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Association,  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  present  a  report  of  the  general  doings  of  the  year. 

There  has  been  nothing  of  special  importance  during  the  past 
year  to  require  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  aside 
from  attending  to  the  legitimate  affairs  of  the  Library  there  has 
been  but  little  work  to  claim  our  attention. 

The  contributions  from  the  Lodges  have  been  cheerfully  and 
promptly  forwarded,  which  amount  to  $7,432  90.  Amount  re- 
ceived from  contributing  members  and  other  sources,  $1,505  45, 
as  will  appear  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  making  the  total 
receipts  for  the  year,  $8,937  95.  The  expenditures  have  been. 
For  books,  $2,850  54  ;  papers  and  magazines,  $438  05  ;  binding, 
$660  72  ;  printing,  $89  13  ;  salaries,  $3,083  ;  rent,  $600  ;  gas, 
$266  77  ;  insurance,  $175  25  ;  taxes,  $180  ;  miscellaneous,  $657 
10.     Total,  $8,593  28. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  has  been  70,629,  exclusive  of  the 
number  that  have  been  read  and  consulted  in  the  rooms. 

The  number  of  members  entitled  to  draw  books  is  3,762  j 
number  of  constant  readers,  2,165  ;  members  added  during  the 
year,  517;  life  members,  124;  contributing  members,  66;  wid- 
ows drawing  books,  16. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  library  2,110  volumes,  341  of 
which  were  donations.  Of  this  number  we  are  indebted  to  R.  B. 
Woodward,  Esq.,  for  the  donation  of  255  volumes  of  valuable 
works.     223  volumes  have  been  worn  out  and  condemned. 

The  wear  upon  the  books  of  the  library  among  so  large  a  number 
of  readers  is  becoming  fearfully  apparent,  much  of  which  could, 
with  an  observance  of  ordinary  care  on  the  part  of  those  who 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege   of  reading,  be  avoided,   and 
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many  valuable  books  which  are  now  in  a  few  months  after  pur- 
chase worn  out  and  condemned,  be  preserved  for  years  of  use- 
fulness. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  seventeen  Lodges  contributing 
to  the  library  fund  and  four  who  do  not  contribute,  two  of  which 
pledged  themselves  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  organ- 
ization to  do  so.  While  I  would  not  for  a  moment  question  the 
right  which  every  Lodge  has  to  make  such  use  of  their  funds  as 
they  may  think  proper,  I  seriously  question  their  legal  or  moral 
right  to  withdraw  their  contributions,  and  thereby  leave  others  to 
bear  the  burthens  of  carrying  on  an  enterprise  which  they  volun- 
tarily promised,  under  seal  of  their  respective  Lodges,  to  assist  in 
maintaining. 

The  amount  contributed  by  the  Lodges  may  appear  to  be  large 
and  more  than  is  actually  necessary  for  the  purpose,  and  as  has 
been  suggested  by  some,  more  than  the  Lodges  are  justified  in 
drawing  from  their  treasuries  for  this  purpose.  Yet  I  feel  confi- 
dent that  with  a  reduction  of  this  sum  the  management,  however 
prudent  they  may  be  in  their  administration,  would  find  it  impos- 
sible to  carry  on  the  work  and  maintain  its  present  usefulness.  A 
public  library  can  never  stand  still.  It  must  keep  pace  with  the 
demands  of  its  patrons  ;  it  must  keep  its  shelves  constantly  re- 
plenished with  not  only  standard  and  scientific  works  but  with 
the  current  literature  of  the  day,  or,  if  it  fail  to  do  this,  it  must 
soon  begin  to  languish;  its  books  worn  out  its  patrons  desert  it, 
and  its  usefulness  becomes  a  thing  of  the  past. 

As  a  means  of  placing  our  Library  upon  a  more  permanent 
foundation,  and  gradually  relieve  the  Lodges  from  the  contribu- 
tions which  they  have  so  cheerfully  made  for  the  past  three  years, 
I  would  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  establish  a  fund, 
of  which  the  Parker  legacy  would  form  a  part,  (which  now 
amounts  to  $4,542  96)  and  to  this  end  I  have  no  doubt  that  if 
the  matter  were  properly  presented  to  the  several  Lodges,  the 
property  known  as  the  Mission  Street  Lot  would  be  donated  for 
that  purpose,  which  with  its  rapidly  accumulating  earnings,  to- 
gether with  such  other  bequests  as  may  be  added,  would  give  an 
income  sufficient  at  no  distant  day  to  relieve  the  Lodges  of  the 
self  imposed  tax  that  to  some  appears  to  be  a  burden. 
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With  this  meeting  my  official  position  terminates  as  your  pre- 
siding officer,  a  position  which  by  your  courtesy  I  have  occupied 
for  the  last  three  years,  and  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  to 
you  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness  you  have  manifested 
towards  me,  and  for  the  zeal  you  have  manifested  in  the  work  you 
have  had  in  charge.  In  retiring  from  the  present  position  which 
I  occupy,  and  again  resuming  the  position  I  have  occupied  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  since  the  organization  of  the 
Library,  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  I  shall  continue  to  work  with 
zeal  unabated  for  the  best  interests  of  this  cause  which  has  ever 
been  to  me  so  dear.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library 
Association. 
Sirs  and  Brothers:     I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report,  as 
required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Library: 

The  total  number  of  books  in  the  Library  according  to  the 
numerical  catalogue,  is  22,913.  Since  its  organization,  eighteen 
years  ago,  some  850  volumes  have  disappeared.  During  the  past 
year,  223  volumes  have  been  condemned,  of  which  173  have  been 
presented  to  the  California  Prison  Commission,  and  50  remain  on 
hand.  The  places  of  46  of  these  worn  out  books  have  been  filled 
with  new  copies;  the  balance  will  be  filled  as  soon  as  possible, 
where  the  works  are  not  out  of  print.  Making  these  deductions 
the  actual  number  of  books  in  the  Library  at  this  date,  is  21,906. 

The  number  of  books  added  during  the  year  is  2,110,  of  which 
1,769  were  purchased  and  341  donated.

The  smallest  monthly  circulation  was  in  September,  when 
5,481  volumes  were  drawn.  The  largest  was  in  March,  the  cir- 
culation then  reaching  7,002  volumes.  The  monthly  average  has 
been  5,885f  voluDies. 

The  History  of  the  Library  since  my  last  Annual  Report,  does 
not  present  any  special  topics  of  remark.  It  has  pursued  the 
quiet  and  even  tenor  of  its  way,  as  every  first  class  and  properly 
conducted  Library  should.  A  glance  at  the  statistics  of  the  cir- 
culation will  show  that  the  Department  of  Romance  bears  off, 
most  decidedly,  the  honors  of  the  Library,  nearly  85  per  cent, 
of  all  the  books  read  being  of  this  class.  This  consideration  has 
determined  the  course  pursued  by  the  "Committee  on  Books." 
Deeming  it  their  duty  to  meet  the  demand  that  exists,  rather  than 
to  experiment  upon  the  intellectual  preferences  of  the  readers  by 
a  constraint  to  which  they  would  not  submit,  they  have,  very  wise- 
ly, conceded  to  the  popular  desire.  Accordingly,  50  per  cent. 
of  all  the  works  purchased  are  novels.  These  bear  the  brunt  of 
the  wear  and  tear  of  the  Library,  and  create  its  principle  expend- 
iture; while  the  remainder  supply  the  more  cultivated  and  intel- 
lectual demand,  and  give  the  Institution  its  character  and  stability . 
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In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  made  some  remarks  concerning 
this  excessive  passion  for  Romance,  and  have  only  to  add  that  so 
long  as  human  nature  and  society  remain  unchanged,  the  novel, 
which  seeks  to  represent  these  interests,  will  always  occupy  the 
chief  place  with  the  reading  community.  To  oppose  it  is  to  beat 
the  wind.  Consequently,  the  managers  of  a  Public  Library  like 
ours,  will,  if  they  are  wise,  yield  to  the  inevitable. 

The  steady  increase  of  our  books  is  testing  to  very  nearly  its 
fullest  extent  the  capacity  of  our  Rooms.  Indeed,  we  have  so  far 
outgrown  our  present  accommodations  that  an  accurate  classifica- 
tion in  the  arrangement  of  the  books  is  impossible;  books  of  the 
same  class  being  in  many  instances  located  in  different  parts  of 
the  Library,  from  the  sheer  impossibility  of  placing  them  to- 
gether .  In  some  instances  we  have  been  compelled  to  move  a 
whole  class  of  books  to  a  different  locality  to  secure  the  necessary 
space.  This  is  a  thing  always  to  be  avoided,  as  nothing  condu- 
ces so  much  to  the  order  of  a  Library,  and  to  the  convenience  of 
both  attendants  and  patrons  as  permanency  as  to  the  location  of 
books.  "  A  place  for  every  book,  and  every  book  in  its  place," 
is  the  golden  rule  of  an  orderly  Library. 

The  year  has  brought  us  many  valuable  donations  both  to  the 
Library  and  the  Cabinet,  a  list  of  which,  together  with  a  list  of 
the  Papers  and  Magazines  on  file  in  the  reading  room,  is  embod- 
ied in  an  appendix  to  my  report. 

Without  wishing  to  make  distinctions,  I  must  be  allowed  to  say 
that  our  Representatives  at  "Washington  always  bear  us  in  thought- 
ful remembrance.  Nor  can  I  omit  to  call  attention  to  the  very 
rare  and  valuable  donation  of  R.  B.  Woodward,  Esq.  A  com- 
plete set  of  the  California  Codes,  from  one  of  the  oldest  and 
staunchest  friends  of  the  Library,  also  deserves  special  mention. 

In  closing  this  brief  Report,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing the  Officers  and  Directors  of  the  Association  for  their  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  in  our  mutual  endeavors  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Library.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


In  compliance  with  the  custom  and  duties  of  the  position 
which  I  have  occupied  during  the  past  year,  I  present  this,  my 
Annual  Keport,  in  which  you  will  find  a  brief  statement  of  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Officers  during  the  years 
1873-1874,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Li- 
brary at  the  present  time. 

During  the  past  year  many  important  subjects  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Directors  ;  some  of  these,  have  not  been  of 
the  most  pleasant  or  agreeable  character.  The  relative  position 
of  the  Lodges  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library  Associa- 
tion has  had  to  be  determined  iu  a  legal  manner.  In  order  to 
comply  with  the  existing  laws  of  the  State,  every  technicality  has 
had  to  be  observed  in  order  that  the  property  of  the  Association 
would  be  properly  cared  for.  The  Library  Association  is  a 
regularly  organized  and  chartered  body  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  not  merely  a  representative  department 
of  the  Lodges  of  the  Order,  as  has  been  supposed  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Order.  We  are  satisfied  that  if  all  the  Lodges  had 
understood  the  true  relative  positions  of  the  Lodge  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library  Association,  all  the  ill  feeling 
engendered  would  have  been  avoided.  Several  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  during  the  past  year,  although 
the  numerical  relation  has  remained  the  same,  and  must  do  so 
during  each  year,  according  to  law.  One  of  the  older  Lodges 
(Grermania)  saw  fit  to  withdraw,  and  a. new  Lodge  (Fidelity)  made 
application  to  be  admitted  and  send  a  Trustee,  which  request  was 
granted,  and  the  Trustee  was  admitted  in  the  place  of  the  one 
from  Germania  ;  so  that  we  have  at  present  the  same  number  of 
Lodges  contributing  to  the  library  fund  as  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  but  there  are  five  Lodges  who  do  not  contribute,  which 
ought  not  to   be   when   we  consider   how    strangely  and  fully 
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has  the  request  of  the  immortal  Parker,  whose  spirit  watches 
over  our  beloved  Institution  been  fulfilled  and  the  Library 
halls  have  drawn  to  them  the  men  of  learning1  and  science  ; 
for  here  they  find  that  which  cannot  be  obtained  in  any  other 
Library  on  the  coast  ;  books  of  rare  and  intrinsic  value  ;  here 
the  men  of  commerce  find  the  commercial  files  of  the  country  ; 
the  mechanics  and  artizans  that  which  wrill  assist  them  in  their 
daily  avocations;  the  men  of  leisure  and  of  study  that  which  will 
entertain  and  instruct.  We  have  here  as  every  day  and  night  in 
the  week  demonstrates,  the  place  where  our  wives  and  daughters 
enjoy  real  entertainment — that  of  the  intellect.  I  hope  that  the 
following  propositions  will  not  be  misunderstood,  as  I  believe 
that  they  are  the  correct  ones  defining  the  relative  positions  above 
named  of  Lodges  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library  Association. 

1st.  The  Library  Association  is  a  body  corporate,  acting  under 
and  according  to  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  California,  amenable 
only  to  the  members  of  the  Association  and  the  Laws  of  the 
State  of  California. 

2nd.  The  members  of  the  Association  consists  of  those  who 
sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  according  to,  and  having  in 
all  respects  qualified  according  to  that  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

3rd.  The  Association  is  represented  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  law  and  in  fact. 

4th.  The  Lodges,  as  Lodges,  are  not  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation. 

5th.  The  Lodges  are  almoners  of  their  members  fees,  under 
a  solemn  contract  signed  and  sealed  by  the  several  lodges  of  the 
jurisdiction,  which  compact  may  require  the  co-operation  and 
joint  action  of  both  parties  to  the  compact  to  alter  or  annul. 

6th.  The  Lodges  with  whom  the  compact  was  formed  have 
obtained  certain  privileges,  namely,  "  Each  Lodge  contributing 
for  its  members  shall  have  the  right  of  naming  one  Trustee.  The 
Trustee  so  named  shall  alone  be  eligible  for  election  as  Trustee 
of  the  Association.  And  any  Lodge  contributing  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  per  quarter  in  advance  for  each  of  its  members,  shall 
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thereby  entitle  each  of  its  members  who  are  in  good  standing  to 
membership  in  the  Association ;  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  every  person  before  he  is  a  member  must  sign  the  Constitu- 
tion aud  By-Laws  of  the  Association,  and  agree  to  be  governed 
by  them. 

7th.  The  Board  of  Trustees  are  not  merely  Lodge  Representa- 
tives. While  they  are  Lodge  representatives  in  the  Association 
they  are  Trustees  of  the  Association,  a  separate  organization  with 
legal  status. 

8th.  Lodge  requests  will  be  duly  respected,  but  Lodges,  or  a 
Lodge,  has  no  moral  or  legal  right  to  dictate  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Library  Association. 

Hereafter  we  trust  that  all  Lodges  will  make  their  recpiests 
known,  but  not  in  a  dictatorial  manner,  or  in  a  threatening  mood, 
as  the  late  difficulty  occurred  by  this  method  of  communication. 

The  number  of  books  now  owned  by  the  Library  is  25,141. 

The  number  added  during  the  year,  2,228,  mostly  by  purchase. 

Many  of  them  are  of  great  value  to  the  permanent  and  intrinsic 
importance  of  the  Library.  Eighty-seven  (87.)  have  been  added 
by  donation,  among  which  were  six  volumes  of  Roman  history, 
by  Rev.  Father  Catron  and  Rouille,  presented  by  Colonel  Wm, 
Harney.  These  volumes  are  rare  and  exceedingly  valuable.  One 
hundred  and  ninety-one  volumes  have  been  condemned,  having 
passed  beyond  the  power  of  being  repaired  or  further  used. 

The  receipts  of  the  Library  from  the  various  sources  have  been 
slightly  increased  over  those  of  last  year.  The  total  amount  of 
money  received  by  the  Treasurer  has  been  $10,879.87,  of  which  , 
$7,471  has  been  contributed  by  the  Lodges,  $436.40  from  dues 
and  fines,  $1,563.74  from  the  annual  excursion  of  the  Order  and 
generously  donated  by  the  committee  to  the  Library,  for  which 
the  Trustees  and  Association  are  ever  thankful.  The  balance  on 
hand  last  year  amounted  to  $1,321.73,  while  the  balance  on  hand 
this  year  amounts  to  $1,960.97,  thus  showing  that  a  strict  adher- 
ence to  the  rule  of  keeping  the  expenditures  within  our  income 
has  been  followed  out  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Association  is  due  to  Mr.  Jos.  Marks,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Ophir  Mining  Co.,  for  the  donation  of  a  valuable 
collection  of  minerals  and  cabinet  to  contain  the  same.  These 
consist  chiefly  of  valuable  silver  ore  specimens,  and  have  added 
greatly  to  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Association. 

The  number  of  books  circulated  during  the  year  has  been 
79,535,  being  nearly  9,000  more  than  during  the  year  previous; 
these  do  not  include  the  books  read  and  consulted  in  the  Library 
rooms;  showing  that  the  Library  has  been  appreciated,  and  is 
steadily  rising  in  the  estimation  of  the  members  of  the  Order. 

The  number  of  members  entitled  to  draw  books  is  about  3,735; 
the  number  who  draw  books,  2,100.  The  number  of  members 
classed  as  contributing  members,  100;  widows  drawing  books,  28; 
members  added  during  the  year,  505.  The  expenses  during  the 
year  have  amounted  to  $8,918.90,  from  the  Treasurer's  report 
which  includes  a  loan  of  $50  to  the  Lecture  Fund,  which  has  been 
returned  from  the  sale  of  tickets,  that  fund  having  paid  its  own 
expenses,  the  actual  expenses  being  $8,868.90,  divided  as  follows:

During  the  past  year  additional  accommodations  have  been 
made  to  the  Library.  Two  central  stands  capable  of  containing 
about  1,500  volumes  have  been  added,  which  not  only  adds  addi- 
tional shelf  room,  but,  I  think,  additional  advantages  in  many 
respects;  and  the  committee  deserve  commendation  for  their  wise 
suggestions,  as  well  as  attention  to  this  subject  of  more  room  and 
shelf  accommodations. 
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Complaints  have  frequently  been  made  that  the  Lodges  feel 
that  the  amounts  of  money  now  required  from  them  under  the 
present  management  are  entirely  too  heavy  a  tax  upon  their  treas- 
uries. Doubtless  in  some  instances  this  may  be  the  fact;  and  as 
time  rolls  on,  many  of  the  Lodges  will  be  required  to  draw  heavily 
on  their  resources  to  aid  in  the  work  of  their  required  beneficiary 
duties,  and  will  be  compelled  to  guard  more  closely  than  they  do 
now  every  avenue  of  expense.  The  Library  would  naturally  be 
one  of  the  expenditures  which  the  Lodge  would  feel  compelled  to 
discontinue;  under  these  circumstances  would  it  not  be  wise  for 
those  who  are  directing  the  affairs  of  the-  Library,  and  all  the 
friends  of  the  Association,  to  interest  themselves  in  endeavoring 
to  establish  a  fund,  which  when  placed  at  interest,  would  afford 
sufficient  revenue  to  properly  maintain  the  usefulness  and  advance- 
ment of  this  noble  institution 

I  hope  that  the  mere  suggestion  to  some  of  our  well  to  do 
brothers  in  the  order  will  prompt  them  to  manifest  the  same  de- 
gree of  liberality  which  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  some  of  our 
scientific  and  literary  institutions  of  this  city.  Here  is  a  sphere 
not  yet  occupied  and  open  to  all — one  of  usefulness  and  of 
durability,  where  each  can  erect  for  himself  a  monument  of  ever 
enduring  fame;  a  monument  that  will  live  long  after  the  donors 
are  forgotten  by  the  outside  world  and  even  by  their  kindred. 
One  that  will  be  erected  in  the  hearts  of  a  grateful  and  loving 
people.  We  have  several  wealthy  members  of  the  order  who 
could  endow  the  Library,  so  as  to  lift  the  burthen  of  support 
from  off  the  Lodges,  and  make  the  heart  and  voice  of  every  good 
Odd  Fellow  proclaim  the  praise  of  him  who  would  perform  the 
act. 

Should  we  not  prove  so  fortunate  as  to  have  among  us  one 
whose  liberality  and  means  will  furnish  to  us  the  required  help, 
we  still  have  within  ourselves  a  resource,  and  we  should  place  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  cry  Eureka.  Let  us  establish  a  list 
tor  subscriptions,  receiving  any  and  all  amounts  which  persons 
may  or  can  feel  willing  to  give  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  fund  for  investment. 
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I  feel  assured  that  the  members  of  the  order  when  they  witness 
our  zeal  and  industry  in  the  enterprize,  will  come  to  the  rescue 
and  furnish  the  material  aid  required,  and  give  us  the  encourage- 
ment of  well  done  when  we  accomplish  the  object  so  long 
desired. 

We  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  the  Order  generally,  and 
ourselves  especially,  for  the  continued  success  and  prosperity  of 
the  Library. 

Through  the  continued  liberality  of  the  Lodges  and  individual 
members  of  the  Order,  the  Trustees  have  been  furnished  writh 
the  requisite  means  to  continue  the  usefulness  and  importance  of 
the  Library,  so  that  it  has  not  only  retained  its  hold  upon  the 
hearts  and  good  will  of  its  former  patrons,  but  added  greatly  to 
its  sphere  of  usefulness,  as  will  be  attested  by  the  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

To  say  that  the  Library  is  one  of  the  proudest  features  of  our 
Order  in  this  city  is  naught  else  than  truth.  It  is  spoken  of 
throughout  the  entire  land,  and  has  been  the  cause  of  the  estab- 
lishing of  similar  institutions  in  other  cities  and,  towns,  not  only 
of  this  State  but  of  others,  and  has  thus  been  the  means  of  send- 
ing comfort  and  happiness  into  the  hearts  and  homes  of  many  of 
our  fellows  spread  over  the  western  wilds.  It  would  be  utterly 
impossible  for  anyone  to  calculate  the  amount  of  usefulness  that 
has  been  thus  produced.  The  diffusion  of  information  among 
the  members  of  the  Order  and  their  families  alone  is  beyond  our 
power  to  define,  much  less  the  side  issues  which  have  resulted 
therefrom.  Brethren,  let  us  be  encouraged  to  go  on  in  this  good 
work,  and  at  the  close  of  our  next  fiscal  year  a  greater  reward 
will  await  you. 

It  has  not  been  all  sunshine  and  happiness  to  the  members  of 
this  Board  or  their  predecessors  who  have  so  faithfully  attended 
to  their  duties  unrequited,  and  who  have  always  kept  a  watchful 
care  over  every  interest  of  the  Library.  I  believe  I  say  nothing 
more  than  the  truth  when  I  assert  that  from  the  first  inception  of 
the  idea  of  the  establishment  up  to  the  present  time,  the  Library 
has  met  with  opposition  and  its  Directors  have  been  misrepre- 
sented. 
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I  see  around  me  several  whose  names  have  been  associated  with 
the  Library  since  its  infancy,  and  who  have  through  evil  as  well  as 
good  report  stood  the  faithful  friends  of  the  Library,  and  wha de- 
serve more  than  a  mere  passing  tribute  of  praise  for  their  faithful 
guardianship,  their  untiring  zeal  and  constant  efforts  to  promote 
its  welfare  as  well  as  to  extend  its  sphere  of  usefulness.  I  allude 
to  such  men  as  Henry  Kimball,  Colin  M.  Boyd,  Henry  C.  Squire, 
D.  McLaren,  and  others  of  those  whose  term  of  service  has  not 
been  quite  so  long,  whose  only  motive  has  been  the  welfare  of 
the  Library,  and  I  full  well  know  that  it  is  only  those  who  have 
been  associated  with  these  brothers  and  who  have  witnessed  their 
constant  efforts  for  the  well-being  of  the  Library,  who  can  prop- 
erly understand  their  unselfish  feelings  and  noble  purposes. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  the  Board  of  Trustees  endeav- 
ored to  establish  a  course  of  lectures  for  the  benefit  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  and  their  families,  and  for  this  purpose  solicited 
the  services  of  a  number  of  the  most  eminent  lecturers  on  the 
coast,  who  cheerfully  tendered  their  services  gratuitously.  But 
we  regret  to  have  it  to  say  that  the  members  of  the  Order  did 
not  respond,  and  while  the  lectures  given  were  of  the  best  char- 
acter, both  as  to  matter  and  manner,  the  audience  was  but  limited. 
That  the  idea  seemed  to  prevail  among  the  members  of  the  Order 
was  that  the  object  was  a  money  making  one  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  which  was  as  unwarranted  as  unjust.  "While 
we  desired  to  cover  the  expenses,  our  main  object  was  to  aid  in 
diffusing  useful  information,  hence  the  exceeding  low  price  for 
the  tickets.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  the  course  covered  all  its 
expenses,  so  that  no  regrets  can  be  felt  on  the  part  of  any  who 
may  cavil  at  the  course  of  the  Board  for  such  an  attempt,  which 
appears  not  to  have  been  appreciated  by  those  for  whose  benefit 
it  was  designed. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  under  which  we  now  labor  is  the 
want  of  a  printed  catalogue.  We  hope  that  this  defect  will  be 
removed  at  as  early  a  moment  as  possible. 

Not  wishing  to  trespass  upon  your  time  any  further,  allow  me 
to  thank  you,  brethren,  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me 
in  placing  me  in  the  responsible  position  I  now  occupy,  and  at

The  item  of  118  classics  compose  an  invoice  purchased  some 
years  since  in  New  York,  previous  to  our  present  organization,  and 
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through  some  misunderstanding  of  ownership,  only  added  to  the 
Library  within  the  past  year.  It  consists  of  a  valuable  set  of 
Teubner's  Greek  Authors,  in  the  original,  annotated  by  some  of 
Germany's  best  scholarship.  Taken  in  connection  with  our  set  of 
Valpy's  Latin  Authors,  comprising  161  volumes,  the  library  is 
admirably  furnished  in  ancient  literature. 

Our  Record  Book  shows  that  since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  the 
circulation  has  numbered  79,535  volumes,  being  nearly  10,000  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year,  representing  the  circulation  of  every 
book  in  the  Library  more  than  three  times.  The  smallest  monthly 
circulation  was  6,163  volumes,  in  July,  1873;  the  lai'gest,  7,649, 
in  January,  1874 — the  monthly  average,  6,628,  against  5,885  last 
year.

The  question  of  popular  taste  in  reading  has  of  late  attracted  the 
attention  of  several  of  our  Eastern  editors  and  librarians,  who  have 
been  at  the  pains  of  comparing  and  classifying  the  statistics  of  in- 
stitutions similar  to  ours,  and  they  have  published  in  elaborate  form 
the  results  of  their  labors.  In  the  main  these  results  correspond 
to  our  own  experience,  with  a  slight  percentage  against  us.  The 
Eastern  statistics  find  the  demand  for  novels  range  from  70  to  75 
per  cent.  Our  experience  places  the  figures  at  from  80  lo  85  per 
cent.  With  them  such  writers  as  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Geo.  Eliot/ 
Irving  and  Hawthorne,  acknowledged  masters  of  fiction,  take  the 
lead.  With  us  authors  like  Southworth,  Stephens,  Holmes, 
Braddon  and  Dupuy,  are  most  popular  with  the  bulk  of  our  read- 
ers. But  Time,  the  great  educator,  aided  by  the  powerful  influ- 
ences of  the  Library  itself,  will,  I  trust,  in  the  end  correct  these 
little  aberrations  and  set  us  right. 

During  the  year  the  contributions  of  the  Lodges  were  based 
upon  a  membership  of  3,735.  Of  this  number  some  2,100  avail 
themselves  of  Library  privileges,  without  estimating  the  frequent- 
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ers  of  the  Reading  Room,  a  large  number  of  whom  limit  their 
reading  to  the  issues  of  the  periodical  press.  In  addition  to 
these,  we  have  28  widows  drawing  books,  and  100  contributing 
members.  Since  our  last  meeting,  G-ermania  Lodge,  No.  116, 
with  a  membership  of  282,  has  withdrawn  from  the  Library,  and 
Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  222,  with  a  membership  of  69,  has  been 
enrolled  upon  our  books. 

The  history  of  the  past  }Tear,  which  has  so  rapidly  slipped  away, 
offers  no  salient  points  of  interest,  and  suggests  no  special  word 
on  my  part.  Modesty  and  quietness  are  the  characteristics  of  an 
orderly  Library.  Books  do  not  praise  themselves  or  beg  to  be 
read;  you  must  search  for  their  treasures,  and  will  often  search 
in  vain.  Our  readers  seem  to  appreciate  their  privileges,  and  the 
books  return  good  interest  in  information,  and  entertainment. 

The  additions  are  in  the  main  satisfactory.  While  42 per  cent, 
are  romances,  the  remainder  contain  very  many  standard  works, 
and  works  of  note,  in  the  several  departments  I  have  already  speci- 
fied.    I  will  mention  a  few  of  these:

While  the  generosity  of  tbe  Lodges  has  given  the  Library 
abundant  means,  we  share  in  common  with  the  Order  at  large  in 
this  city  one  serious  drawback,  in  the  want  of  space  for  our  grow- 
ing necessities.  Probably  few  realize  how  excessive  the  pressure 
is,  or  to  what  straits  we  are  put  to  preserve  anything  like  order — 
system  is  out  of  the  question — in  the  various  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary .  If  our  splendid  collection  could  be  arranged  in  a  manner  cor- 
responding to  its  variety  and  extent,  in  rooms  of  ample  proportions, 
its  friends  would  be  surprised  as  well  as  delighted  at  the  display. 
No  very  skillful  prognostication  is  required  to  see  in  the  not  dis- 
tant future  an  edifice  worthy  of  our  noble  Order,  and  our  equally 
noble  Library,  added  to  the  architectural  ornaments  of  the  city. 
Meanwhile,  we  must  possess  our  souls  in  patience,  packing  away 
our  accumulating  treasures  as  best  we  can,  awaiting  the  better 
day. 

Many  kind  friends  have  remembered  us  during  the  year,  in 
valuable  donations  to  the  Library  and  Cabinet.  A  list  of  these 
gifts  may  be  found  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

May  the  prosperity  which  has  waited  upon  our  Institution  for 
so  many  years,  never  abandon  it  in  the  future.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


The  present  meeting  closes  another  year  of  our  relation  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library 
Association. 

Permit  me  to  tender  my  thanks  to  my  many  friends  in  the 
Board  who  have  honored  me  for  the  past  two  years  by  electing 
me  to  occupy  the  distinguished  relation  of  presiding  officer.  A 
position  which  1  have  endeavored  to  fill  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
and  I  trust  with  some  degree  of  satisfaction  to  the  members  of 
this  Board. 

Circumstances  by  which  I  am  surrounded  at  present,  and  pros- 
pective future  engagements  have  compelled  me  to  notify  the 
Lodge  which  I  have  heretofore  represented  in  this  association, 
that  I  would  be  compelled  to  decline  a  renomination  or  election 
as  their  representative  to  your  honorable  body  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

In  thus  closing  our  relation,  I  do  so  with  a  sincere  wish  for  the 
future  welfare  of  this  beloved  and  noble  institution,  which  like  a 
towering  and  beautiful  monument  has  been  erected  within  the 
portals  of  Odd  Fellowship,  dedicated  to  Education  in  the  glori- 
ous principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  It  may  be  said 
that  it  is  but  in  its  early  youth,  yet  manifesting  a  power  for  good 
that  could  have  hardly  been  calculated  for  by  its  most  sanguine 
founder. 

Should  any  be  desirous  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  the  Library 
to  the  members  of  this  order  and  their  families,  he  has  but  to 
spend  a  few  hours  of  any  one  day  or  evening  and  witness  the 
various  readers  as  they  present  themselves  at  the  Librarian's 
desk.  After  he  shall  have  thus  enlightened  himself  and  divested 
himself  of  prejudice,  I  would  like  to  ask  him  the  question  !  Is 
this  institution  designed  only  for  the  rich  members  of  the  Order? 
Would   not  his   answer  be  that  if  we  are  to  judge  by  the  parties 
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who  have  this  grand  opportunity  presented  to  them  for  education 
and  the  class  who  have  embraced  these  privileges,  that  like  the 
christian  faith  they  are  free  to  all,  and  if  we  are  to  judge  from 
external  appearances  we  would  say,  that  more  of  the  intelligent 
but  poor  members  of  the  Order  and  their  families  are  supplied 
with  mental  food  from  this  rich  store-house  than  are  the  richer 
members  who  doubtless  have  libraries  at  home,  or  prefer  the 
more  fashionable  institution — the  Mercantile. 

I  am  aware  that  there  are  certain  disaffected  parties  distribu- 
ted throughout  the  Order,  and  can  be  found  among  the  active 
members  of  several  of  the  Lodges,  who  never  allow  the  opportu- 
nity to  pass  without  assailing  the  Library  and  its  management. 

These  persons  have  a  chronic  affection  which  frequently  crops 
out  in  a  wonderful  spirit  of  economy  and  preservation  of  the 
funds  of  the  Lodge  of  which  they  are  members,  and  they  are 
annually  led  to  discover  an  illegality  in  the  method  by  which  the 
Library  attains  its  contributions  and  support  from  the  various 
Lodges,  forgetting  that  there  exists  a  sacred  compact  on  the  part 
of  the  Lodges  to  fulfill  their  duty  to  the  Library  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Order. 

The  same  rigid  economy  which  has  heretofore  characterized 
the  management  of  the  Library,  has  been  pursued  during  the 
past  year,  strictly  keeping  our  expenses  within  our  income,  so 
that  the  institution  is  without  any  debt. 

The  amount  of  money  received  during  the  past  year  has  been 
— net  revenue,  $9,255.75.  Balance  on  hand,  $1,960.97.  Gross 
receipts,  $11,216.72. 

The  amount  expended  has  been,  $10,096.50. 

Showing  the  balance  in  treasury  of  $1,120.21. 

The  efficient  Secretary,  Brother  Squire,  has  kept  a  faithful 
record  of  all  the  transactions,  and  a  watch  on  the  financial  con- 
dition, as  will  be  fully  seen  by  his  report. 

IMPROVEMENT    IN    READING    ROOM. 

A  most  important  improvement  has  been  made  by  the  Room 
Committee,  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Beading  Boom.  More 
space  and  better  accommodation  is  now  furnished  than  was  ob- 
tained by  the  old  method. 
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The  Library  Room  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  whitened, 
thus  rendering  it  more  healthful  and  pleasant. 

CATALOGUE. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Library  which  has  been  under  considera- 
tion and  in  progress  has  made  some  advance,  but  not  as  much  as 
we  had  hoped  it  would  have  made.  It  was  fully  expected  that  it 
would  have  been  completed  and  ready  to  have  been  reported  on 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  present  Library  year.  Thus  far  the 
work  has  progressed  to  the  enrollment  of  6000  volumes. 

SELECTION    OF    BOOKS. 

The  Book  Committee  have  been  careful  in  their  selection,  and 
judicious  in  their  expenditures.  Many  new  and  valuable  books 
have  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year,  and  numerous 
donations  which  have  all  been  duly  acknowledged,  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  report  of  the  Librarian.  The  entire  number  now  con- 
tained in  the  Library  amounts  to  27,525,  of  which  2,383  have  been 
added  during  the  past  year.  This  Committee  I  consider  is  one 
of  the  most  important  in  connection  with  the  institution,  and  in 
selection  of  these  gentlemen  who  have  occupied  that  position  dur- 
ing the  previous  and  past  year,  I  believe  that  this  Board  or  the 
Order,  has  never  had  a  reason  to  complain.  The  Committee 
have  diligently  and  faithfully  performed  their  duty  and  exhibi- 
ted good  judgment  in  their  selection  so  as  to  satisfy  the  patrons 
of  the  Library.  The  selection  of  books  (general)  or  for  a  circu- 
lating library  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  a  man  can  desire. 
The  press,  teeming  as  it  does  with  new  publications  every  day, 
many  of  which  are  mere  trash  and  not  worth  the  reading — by 
flaming  advertisement  and  often  by  false  criticism  paid  for  by  the 
publishers,  renders  it  no  easy  task.  Money  can  be  flittered  away 
without  having  received  any  quid  pro  quo  for  the  expenditure. 

Books  should  not  be  purchased  simply  because  they  are  new 
nor  should  they  be  purchased  simply  because  they  are  asked  for, 
and  more  especially  should  they  not  be  purchased  simply  because 
they  are  cheap.  In  an  institution  like  ours  where  our  means  are 
limited,  due  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  wants  of  the 
readers,  but  also  the  intrinsic  value  of  every  publication  should 
be  carefully  examined  before  purchasing,  or  else  in  a  little  while 
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the  shelves  will  be  lumbered  up  with  useless  trash  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  better  works.  Our  institution  should  be  looked  upon  as 
an  educational  one.  "We  should  in  a  measure  not  pander  to  the 
public  taste  unless  it  is  good.  But  should  rather  be  the  direc- 
tors, the  founders  and  promoters  of  a  good  public  taste  and  di- 
rect the  mass  of  the  readers  in  the  proper  channel  for  culture  and 
education. 

And  this  can  only  be  done  by  placing  such  reading  material 
before  them  as  will-  be  attractive  and  at  the  same  time  elevating. 
Our  Library  has  been  for  years  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  best 
selected,  although  not  numerically  the  largest  in  the  city,  and  I 
trust  that  so  far  as  the  value  of  its  selection  is  concerned  it  may 
always  occupy  that  reputation. 

The  Committee  on  Local  Literature  have  supplied  the  reading 
room  with  such  journals  as  give  the  most  general  information, 
and  the  limited  amount  of  our  means  will  allow. 

I  regret  that  this  Board  have  in  their  judgment  seen  fit  to  throw 
a  condemnation  in  the  proposition  for  establishing  a  sinking  fund 
upon  which  the  Library  could  rely  for  its  future  wants.  A  very 
small  nucleus  will  cause  a  large  crystalization  is  a  fact  well  known 
in  chemistry,  and  to  us  it  is  the  vat  of  financial  being— small 
sums  added  together  soon  become  larger,  and  nothing  grows 
faster  than  money  with  money  as  the  seed.  Should  the  annual 
donations  from  the  picnic  fund  be  placed  aside  it  would  soon  be 
increased  from  other  sources.  This  Board  should  take  the  initia- 
tive step  in  devising  some  method  of  relief  to  the  Lodges,  so  that 
the  funds  of  the  Lodges  will  not  be  called  upon  so  frequently, 
and  the  Library  be  at  the  same  time  fully  maintained  in  its  use- 
fulness. 

I  will  be  willing  at  any  time  to  solicit  subscriptions  from  the 
wealthy  members  of  the  Order,  and  other  friends  of  the 
Library. 

I  would  again  urge  some  immediate  action  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  accomplish  this  object.  The  only  nucleus  now  is  The  Parker 
Legacy  Fund,  represents  a  total  value  of  $5,932.34,  which  is  a 
nucleus  around  which  future  legacies  may  accumulate.

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During  the  year,  78,700  volumes  have  been  drawn  from  the 
Library.  This  is  a  slight  falling  off  from  the  figures  of  last  year, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Library  was  closed  for  a  fortnight 
during  the  month  of  April.  The  estimated  increase  over  the 
business  of  last  year  is,  say,  2,000  volumes.  The  smallest  monthly 
circulation  was  6,253  volumes,  in  May,  1874;  the  largest,  7,541, 
in  January,  1875;  that  is,  exclusive  of  April,  last.

The  total  Lodge  membership  for  the  year,  as  based  upon  the 
annual  contributions  of-  the  subscribing  Lodges,  was  3,847.50. 
Of  this  number,  2,365,  or  about  60  per  cent.,  have  been  in  con- 
stant use  of  the  circulating  portion  of  the  Library  for  the  past 
year.  Besides  these,  there  are  many  holding  Library  cards,  who 
may  at  any  moment  put  them  to  use,  and  a  considerable  number 
who  constantly  frequent  the  Reading-room,  but  seldom  or  never 
draw  a  book.  There  are  others,  again,  who  use  the  Library  as  a 
source  of  reference,  visiting  it  from  time  to  time,  according  to 
the  requirements  of  the  hour.  All  of  these  must  be  counted  as 
active  members  of  the  Library,  in  considering  the  question  of  the 
extent  of  its  patronage,  and  they  swell  the  number  to  at  least  75 
per  cent,  of  the  total  membership.

The  additions  to  the  Library  are  highly  satisfactory.  "While 
about  62  per  cent,  belong  to  the  dej)artment  of  Romance,  nearly 
40  per  cent,  represent  the  higher  classes  of  literature,  and  add  so 
much  to  the  solid  and  permanent  value  of  our  collection. 

In  the  character  of  the  circulation  also  there  are  some  rays 
of  encouragement.  Romance  has  lost  a  few  per  cent,  of  the  gen- 
eral patronage.  I  stated  in  my  last  Report  that  as  compared 
with  the  Statistics  of  Eastern  Libraries  we  lost  10  per  cent,  the 
comparison  being  about  as  75  per  cent,  to  85  per  cent.  From 
the  present  outlook  we   shall  in  a  few  years  get  down  to  their 
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elevation  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  expression.  The  taste  for  solid 
information  and  entertainment  is  most  certainly  on  the  increase. 
The  Library  is  slowly  but  surely  doing  its  duty  as  an  educator. 
I  find  proof  of  this  in  the  character  of  the  works  sought  for,  in 
the  necessity  of  duplicating  valuable  treatises,  in  the  generally 
increasing  interest  of  the  members  in  subjects  which  are  claim- 
ing the  best  thought  and  scholarship  of  the  age. 

The  books  purchased  have  been  mostly  English.  A  few 
German  works  have  been  procured,  and  a  small  invoice  of  recent 
works  in  French  have  just  been  catalogued.  In  my  opinion 
both  of  these  languages,  especially  the  former,  should  have  a 
fair  and  increasing  representation  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Library.  I  differ  from  some  of  my  best  friends  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  in  the  Order,  in  believing  that  the  Library  should 
reflect  and  keep  pace  with  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  the 
Order. 

I  have  given  as  much  attention  to  our  Manuscript  Catalogue 
as  time  would  permit,  and  have  indexed  about  6000  volumes 
with  references  and  cross-references. 

A  large  number  of  the  members  of  the  Order  still  continue 
in  the  dark  in  regard  to  their  privileges  in  the  Library,  and 
more  especially  is  this  the  case  as  to  their  membership  and  rights 
in  the  Association.  We  have  weekly  proof  of  the  former  in  the 
testimony  of  those  who  for  years  have  been  strangers  to  the 
Library  through  ignorance.  The  small  attendance  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  outside  the  Trustees  proves  the  latter.  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  can  be  done  to  make  the  facts  more  generally  known. 

The  friends  of  the  Library  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  its 
reputation  is  not  restricted  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  In  the  last 
volume  of  the  Report  of  Oen.  John  Eaton,  Commissioner  of 
Education,  I  find  the  following  : 

"  The  many  different  Associations  maintaining  Libraries  (i.  e. 
in  California)  are  very  noticeable,  among  which  the  Odd  Fellows 
show  most  prominently,  the  Library  of  that  Society  in  San 
Francisco  being  one  of  the  largest  and  best  selected  in  the 
State." 
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Our  friends  still  remember  us  by  gifts  both  to  the  Library 
and  Cabinet.  Their  names  will  be  found  in  an  Appendix  to  my 
Report.  The  abolition  of  the  Franking  Privilege  deprived  us  of 
many  Public  Documents  and  Government  Reports  of  great 
value.     Its  restoration  will  gradually  supply  the  deficiency, 

The  past  year  has  been  uneventful  in  our  History.  The 
Library  has  pursued  its  quiet  way  in  prosperity  and  success. 
The  close  of  the  year  finds  it  again  subjected  to  those  inquiries 
of  its  friends  which  it  has  already  on  several  occasions  bravely 
maintained.  It  is  not  for  me  to  discuss  the  questions  at  issue, 
but  I  will  only  say,  with  a  five  years  pretty  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  uses  and  influence  of  the  Library  that  it  will  pay 
back  old-fashioned  California  interest  on  every  investment  made 
by  the  Order  in  its  behalf.

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PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Felloivs'1  Library  Association  : 

Sirs  and  Brothees: — I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my 
fourth  annual  report  as  President  of  this  Association. 

The  year  just  brought  to  a  close  has  been,  like  so  many  that 
have  preceded  it — one  of  quiet  prosperity,  nothing  having  oc- 
curred out  of  the  usual  routine  to  call  for  special  comment. 
Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  in  its  management,  and  a 
reasonable  increase  has  been  made  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  its  literature;  it  having  been  the  constant  endeavor 
of  your  Directors  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  members, 
and  furnish  such  books  as  their  various  tastes  and  pursuits 
may  require. 

The  Committee  on  Books  and  Donations  have  purchased 
during  the  year  1,665  volumes,  and  have  received  90  volumes 
as  donations  from  friends  of  the  Library,  making  a  total  of 
1,755  vols.,  which  will  be  found  arranged  in  their  respective 
classes  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

The  Committee  on  Local  Literature  attend  faithfully  to 
their  department,  and  keep  the  reading-room  well  supplied 
with  the  journals  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  as  well  as  with  the 
leading  papers  and  periodicals,  both  American,  English  and 
German.  We  are  particular  in  bestowing  great  care  upon 
this  department  of  the  Library.  The  periodical  literature  of 
the  day  contains  the  results  of  the  study  and  the  thought  of 
most  of  the  best  minds  of  the  world;  and  I  am  informed  by 
the  Librarian  that  a  very  considerable  number  of  our  mem- 
bers confine  their  attention  almost  exclusively  to  this  class  of 
reading. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  estimated  at 
33,500.  The  circulation  for  the  year  was  107,512  vols.,  being 
in  excess  of  last  year  by  3,502  vols.,  and  showing  an  average 
of  8,9591  per  month. 
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During  the  month  of  last  July  our  very  efficient  Assistant 
Librarian,  Brother  Grayson,  was  forced,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  to  retire  from  the  position  in  the  Library  which  he 
had  so  long  and  so  faithfully  filled.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  we  have  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  so  valuable  an 
officer,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  time  and  rest  may  soon  re- 
store him  to  his  former  state  of  health.  Brother  Thomas 
Cleary,  of  Cosmopolitan  Lodge,  No.  194,  was  selected  to  fill 
his  place,  and  has  fairly  earned  the  thanks  of  the  Directors 
by  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  his 
duties. 

The  reports  about  to  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Librarian,  will  furnish  information  in  detail  as 
to  the  statistical  and  financial  condition  of  the  Association, 
and  to  them  I  invite  your  particular  attention.  They  will 
show  to  any  reasonable  mind  that  the  Library  is  abundantly 
realizing  the  intentions  of  its  originators,  that  it  is  pursuing 
a  course  of  undoubted  and  increasing  usefulness,  and  that  it 
is  making  itself  felt  more  and  more,  not  only  within  the 
Order,  by  the  unsurpassed  literary  attractions  it  offers  to 
Odd  Fellows  and  their  families,  but  among  the  public  at  large, 
with  whom  it  is  the  most  powerful  argument  that  can  be  used 
in  favor  of  the  value  and  importance  of  the  Order,  and  who 
are  forced  to  accept  it  as  a  complete  vindication  of  the  claim 
of  Odd  Fellowship  that  "  it  is  designed  to  elevate  the  charac- 
ter of  man." 

To  the  several  officers  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, who  so  faithfully  .represent  their  respective  Lodges,  and 
to  our  estimable  Librarian,  Brother  Carnes,  I  tender  my 
heartfelt  congratulations  for  the  unanimity  and  energy  with 
which  we  have  worked  together  for  the  interest  of  that  noble 
institution  which,  as  an  important  auxiliary  to  the  success  of 
our  beloved  Order  in  this  city,  is  so  dear  to  us  all.

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LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Felloios'  Library  Association  : 

Sirs  and  Brothers  : — I  herewith  have  the  honor  of  present- 
ing my  Annual  Report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Library  in 
my  department  for  the  Library  year  1878-79. 

The  statistics  are  as  follows : 

The  numerical  register  gives  the  total  number  of  re- 
corded volumes  at 35,425 

The  only  way  to  verify  the  approximate  correctness  of 
these  figures  is  by  an  actual  count  of  the  volumes  in  our  pos- 
session. This  could  only  be  done  by  calling  in  the  books 
now  in  circulation,  and  closing  the  Library;  a  tedious  pro- 
cess, and  one  which  would  be  very  unwelcome  to  our  mem- 
bers, who  naturally  resent  any  unnecessary  restriction  of 
their  Library  privileges.  A  liberal  estimate  of  the  volumes 
lost,  missing,  or  withdrawn  from  circulation  since  the  foun- 
dation of  the  Library  would  be  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  2,000,  making  the  actual  number  of  volumes, 
say 33,500

February,  with  10,226  volumes,  exhibits  the  largest 
monthly  circulation.  The  average  per  month  was  8,959.33. 
Critics  will,  of  course,  carp  at  the  excess  of  novel  reading, 
but  they  do  this  everywhere;  for  the  complaint  is  universal. 
It  is  embraced  in  the  statistics  of  every  library  that  publishes 
its  records,  and  though  many  remedies  have  been  suggested 
it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  its  cure  will  ever  be  found. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  which  seems  to  have  been  made 
but  yesterday,  so  rapidly  have  the  months  slipped  away,  I 
indulged  in  considerable  latitude  of  remark  concerning  the 
affairs  of  the  Library.  But  so  much  argument  has  been  had 
upon  this  subject  during  the  few  months  just  passed,  that  I 
prefer  at  this  time  to  take  refuge  in  that  golden  silence  which 
is  often  so  much  better  than  words.  I  cannot,  however,  re- 
sist the  temptation  of  quoting  a  brief  paragraph  from  the 
Librarian's  Report  of  1871-72,  alluding  to  the  results  of 
an  "Odd  Fellows'  Library  Convention,"  which  had  been 
called  just  previously  "for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  advisability  of  opening  the  Library  of  the 
Order  to  the  public,  and  for  the  consideration  of  other  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  the  Library,"  and  which  Convention  was, 
in  my  judgment,  much  more  searching  in  its  inquiries  than 
the  one  which  has  recently  closed  its  labors.  I  reproduce 
the  words  here  as  being  apposite  to  the  present  condition  of 
things,  and  from  my  deep  conviction  that  they  will  be  found 
equally  appropriate  whenever  the  management  of  the  Library 
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is   suspected   or    the   necessity   of    its   existence   called   in 
question. 

These  are  the  words :  * '  Such  is  the  institution  which  has 
of  late  elicited  so  much  controversy.  Seldom  has  one  been 
sifted  as  this  has  been;  but  every  fresh  investigation,  each 
new  debate,  has  only  served  to  increase  the  number  of  its 
friends,  and  justify  its  administration.  It  is  woven  into  the 
texture  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  city,  and  can  suffer  no  serious 
harm  that  will  not  affect  the  whole  fabric." 

I  may  add  that  a  careful  study  of  the  Library  question  for 
nine  years,  and  a  familiarity  with  the  methods  and  conditions 
of  leading  libraries  everywhere,  gives  me  confidence  in  my 
own  judgment,  and  entitles  my  opinion  to  some  considera- 
tion, when  I  assure  our  friends  that,  notwithstanding  the  as- 
sertions of  those  who  are  not  posted  on  the  subject,  this 
Library  is  a  model  of  economical  management,  and  that  the 
only  way  to  lighten  the  burden  of  Lodge  contributions,  and 
at  the  same  time  preserve  the  integrity  of  our  institution,  is 
either  a  total  withdrawal  of  the  dissatisfied  Lodges  from  the 
support  of  the  Library  or  the  gradual  formation  of  an  En- 
dowment Fund,  the  annual  proceeds  of  which  will  eventually 
enable  the  Library  to  be  self-supporting.  Such  a  fund  is  al- 
ready in  gradual  process  of  accretion;  but  an  increased  and 
more  systematic  effort  will  be  required  before  it  can  be  ren- 
dered in  any  perceptible  degree  effective. 

We  have  to  return  our  annual  thanks  to  those  friends  who 
donate  us  books  for  the  Library  and  articles  for  the  Cabinet. 
Senator  Sargent  is  always  mindful  of  our  wants,  and  Repre- 
sentative Davis  has  taken  much  interest  in  our  affairs,  and 
has  made  us  many  valuable  contributions.  Our  old  friend, 
Brother  "Joe"  Winterburn,  P.  G.,  of  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  155, 
continues  his  old  habit  of  heaping  favors  upon  us,  and  omits 
no  opportunity  of  laying  us  under  obligations  to  him.  Among 
our  contributors  I  must  not  omit  mention  of  Miss  Minnie 
Canning,  who  has  kindly  furnished  the  Cabinet  with  some 
mementoes  of  Pitcairn  Island,  collected  by  herself  from  the 
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world-renowned  inhabitants  of  that  modern  Paradise.  A 
complete  list  of  our  contributors  will  be  found  in  the  Ap- 
pendix. 

I  miss  from  his  accustomed  place  my  respected  and  popu- 
lar Associate,  Brother  A.  H.  Grayson,  who  for  nearly  a  year 
has  been  compelled,  by  reason  of  illness,  to  withdraw  from 
all  kinds  of  labor.  For  eight  years  we  have  stood  side  by 
side,  harmoniously  pursuing  our  mutual  avocations,  with  not 
even  the  shadow  of  a  cloud  of  misunderstanding  crossing  our 
path  of  duty.  This  spirit  naturally  cheered  our  day,  and 
made  our  work  a  pastime,  and  it  now  adds  intensity  to  the 
pain  of  our  separation.  I  am  sure  I  but  echo  the  feelings  of 
all  in  expressing  the  hope  of  his  early  restoration  to  that  con- 
dition of  health  without  which  life  is  no  longer  a  blessing. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  I  have  to  do  that  thing  which 
I  have  so  often  done,  and  which  is  so  pleasant  to  do,  to  thank 
the  Officers  and  Directors  for  their  unbroken  kindness  and 
confidence.

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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association,  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report,  as 
President  of  this  Association. 

Like  so  many  of  its  predecessors,  the  year  has  glided  by 
with  silent  rapidity,  and  we  find  ourselves  at  its  close  scarcely 
conscious  of  the  advance  of  time. 

An  institution  like  ours  offers  few  salient  points  of  remark. 
Each  day  brings  its  own  quiet  work.  Our  members  come 
and  go,  some  consulting  works  of  reference,  others  reading 
the  periodical  literature;  others  carrying  to  their  homes,  ac- 
cording to  their  tastes  and  predilections,  such  books  as  we 
are  able  to  furnish  them.  The  results  of  this  beneficent 
work  cannot  be  calculated  and  reported  on  at  the  close  of  the 
year;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will,  to  a  large  extent,  influence 
the  minds,  the  characters  and  the  lives  of  the  readers  in 
years  to  come. 

It  is  our  aim  to  exhibit  a  catholic  spirit  in  the  constantly 
recurring  duty  of  furnishing  intellectual  food  for  our  read- 
ers. And  while  there  is  a  wide  diversity  of  opinion  on  this 
subject,  and  it  is  impossible  to  suit  all,  we  have  endeavored, 
within  the  limit  of  our  means,  to  gratify  the  reasonable 
wants  of  as  large  a  variety  of  minds  as  possible.  Our  effort 
has  been  to  have  every  department  of  literature  as  fully  rep- 
resented as  possible  by  the  newest  and  best  books  in  the 
several  departments. 

An  examination  of  our  shelves  will  show  how  faithful  we 
all  have  been  to  the  interests  of  our  readers. 
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The  past  year  has  been  one  of  gratifying  success,  as  you 
will  learn  from  the  reports  of  the  several  officers.  The  fi- 
nancial reports  will  show  that  we  have  in  every  way  possible 
practised  the  most  rigid  economy,  and  that  while  we  have 
been  liberal  in  the  treatment  of  our  members  we  have  cur- 
tailed our  expenses  by  nearly  one  thousand  dollars.  The 
Parker  and  the  Endowment  Funds  are  gradually  increasing 
to  a  respectable  size,  and  will  soon  be  able  to  bear  a  fair  pro- 
portion of  our  current  expenses. 

In  a  previous  report,  I  alluded  to  the  importance  of  united 
action  in  adding  to  the  growth  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  I 
will  again  urge  this  matter  upon  the  attention  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  would  jjropose  that  some  new  and  systematic 
method  be  adopted  for  the  furtherance  of  this  great  end,  as 
we  are  all  agreed  that  it  is  our  duty  to  relieve  the  Lodges  as 
far  as  possible  of  that  burden  of  expense  which  they  so  cheer- 
fully furnish  for  the  support  of  the  Library. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  will  show  that  we  have  added 
1,350  volumes  to  our  catalogue,  73  of  which  were  donated  by 
friends  of  the  Library,  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  which  are  works 
of  permanent  value,  the  remainder  belonging  to  the  class  of 
romance.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  apportionment,  and 
one  that  is  a  little  more  to  the  advantage  of  standard  works 
than  is  usually  the  case. 

Ninety-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  books 
have  been  issued  to  readers  during  the  year,  which  is  an 
average  of  more  than  8,000  a  month.  Our  rooms  are  con- 
stantly occupied  by  both  young  and  old,  engaged  in  reading 
books,  which  they  do  not  carry  to  their  homes,  or  in  con- 
sulting our  valuable  works  of  reference.  Newspapers  and 
periodicals,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  engage  the  attention 
of  a  large  number  who  are  satisfied  with  this  kind  of  litera- 
ture; for  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  periodicals  of  the 
present  day  are  the  vehicles  of  Jhe  best  thoughts  of  the  lead- 
ing thinkers  and  writers  of  the  times. 
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In  entering  upon  a  new  year  of  the  life  of  the  Library,  I 
can  truly  congratulate  the  Association  upon  the  marvelous 
success  of  this  Institution,  which  is  at  once  their  honor  and 
their  pride.  It  is  the  wonder  and  delight  of  our  brothers 
from  abroad,  and  its  fame  has  become  co-extensive  with  that 
of  our  beloved  Order. 

May  we  never  weary  in  the  good  work  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged. Odd  Fellowship  will  always  be  a  power  in  the  com- 
munity so  long  as  we  have  this  Library  from  which  to  draw 
inspiration  and  strength. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues  with  whom  I  have 
been  so  pleasantly  associated  for  so  many  years,  for  their 
generous  preference  of  myself  as  their  presiding  officer  for 
another  year  of  Library  service;  to  our  able  Librarian,  Bro. 
Carnes,  with  whom  my  relations  have  always  been  of  the 
most  amicable  character,  for  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  Library,  and  to  our  worthy  Assistants  for  work  well  done. 

May  the  new  year  exhibit  the  same  harmony  in  its  admin- 
istration, and  the  same  success  in  its  operations  as  has  dis- 
tinguished those  that  have  gone  before.

J*v  last  report  exhibited  the  probable  number  on  hand, 
after  making  a  liberal  deduction  for  books  lost,  missing  and 
withdrawn  from  circulation,  as  being  about  33, 500,  and  I 
stated  that  the  correctness  of  these  figures  could  be  verified 
only  by  an  actual  count,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  is 
both  impracticable  and  unnecessary.  |

These  were   the  accumulations,  during  a   period  ranging 
from  five  to  seven  years,  of  works  withdrawn  from  circulation. 
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They  were  almost  entirely  novels,  the  veterans  of  the  library, 
which,  having  for  years  heroically  withstood  the  onslaught 
of  our  army  of  readers,  had  become  worn  out  in  the  service 
and  were  compelled  to  succumb.  Bound  and  rebound,  and 
then  pasted  and  patched  by  the  library  assistants,  until 
they  absolutely  refused  to  hold  together,  with  battered 
sides,  lost  titles  and  torn  or  missing  pages  or  signatures,  they 
were  finally,  after  patience  had  ceased  to  be  a  virtue, 
branded  with  the  library  stamp  "  condemned  "  and  relega- 
ted to  other  spheres  of  usefulness  or  otherwise. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  say  that  one  of  the  most  ag- 
gravating things  a  librarian,  or  any  one  who  loves  and  is  in- 
debted to  books,  has  to  suffer,  is  to  witness  the  wanton  abuse 
to  which  books  are  subjected  by  many  of  the  readers  of  a 
circulating  library-  Unmindful  of  the  fact  that  books  cost 
money,  and  that  most  libraries  are  compelled  to  practice 
economy,  heedless  of  the  claims  that  so  useful  and  yet  so 
perishable  an  article  has  upon  the  tender  care  and  protection 
of  the  reader,  it  is  an  astonishing  fact  that  the  moment  a 
book  enters  some  households  it  is  considered,  quite  apart 
from  its  original  purpose,  as  a  thing  of  convenience :  a  play- 
thing for  the  baby,  a  drawing  or  waste  book  for  scribbling 
youth,  an  account  book  for  the  domestic  memoranda  of  the 
"lady  of  the  house,"  and  it  may  consider  itself  lucky  if  it  is 
not  occasionally  used  to  exhibit  the  grace  or  agility,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  destructive  powers,  of  the  dog.  Children's 
games,  laundry  accounts  and  grocers'  bills,  decalcomania 
figures  and  elaborate  sketches  in  pencil,  are  the  favorite 
adornment  of  the  fly-leaves.  Even  the  more  intelligent  reader 
does  not  hestitate  to  turn  down  the  corners,  or  often  half  a 
page,  thus  breaking  the  texture  of  the  paper  and  insuring 
the  early  ruin  of  the  leaf,  or  even  of  the  book,  and  he  is  too 
apt  to  think  he  is  adding  to  the  value  of  the  work  by  the 
brief  notes  and  underlines  which  he  sows  liberally  along 
his  path. 

This  is  too  serious  a  matter  for  levity.  Herein  lies  one  of 
the  heaviest  expenditures  of  a  library,  as  the  bills  for  bind- 
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ing  and  the  number  of  books  withdrawn  from  circulation 
abundantly  testify.  I  do  not  allude  at  all  to  the  natural  wear 
and  tear.  All  manufactures  are  perishable;  but  it  is  the 
gross,  the  unpardonable  abuse  of  their  privileges  which  char- 
acterizes so  many  readers,  which  is  the  crying  evil,  and  one 
which,  I  fear,  will  continue  to  cry  through  sheer  inability  to 
prevent  it.  In  my  long  experience  in  this  Library  it  has 
constantly  checkmated  me.  Where  hundreds  of  books  are 
returned  in  a  single  day,  and  often  in  the  brief  hours  of  a 
single  evening,  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  examine  their  con- 
dition, even  in  a  most  superficial  manner;  and  though  it  were 
possible,  the  fact  remains  that  when  the  grand  discovery  is 
presumably  made,  and  the  guilty  party  ascertained,  such  is 
the  perversity  of  human  nature  that  it  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  fasten  the  guilt.  Explanations  are  infinite  and  adroit; 
and  in  the  case  of  a  majority  of  our  readers,  who  are  of  the 
"  gentler  sex,"  who,  except  it  be  a  lawyer,  backed  by  a  court 
of  law,  has  the  hardihood  to  contradict  a  positive  or  a  hand- 
some woman  ?  A  public  library  could  afford  a  liberal  reward 
to  anyone  who  should  bring  to  this  work  the  sagacity  of  a 
Pinkerton  or  a  Vidocq. 

The  importance  of  the  subject  is  my  apology  for  the  time 
I  have  devoted  to  it;  and  if  the  Association  can  furnish  a  so- 
lution, it  will  be  of  more  importance  than  that  of  the  13-15- 
14  puzzle. 

We  have  loaned  to  members  during  the  Library  year  96,567 
volumes,  being  a  monthly  average  of  nearly  8,050,  classified 
as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  a  falling  off  of  nearly  11,000  in 
the  circulation  from  the  figures  of  last  year,  which  is  fully 
accounted  for  by  the  defection  of  one  subscribing  Lodge,  and 
the   temporary  withdrawal  of   another.     The  mere   fact   of

a  decreased  circulation  is  a  matter  of  trifling  importance,  and 
becomes  one  rather  of  rejoicing  than  of  regret,  when  we 
learn  than  eighty-  eight  per  cent,  of  the  loss  belongs  to  the 
class  of  romance,  the  remaining  twelve  percent,  being  pretty 
equally  divided  among  other  classes.  This  is  refreshing,  as 
is  also  the  fact  that  this  year's  circulation  is  an  improvement 
on  the  previous  one  in  the  matter  of  novel-reading.  I  am  not 
one  of  those  who  disparage  the  reading  of  novels.  But  my 
ambition  is  to  bring  the  circulation  of  novels  in  our  own  in- 
stitution within  the  limits  of  the  so-called  "intelligent" 
Eastern  communities,  whereas  we  are  now  from  eight  to  ten 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  those  of  our  more  favored  fellow-citi- 
zens. I  observe  that  one  of  our  sister  libraries  in  this  city 
makes  a  more  favorable  showing  in  this  regard  than  our- 
selves, approximating  the  Eastern  standard.  But  the  differ- 
ence is  only  apparent,  as  they  segregate  their  juvenile  circu- 
lation, while  we  add  it  to  the  general  circulation  of  novels;  an 
ordinary  juvenile  being  simply  a  crude  and  superficial  ro- 
mance of  a  younger  growth. 

Our  Eastern  friends  are  at  present  engaged  in  a  warm  dis- 
cussion on  the  subject  of  novel-reading,  and  as  might  be  ex- 
pected with  diametrically  opposite  results.  Meantime  the 
public,  with  a  superb  indifference,  take  their  daily  allowance 
of  romance  with  the  regularity  of  their  daily  meals,  avoid- 
ing the  libraries  that  do  not  cater  to  their  tastes,  and  warily 
shunning  the  tricks  and  snares  benignantly  designed  to  en- 
trap them  into  a  more  healthful  literary  diet. 

And  so  it  will  go  as  long  as  human  nature  remains  as  it  is, 
and  love  is  the  presiding  passion.  For  it  is  of  vast  more 
importance  to  the  multitude  whether  the  lovers  of  the  latest 
romance  are  finally  married,  in  spite  of  the  mercenary  old 
father,  or  the  diabolical  plotting  of  the  villain  of  the  story, 
than  it  is  to  determine  how  many  poets  wrote  the  Iliad,  or 
whether  Elizabeth  was  justified  in  beheading  the  unfortunate 
Mary,  or  even — which  is  perhaps  more  remarkable — whether 
Darwinism  is  true,  or  immortality  a  myth. 
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We  have  at  present  eighteen  Lodges  contributing  to  the 
support  of  the  Library,  beside  seventy-six  subscribing  mem- 
bers. Seventy-six  widows  are  availing  themselves  of  the 
privileges  extended  to  them  by  the  Association. 

In  November  last  a  further  strain  was  put  upon  our  already 
overtaxed  Library  room  by  the  erection  of  additional  book 
shelving,  which,  with  a  similar  increase  in  the  Reading 
Room,  gives  us  accommodation  for  five  or  six  thousand  more 
volumes.  This  was  absolutely  necessary  on  account  of  the 
almost  daily  accession  of  new  works,  but  it  was  done  at  the 
sacrifice  of  the  personal  comfort  of  the  readers.  Our  main 
room,  in  its  present  overcrowded  condition,  is  little  better 
than  a  store  room  of  books,  and  visitors  are  gently  reminded 
by  the  silent  eloquence  of  a  lack  of  sitting  room,  that  they 
will  please  retire  as  soon  as  their  selections  have  been 
charged,  and  make  room  for  their  successors. 

The  sanguine  mind  is  of  the  opinion  that  by  the  time  the 
new  shelves  are  fully  occupied,  the  new  Library  rooms,  with 
all  the  modern  improvements,  in  the  new  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
will  be  ready  for  our  use.  That  new  Hall  and  new  Library- 
room  which  are  to  serve  the  members  of  the  Order  for  many 
generations;  where  our  children's  children  will  bring  their 
sons  for  initiation  and  their  daughters  for  the  last  popular 
work,  and  where  it  is  hoped  the  faults  of  the  veterans  of  to- 
day will  be  forgotten,  and  their  virtues  only  remembered. 

The  closing  year  completes  the  first  decade  of  the  Associa- 
tion under  the  new  organization,  and  the  tenth  year  that  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  be  connected  with  it  as  its  Libra- 
rian. At  the  commencement  of  this  period  the  support  given 
to  the  Library  was  irregular  and  uncertain,  but  by  the  liber- 
ality and  foresight  of  the  Lodges  the  present  plan  was  adopt- 
ed, which,  though  at  times  involving  a  heavy  financial  pres- 
sure, has  been  generously  borne,  and  has  placed  the  institu- 
tion on  a  secure  and  permanent  foundation.  At  that  time 
the  number  of  books  in  the  Library  was  15,724;  now  (May 
1st)  it  possesses  36,777  volumes.  The  circulation  for  the 
first  month  of  the  new  organization  was  about  2,000;  it  has 
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of  late  years  risen  as  high  as  10,226  in  a  single  month.  Then 
there  was  ample  room  for  the  books,  and  the  Library  floor 
was  clear  of  all  impediments.  Now,  as  I  have  already  said, 
the  floor  is  inconveniently  encumbered  with  book-cases,  and 
the  shelves  groan  beneath  their  crowded  accumulation.  Then 
the  rooms  were  sparsely  visited;  now  they  are  crowded  by 
night  and  by  day  by  members  and  their  families  in  search  of 
various  information,  and  are  visited  by  the  most  intelligent 
people  of  the  city  for  consultation,  and  by  strangers  from 
abroad.  In  a  word,  our  Library  has  since  then  risen  to  be 
the  peer  of  most  institutions  of  its  kind,  and  has  become  a 
blessing  to  the  Order  that  supports  it  and  to  the  community 
in  which  it  lives. 

The  original  founders  of  the  Library  had  laid  its  founda- 
tions, and  erected  the  superstructure  with  literary  material  of 
solid  and  permanent  value.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  those 
upon  whose  shoulders  it  has  fallen  to  carry  on  the  work,  to 
follow  in  the  paths  which  they  opened,  and  in  the  direction 
which  they  pointed  out.  How  well  they  have  succeeded  may 
be  seen  in  the  Library  of  to-day. 

Some  of  these  brothers  are  yet  with  us,  and  most  of  the 
directors  of  the  earlier  years  of  my  librarianship  are  still  at 
the  helm  guiding  our  precious  freight.  To  them  and  to  their 
present  associates  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  I  can  never  re- 
pay for  that  uniform  kindness,  courtesy  and  confidence 
which  becomes  more  dear  with  the  progress  of  years. 

We  have  received  since  our  last  meeting  many  donations 
for  the  Library  and  Cabinet,  which  have  been  thankfully  ac- 
knowleged,  and  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  ap- 
pendix. 

With  the  hope  that  the  nest  decade  of  the  Library  may  be 
as  prosperous  as  the  last,  I  submit  my  report.

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Jan.  12th,  1880. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library: 

Gentlemen:  As  requested  by  appointment,  we  have  care- 
fully investigated  matters  pertaining  to  the  Library,  etc., 
and  present,  in  brief,  the  following : 

Actual  expenses  luhich  must  be  paid.  Rent,  $900;  gas,  $600; 
taxes,  $60;  insurance,  $225;  binding,  $1,135;  subscriptions 
to  magazines  and  papers,  $800;  salaries,  $3,060:  printing 
reports  and  tickets,  $125;  incidental,  $125;  total,  $7,005. 

Added  expenses:  Purchase  of  new  books  last  year,  $1,724  97; 
repairing,  $270;  say  $2,000,  which  gives  $9,000  to  be  raised 
annually. 

Last  year  was  received:  from  Lodges,  $7,960;  subscribers, 
etc.,  $400;  Parker  fund,  $280;  total,  $8,640. 

Therefore,  we  have  to  depend  upon  under  present  receipts, 
without  alluding  to.  the  picnic,  $8,600. 

Seventeen  Lodges  are  contributing,  and  the  other  seven 
city  Lodges  are  not.  Under  the  last  statement  of  Grand 
Secretary  Lyon,  there  were  5,461  members  in  the  city;  the 
Lodges  contributing  have  3,953,  the  non-contributing  Lodges 
1,508. 

The  earnest  desire  has  been  expressed  in  the  Board  to  re- 
duce, if  possible,  the  pro-rata  assessment  on  the  member- 
ship. As  to  the  possibility  of  doing  this,  we  have  directed 
our  attention,  and  present  the  following  as  the  result  of  the 
investigation : 

We  start,  first,  with  the  proposition  that  $9,000  is  neces- 
sary annually  for  the  satisfactory  maintenance  of  the  Library 
at  its  present  status. 
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Second.  That  if  the  entire  membership  of  the  city,  with- 
out exception,  would  unite,  paying  $1.50  per  member,  it 
would  give  a  revenue  of  $8,200,  which,  with  the  other  ordi- 
nary receipts,  would  aggregate  $8,700. 

Third.  That  should  the  other  Lodges  unite  it  would  in- 
crease the  members  40  per  cent.,  and  the  expense  of  bind- 
ing 40  per  cent.,  or  $450,  making,  say,  $9,500,  necessary  for 
the  year's  expenditures. 

Fourth.  We  find  that  the  annual  picnics  heretofore  have 
given  from  $1,700  down,  to  the  Library,  and  it  might  not  be 
extravagant  to  hope  that,  by  united  effort,  $800  could  be 
raised  to  make  good  the  deficit  between  $8,700  and  $9,500. 

Fifth.  This  estimate  of  $1.50  is  only  good  if  all  the  mem- 
bership unite.  Among  those  at  present  non-contributing  are 
German  Lodges  with  a  membership  of  944,  about  one-sixth 
of  the  city  membership,  and  Franco-American,  with  171 
members.  The  Library  now  has  37,000  volumes,  including 
4,000  in  the  German  and  three  hundred  in  the  French  lan- 
guages. It  will  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding  most  of  our 
German  brethren  read  English,  nearly  one-ninth  of  the 
Library  is  in  their  own  language,  which  are  equivalent  to 
sealed  books  to  most  English  readers.  It  seems  to  us  that 
this  should  be  an  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  ren- 
der the  Library  valuable  to  them,  and  a  reason  why  they 
should  unanimously  unite  with  the  other  Lodges  in  the  effort 
to  keep  up  and  maintain  this  enterprise. 

Sixth.  Supposing  that  none  of  the  Lodges  non-con- 
tributing join  the  Association,  is  it  possible  to  make  a 
reduction  of  the  pro-rata  ?  "We  see  but  one  place,  namely, 
rent.  This  item  is  now  $900,  or  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire  ex- 
pense. 

It  is  worthy  of  debate  whether  the  Lodges  of  San  Francis- 
co, the  wealthiest  in   the  world,  owning  the  hall  stock,  can- 
not follow  the  example  of  other  cities  where  there  are  Odd 
Fellows'  libraries,  and  give  the  Library  its  rent  free. 
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We  believe  that  no  other  Odd  Fellows'  library  pays  this 
item.  Should  this  be  accomplished  a  reductinn  of  ten  per 
cent.,  or  twenty  cents  per  member  could  be  made. 

Seventh.  Were  it  possible  to  unite  the  entire  city  mem- 
bership in  the  Association,  and  also  to  have  our  rent  donated, 
$1 .35  per  member  per  year  would  cover  expenses,  and  allow 
us  to  add  from  1,700  to  1,800  volumes  annually  by  purchase. 

Eighth.  The  salaries  at  present  paid  are,  in  our  judgment, 
very  moderate  for  the  work  done  and  assistance  necessary. 
A  circulation  of  100,000  books  yearly,  in  and  out,  involves 
the  handling  of  from  600  to  700  volumes  daily,  to  say  naught 
of  the  necessary  labor  of  receiving  and  filing  papers,  maga- 
zines, entering,  etc.  The  work,  we  believe,  it  is  generally 
conceded,  is  faithfully  done,  and  the  expense,  in  proportion 
to  the  responsibility  and  work,  is  very  reasonable. 

Ninth.  The  percentage  of  members  availing  themselves 
of  Library  books  in  the  different  Lodges  varies,  eighty-eight 
per  cent,  being  the  highest,  sixty-one  the  lowest,  which  gives 
a  general  average  of  seventy-six  and  a  half  per  cent,  drawing 
books,  and  if  the  percentage  of  those  using  the  reading-room 
could  be  added,  it  would  be  greater  than  the  entire  member- 
ship. 

From  the  foregoing  the  suggestions  present  themselves, 
which  are  herewith  submitted : 

First.  To  endeavor  to  unite  all  the  Lodges  in  the  city  in 
the  meritorious  enterprise  on  a  basis  of  $1.50  per  member. 

Second.  To  make  an  appeal  to  the  Hall  Association,  ask- 
ing that  it  donate  the  rent  of  the  premises. 

Third.  To  endeavor  to  make  the  annual  picnic  result  as 
favorably  (pecuniarily)  in  the  future  as  it  has  on  several  oc- 
casions in  the  past. 

The  subjects  of  life-members,  legacies,  subscribers,  etc., 
come  up  in  investigating  this  matter,  but  are  of  a  character 
and  importance  for  a  separate  report. 
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We  have  preferred  at  this  time  to  practically  bring  the 
status  of  affairs  before  you,  and  as  briefly  as  possible  to 
cover  the  facts  of  the  case  and  make  the  suggestions  that 
have  appeared  to  us.

20  Report  of  Odd  Fellows'  Library,  1879-80. 

In  our  Library  but  one  item  (binding)  shows  an  excess,  viz., 
$241.82;  but  by  looking  at  the  percentage  of  circulation  it  will 
be  seen  why.  Our  Library  circulates  at  the  rate  of  290J  per 
cent,  on  its  stock,  while  the  Mercantile  circulates  but  157f  per 
cent,  of  its  resources.  It  costs  our  Library  for  binding  at  the 
rate  of  $391.37  for  each  100  per  cent,  of  circulation,  while 
the  Mercantile  pays  $568.85  for  the  same  item  of  each  100 
per  cent,  of  its  circulation. 

In  our  Library,  also,  is  the  item  of  rent,  which  does  not 
appear  in  the  other.  This  needs  no  comment.  We  wish  it 
did  not  have  to  appear  in  ours. 

Under  the  head  of  Incidentals  we  have  $125,  against  $1,125 
in  the  Mercantile. 

It  may  be  said,  in  regard  to  salaries,  etc.,  in  which  the 
items  are  much  in  our  favor,  that  we  are  inferior  in  volumes, 
etc.,  to  the  Mercantile  Library,  and  its  expenses  of  course 
are  larger;  but  we  point  to  the-  relative  circulation  as  an  an- 
swer. Also,  that  while  it  is  confined  to  a  membership  of 
1,500,  we  afford  full  privileges  to  3,953  members.  We  do 
not  desire  to  draw  any  odious  comparison,  so  far  as  the  Mer- 
cantile Library  is  concerned.  Far  from  it.  They  are  doing 
a  noble  and  commendable  work;  but  we  merely  bring  out  the 
figures  to  show  that  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library  is  managed 
economically,  and  gives  privileges  and  advantages  for  a  tri- 
fling amount  that  could  be  obtainable  elsewhere  only  at  five 
or  six  times  the  cost.

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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting,  at  this 
time,  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  as  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion. In  surveying  the  period  which  has  elapsed  since  we 
last  met  together,  I  can  find  nothing  that  requires  any  special 
remark.  The  various  committees  to  whom  are  committed  the 
arrangement  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Library,  have, 
in  connection  with  our  very  efficient  and  painstaking  Librar- 
ian, George  A.  Carnes,  and  his  Assistants,  done  their  work 
so  thoroughly,  that  little  is  left  for  me  to  do  but  to  approve 
what  they  have  done.  The  Library  as  a  silent  benefactor  to 
the  members  of  the  Order  and  their  families,  is  fulfilling,  in 
a  most  satisfactory  manner,  the  designs  of  its  founders,  and 
not  a  year  passes,  that  it  does  not  testify,  more  and  more 
powerfully,  its  importance  as  an  agent  to  build  up  and 
strengthen  the  Order  which  maintains  it.  The  increase  of 
the  number  of  books,  has  made  it  necessary  from  time  to 
time  to  add  additional  shelving  for  their  accommodation,  but 
every  available  space  has  now  been  filled,  and  the  Librarian 
informs  me  that  but  little  unoccupied  room  remains  at  our 
disposal,  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  present,  to 
limit  somewhat  the  usual  increase  of  books.  The  central 
position  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Building,  renders  our  rooms 
particularly  exposed  to  visits  from  the  outside  public.  This 
is  particularly  the  case  with  the  Reading-Room,  which,  in  con- 
sequence, became  the  resort  of  persons  who  were  not  only 
not  connected  with  the  Order,  but  who  in  very  many  cases, 
were  not  proper  persons  to  associate  with  the  honest  and  re- 
spectable portion  of    the  community.      As  our  rooms   are 
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always  open  to  visiting  brothers  of  the  Order  from  whatso- 
ever part  of  the  country,  most  of  whom  are  strangers,  it  be- 
came practically  impossible  for  the  Librarian  and  his  Assist- 
ants, without  spending  more  time  than  they  could  possibly 
devote  to  that  purpose,  to  confine  the  use  of  the  room  to 
those  for  whom  it  was  intended,  and  when  thefts  of  Library 
and  personal  property  began  to  be  the  rule,  and  nothing  that 
was  valuable  was  safe,  your  trustees  felt  that  something 
should  be  done.  Accordingly,  in  December  last,  a  commu- 
nication was  sent  to  each  subscribing  Lodge,  stating  that 
the  Trustees  had  resolved,  for  the  reason  alluded  to,  to  close 
the  Reading-Room  door  and  compel  entrance  through  the 
Library,  and  requesting  their  approval  of  the  same.  The 
Lodges  unanimously  endorsed  this  action  of  your  Board, 
and  the  interlopers  and  thieves  were  checkmated.  Our  daily 
visitors  are  much  pleased  with  the  change.  They  can  pe- 
ruse the  magazines  and  papers  without  interference,  and  feel 
that  they  are  spending  their  time  among  their  brethren. 

I  have  thought  it  worth  while  to  make  this  authoritative 
statement,  as  some  of  our  brethren  who  visit  us  less  fre- 
quently and  are  seldom  in  their  Lodges,  are  ignorant  of  the 
cause  of  the  change. 

For  the  various  statistics  of  the  Library,  I  refer  you  to  the 
several  reports  that  are  about  to  be  read. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Library  Economy 
made  early  in  the  year  1880,  appeared  in  full  in  our  twenty- 
fifth  annual  report.  This  report  is  exhaustive  of  the  subject 
on  which  it  treats,  and  well  deserves  your  careful  considera- 
tion. The  Parker  and  Endowment  Funds  are  gradually  in- 
creasing into  respectable  amounts,  and  it  is  certainly  desira- 
ble that  at  the  very  earliest  possible  time,  some  movement 
should  be  made  to  draw  a  portion  of  the  support  of  the 
Library  from  these  sources. 

We  cannot  help  admiring  the  loyalty  of  the  Lodges,  who, 
through  such  a  lengthy  period  of  depression,  during  which, 
for   many   reasons,  the   prosperity  of   the    Order  has   been 
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checked,  have  so  manfully  stood  by  the  Library  and  refused 
to  abandon  it.  They  deserve  all  the  consideration  we  are 
able  prudently  to  give  them. 

We  enter  upon  our  twenty-seventh  year  under  favorable 
circumstances.  The  sluggishness  which  has  characterized 
the  life  of  the  Order  for  a  considerable  period  is  gradually 
yielding  under  the  influence  of  that  general  prosperity  which 
is  slowly  returning  to  the  community  at  large,  and  which  will 
effect  us  equally  with  other  institutions.  I  congratulate  you, 
brothers,  that  everything  is  so  well  with  us.  I  thank  you, 
personally,  for  your  continued  confidence. 

I  thank  my  fellow  officers,  with  whom  my  associations  are 
so  agreeable,  and  with  whom,  through  the  agency  of  our  be- 
loved Library,  we  are  able  to  so  effectually  strengthen  the 
hands  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  city.  May  we  continue  to 
persevere  in  the  good  work  in  which  it  is  our  privilege  to 
be  engaged.

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association: 

Sirs  and  Brothers: — The  lapse  of  another  year  of  our 
library  life  places  upon  me  this  evening  the  duty  of  present- 
ing to  you  a  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  Library 
since  our  last  annual  meeting,  and  of  its  present  condition. 

A  year  ago  our  numerical  register  exhibited  a  total  of 
36,777  volumes.  This  year  the  number  is  37,809,  being  an 
increase  of  1,032,  of  which  937  were  acquired  by  purchase, 
and  95  by  donation.  These  additions  belong  to  the  follow- 
ing departments:

These  donations,  which  are  made  from  time  to  time 
to  the  several  public  institutions  in  our  vicinity,  are  received 
with  special  gratitude  by  their  managers,  and  from  their  as- 
surances we  are  convinced  that  they  do  a  good  work  among 
the  unfortunate,  the  solitary  and  the  criminal  classes  into 
whose  hands  they  fall  after  leaving  our  service. 
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Our  tables  of  circulation  show  that  we  have  loaned,  for  the 
purpose  of  home  reading,  87,194  volumes,  belonging  to  the 
following  several  classes :

Various  causes  have  reduced  the  circulation  from  that  of 
previous  years,  but  the  loss  falls  almost  entirely  within  the 
department  of  romance,  which  is  certainly  some  little  conso- 
lation to  the  enemies  of  novel  reading.  I  do  not  propose  to 
take  up  your  time  by  any  extended  remarks  on  the  prolific 
subject  of  the  novel  in  the  Library.  The  course  pursued  by 
our  "Committee  on  Books"  for  years  past  is  very  well 
known,  and  their  sentiments  have  been  frequently  expressed. 
But  the  minds  of  some  of  our  friends  at  the  East,  and  even 
in  this  city,  are  very  much  exercised  on  the  subject,  and  it 
is  understood  that  a  course  of  "  weeding  "  has  been  adopted 
by  which  certain  very  popular,  but  to  the  minds  of  these  cen- 
sors, very  obnoxious  authors  have  been  removed  from  the 
shelves.  This  may  be  all  very  well  in  a  few  instances.  In- 
deed, in  view  of  the  multitude  of  "  good"  authors,  the  loss 
would  not  be  irreparable  if  even  a  few  of  the  best  were  re- 
tired. But  the  danger  which  arises  from  this  species  of  cen- 
sorship is  the  same  that  is  imminent  whenever  the  few  under- 
take to  dictate  to  the  many  what  they  shall  eat,  drink  or 
read,  and  is  very  apt  to  end  in  the  adoption  of  a  sort  of  pro- 
custean  standard  which  compels  the  needs  of  the  many  to 
adapt  themselves  to  the  whims  of  the  few,  and  effects  a  cure 
far  more  injurious  than  the  original  disease.  Then,  again, 
even  the  child  knows  that  forbidden  fruit  is  the  sweetest  on 
the  ranch.  If  you  wish  to  compel  a  boy  to  read  a  given 
book,  strictly  forbid  him  even  to  take  it  from  the  shelves.  A 
combination  of  curiosity  and  imagination,  which,  in  the  case 
of  an  adult,  is  stimulated  by  the  addition  of  an  inherent  self- 
sufficiency  will  effect  more  in  this  direction  than  love  itself, 
which  is  said  to  laugh  at  locksmiths.  The  tabooed  books  will 
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somehow  be  secured  in  spite  of  their  withdrawal  from  the 
shelves.  It  may  be  well  to  say  that  the  class  of  novel  writers 
were  never  more  busy  than  at  present,  and  a  sufficient  com- 
ment upon  the  public  taste  is  the  wonderful  success  of  such 
publications  as  the  "Franklin  Square"  and  "Seaside" 
"Libraries,"  which  have,  in  a  cheap  form,  deluged  the  coun- 
try with  their  heterogeneous  issues. 

An  effort  was  made  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  to  persuade 
our  readers  to  a  better  care  of  our  books,  by  issuing  a  circular 
extract  from  the  last  annual  report,  calling  attention  to  the 
several  points,  through  which,  by  mere  thoughtlessness,  our 
books  suffered  serious  damage.  For  months  these  circulars 
were  given  to  the  members  drawing  books,  and  their  attention 
was  directed  to  their  contents.  The  result  for  good  has  been 
infinitesimal.  The  same  treatment  is  observable,  similar 
evils  continue;  the  same  proportion  of  "dog-ears,"  an  equal 
number  of  broken  backs,  the  old  familiar  drawings,  games, 
calculations,  and  criticisms,  evidently  the  work  of  the  same 
veteran  artists,  housekeepers,  juveniles,  and  critics,  who  from 
time  immemorial  have  preyed  upon  the  property  of  the  li- 
braries of  the  land.  Discouragement  is  not  the  word  to  be 
used  in  this  connection.  I  yield  to  the  inevitable,  and  shall 
henceforth  hold  my  peace,  witnessing  with  fortitude,  though 
with  a  silent  mental  protest,  this  singular,  destructive  passion 
of  the  human  soul. 

The  year  seems  to  have  passed  with  unusual  speed  within 
the  limits  of  the  Library,  and  I  can  think  of  nothing  that 
specially  demands  our  attention  at  present.  One  day  is  very 
much  like  another  with  us.  Moreover,  we  have  reached  a 
period  in  our  Library  life,  when,  having  mastered  all  our 
available  space,  it  has  become  not  only  advisable  but  even 
necessary  to  rest  on  our  oars  and  float  with  the  tide  of  events. 
In  the  purchase  of  new  works,  we  have  limited  ourselves  to 
such  as  were  needed  to  supply  the  immediate  popular  de- 
mand, deferring  the  acquisition  of  "  books  which  are  books," 
until  the  appearance  of  that  architectural  structure  which 
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the  extremely  sanguine  mind  sees  glimmering  on  the  distant 
horizon  on  the  corner  of  Market  and  Seventh  streets . 

Our  principal  attention  of  late,  has  been  the  filling  up  of 
the  gaps  formed  by  the  withdrawal  of  imperfect  and  worn 
out  volumes.  Our  object  in  doing  this  was  two-fold  :  first, 
to  meet  the  demand  for  these  works,  a  large  majority  of 
which  belonged  to  the  popular  class;  second,  to  preserve  the 
integrity  of  our  numerical  register,  each  individual  volume 
in  the  Library  having  its  special  number,  which  it  receives 
in  regular  sequence  at  the  time  of  its  acquisition.  The  Li- 
brary has  always  adopted  this  plan,  and  it  possesses  the  ad- 
vantage of  enabling  us  to  follow  the  fortunes  of  any  given 
volume,  in  contradistinction  to  perhaps  a  dozen  other  copies 
of  the  same  work,  each  of  which  has  in  turn  its  special  num- 
ber. 

The  donations  of  public  documents,  scientific  memoirs, 
general  literature,  and  miscellaneous  pamphlets,  has  been 
this  year  much  beyond  the  average.  Our  friends  are  numer- 
ous and  increasing,  and  each  year  our  institution  is  becom- 
ing better  known  throughout  the  land.  The  frequent  and 
reliable  statistics  issued  by  the  National  Department  of 
Education,  is  a  convincing  proof  that  our  Library  holds  a 
distinguished  and  well-earned  place  among  the  leading  insti- 
tutions of  a  similar  character.  The  Government,  in  a  truly 
paternal  spirit,  has,  during  the  past  ten  years,  extended  a 
very  powerful  hand  to  the  cause  of  libraries,  principally 
through  the  efforts  of  Hon.  John  Eaton,  Commissioner  of 
Education;  and  even  while  I  write,  a  quarto  pamphlet  has 
been  received  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  in  behalf 
of  the  Tenth  Census,  containing  thirteen  pages  of  the  most 
searching  questions  concerning  the  statistics  of  the  Library, 
its  origin,  history,  aims,  methods,  extent,  constitution,  pe- 
culiarities, specialties,  etc.,  etc.,  questions,  which  if  fully 
and  faithfully  answered  by  the  librarians  of  the  land,  and 
embodied  in  a  Government  publication,  will  furnish  a  com- 
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plete  and  reliable  photographic  album  of  the  libraries  of  the 
United  States. 

My  thanks  are  offered  to  you  all,  brothers,  for  your  kind- 
ness and  confidence  in  the  past,  personally  and  officially. 
May  peace  and  prosperity  be  our  lot,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
institution  we  love.

'lo  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'1  Library  Association,  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen  :  According  to  usual  custom,  I  herewith  pre- 
sent my  Seventh  Annual  Report,  as  President  of  the  Odd 
Fellows'  Library  Association,  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation  and  pride,  that  the  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  has  as  a  rule,  been  marked 
by  prudence  and  strict  integrity;  had  this  fact  been  otherwise 
it  could  not  have  attained  its  present  rank,  nor  yet  command- 
ed as  it  has  and  does  the  confidence  of  the  large  majority  of 
the  Lodges  of  this  city. 

An  administration  that  can  point  to  such  a  record  is  so 
far  entitled  to  credit,  as  that  its  motives  or  its  methods  ought 
not  to  be  lightly  or  carelessly  impugned,  although  total 
exemption  from  errors  will  not  be  claimed  for  it  in  any  quarter. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  has  been  81,608, 
number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  to  date  38,849,  additions 
during  the  year  840,  of  which  were  donated  126;  270  worn 
out  volumes  have  been  given  away  to  the  different  charitable 
institutions  and  public  reformatories. 

For  further  and  more  complete  statistical  information,  I 
beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian. 

And  now,  brothers,  I  have  a  painful  duty  to  perform,  the 
severing  of  the  official  ties  which  have  for  many  years  bound 
us  so  pleasantly  together.  In  discharging  this  last  official 
act,  it  would  be  doing  violence  to  my  own  feelings  were  I  to 
refrain  from  expressing  my  grateful  sense  of  the  honor  which 
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has  been  conferred  upon  me,  in  selecting  me  seven  consecu- 
tive times,  to  the  distinguished  position  from  which  I  am  now 
about  to  retire.  I  shall  always  look  back  with  feelings  of 
pleasure  at  the  years  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Library,  for 
to  me  it  has  ever  been  a  labor  of  love. 

It  does  not  become  me  to  say  that  I  have  done  all  that  any 
other  in  my  place  could  have  done,  but  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  I  have  left  nothing  undone  which  my  sense  of  right  and 
propriety  prompted  me  to  perform. 

That  my  deservedly  esteemed  successor  and  his  associates, 
will  continue  the  good  work  even  more  zealously  in  the  future 
than  in  the  past,  I  have  no  doubt,  and  my  earnest  prayer 
is  that  the  Library  may  so  increase  in  usefulness,  that  the 
entire  fraternity  embraced  within  the  limits  of  this  great  city, 
may  be  brought  to  see  the  necessity  of  renewed  efforts  in  the 
up-building  of  this  great  intellectual  corner-stone  of  our 
beloved  Order. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Directory,  with  all  of  whom  I  have  worked  so 
harmoniously,  and  to  Librarian,  George  A.  Carnes,  and  his 
assistant  Thomas  Cleary,  for  the  intelligent  performance  of 
their  various  duties,  some  of  which  require  rare  tact  and 
discrimination.

Sirs  and  Brothers:  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to 
you  this  evening,  according  to  the  requirements  of  our  By- 
Laws,  the  Librarian's  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
doings  and  condition  of  the  Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  our  possession,  according  to  our 
numerical  catalogue  is  38,649,  which  is  an  increase  of  840, 
during  the  year.     These  accessions  are  tabulated,  as  follows :

Of  these  additions  126,  were  donated. 

As  compared  with  previous  years  the  number  of  additions 
was  less;  but  this  is  to  be  remarked.  The  falling  off  has 
been  mainly  in  the  Department  of  Novels;  and  for  the  follow- 
ing reason;  the  Franklin  Square  and  Sea-Side  Libraries  are 
continually  furnishing  large  lists  of  popular  and  standard 
works  in  the  class  of  romance.  By  reason  of  their  cheapness 
we  are  able  to  supply  our  readers  with  a  larger  number  of 
these  productions,  and  a  greater  number  of  duplicates,  than 
we  have  heretofore  been  able  to,  in  the  usual  and  more  expen- 
sive form.  We  make  no  numerical  record  of  these  works,  but 
simply  enter  them  by  their  titles  in  a  separate  Department. 
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As  in  all  Libraries,  the  novels  sustain  the  principal  wear 
and  tear;  the  best  manufactured  and  best  bound  of  them 
gradually  fade  away  and  disappear.  Much  sooner  is  this  the 
case  when  we  consider  the  extremely  flimsy  character  of  the 
greater  part  of  even  the  most  expensive  novels  that  emanate 
from  the  American  Press;  hence,  it  being  conceded  that  we 
must  meet  without  stint,  the  inordinate  demand  for  Romance, 
I  have  from  a  financial  stand-point  come  to  regard  the 
serial  issues  of  books  already  referred  to,  almost  in  the  light 
of  "blessings  in  disguise."  At  any  rate  they  serve  our  pur- 
pose, and,  at  a  comparatively  small  outlay,  satisfy  our  mem- 
bers. Nevertheless,  the  qustion  still  presses  as  to  how  far 
we  as  guardians  of  an  institution  like  ours,  are  justified  in 
yielding  to  the  popular  clamor  for  novels. 

Our  position  is  a  peculiar  one!  Our  prosperity  is  in  no 
wise  dependent  upon  our  popularity  with  the  community;  we 
are  under  no  obligations  to  consult  their  tastes,  or  their 
wishes.  Ours  is  an  Odd  Fellows'  Library,  designed  for  the 
use  of  members  of  the  Order,  and  more  especially  for  those 
of  our  own  immediate  jurisdiction.  Our  By-Laws  limit  its 
use  to  Odd  Fellows'  and  their  families,  although  we  have 
placed  a  very  liberal  construction  upon  this  limitation;  hence, 
the  principal  beneficiaries  of  our  institution,  are  the  members 
of  our  Order,  their  wives  and  their  children ;  including  also  our 
widows  and  orphans.  To  them  it  is  a  perennial  fountain  from 
which  they  may  quaff  all  those  healthful  influences  which  a 
pure  literature  will  always  supply.  The  history  of  recorded, 
time,  the  adventure  and  enterprise  of  the  heroes  of  the 
world,  the  lives  of  great  men,  and  great  women,  the  imagina- 
tion of  poets,  the  writings  of  theologians,  the  achievements 
of  science  and  art,  the  thoughts  of  great  thinkers,  in  a  word 
the  whole  province  of  literature  in  its  widest  extent,  lies 
spread  before  our  members,  awaiting  their  investigation. 

The  managers  of  our  Library  have  from  the  very  beginning 
done  their  work  well.  Few  works  of  any  importance  are 
wanting  in  our  collection;  hence,  the  institution  is  a  constant 
benefaction  to  the  Order.  You  may  call  it  what  you  will,  you 
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may  call  it  a  school,  a  college,  it  is  certainly  an  institution  of 
learning,  supplementing  our  public  seminaries,  and  carrying 
on  the  education  of  their  graduates  even  to  the  end  of  life. 
Now,  if  we  are  correct  in  elevating  our  Library  to  this  height 
of  importance  and  influence,  the  question  becomes  a  serious 
and  responsible  one,  as  to  what  position  the  novel  shall  be 
permitted  to  hold  in  oar  collection.  In  view  of  our  duty  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  members  of  our  own  immediate 
household,  to  what  extent  shall  we  yield  to  the  demand  for 
this  class  of  books  ?  I  don't  propose  to  give  a  categorical 
answer  to  this  conundrum,  I  acknowledge  its  exceeding  diffi- 
culty. We  are  met  at  the  outset  with  the  statistical  fact,  that 
the  army  of  novel  readers  constitutes  the  vast  average  of  from 
70  to  80  per  cent,  the  world  over;  but  the  question  is  whether 
should  we  limit  the  supply  of  this  kind  of  pasture,  the  reader 
could  be  gradually  induced  to  browse  in  more  succulent  and 
nutritive  meadows,  and  the  further  question  arises  whether 
it  is  not  the  duty  of  this  Library  to  venture  upon  the  experi- 
ment. 

For  several  years  past  the  question  of  Fiction  in  Public 
Libraries  has  commanded  the  attention  of  the  leading 
Librarians,  as  well  as  some  of  the  most  eminent  thinkers  and 
writers  of  this  Country  and  England.  It  has  been  a  principal 
subject  of  discussion  and  controversy  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences of  Librarians  at  the  East,  and  fills  columns  of  our  literary 
journals.  The  views  expressed  cover  the  entire  field  of  argu- 
ment, from  the  claim  on  the  one  hand  for  the  most  unrestricted 
freedom,  to  that  of  the  most  absolute  and  positive  restriction 
on  the  other.  As  an  example  of  one  extreme  carried  into  prac- 
tice, I  would  cite  the  Friend's  Free  Library,  of  Germantown, 
Pa.,  established  now  some  twelve  yeai's,  which  was  founded 
upon  the  principle  of  the  absolute  exclusion  of  fiction,  and 
with  stern  and  admirable  consistency,  refuses  admission  to 
Harper's  Magazine  and  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  on  account  of 
the  fiction  they  contain;  and  yet  this  library  is  pronounced 
"a  marked  success  and  a  blessing  to  the  community,"  not- 
withstanding a  large  part  of  its  patrons  are  factory-girls,  the 
very  synonym,  as  is  supposed  for  novel  readers. 
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The  average  sentiment  expressed  recognizes  the  value  of 
fictitious  narrative,  but  restricts  the  selection  in  the  main 
to  the  masters  of  the  art,  to  the  excision  of  the  greater  portion 
of  those  sensational  and  factitious  productions  that  form  the 
staple  of  this,  as  well  as  of  all  other  circulating  libraries. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  advocated  the  utmost  latitude 
in  this  respect,  and  I  still  feel  confident  that  a  Library  which 
depends  upon  public  patronage  must  yield  to  the  popular  de- 
mand; but  my  daily  observation,  extending  over  a  period  of 
more  than  twelve  years,  of  the  hundreds,  principally  ladies 
and  children,  who  flock  to  our  rooms  actuated  by  an  uncon- 
trollable and  seemingly  unquenchable  thirst,  I  might  almost 
say  a  maddening  passion  for  romance,  to  the  entire  neglect 
of  that  healthful  literature,  which  has  been  prepared  for  them 
with  such  conscientious  care,   and   which   is  permitted  to 
slumber  peacefully  and    unsoiled    upon    its  shelves;    I  say 
that  the  observation  of  this  undeniable  fact  has   gradually 
and  painfully  forced  upon  my  mind  the  query,  whether  we 
are  doing  entirely  right,  whether  we  are  putting  our  Library 
to  the  best  use,  whether  we  are  using  our  means  and  oppor- 
tunities for  the  best  interests  of  our  patrons.     There  was  a 
time  when  I  hoped  a  novel  reader  might  gradually  be  trans- 
formed into  a  general  reader;  my  observation  convinces  me  that 
except  in  comparatively  rare  instances  that  hope  is  fallacious. 
The  appetite  seems  to  grow  in  the  direction  it  feeds,  and 
becomes   fiercer  with  gratification.     Whether  our  Trustees 
should  permit  this  condition  of  things  to  continue;  whether 
our  Lodge  members  would,  after  mature  deliberation  approve 
of  it;  whether  we  are  altogether  just  to  the  young  people  and 
the  children,  who  in  the  time  to  come  will  bear  upon  their 
shoulders  the  duties  and  responsibilities,  yes,  even  the  very 
life  and  prosperity  of  Odd  Fellowship;  these  are  serious  ques- 
tions,   urgently  demanding  our  wisest    consideration.     Our 
shelves  are  filled  as  I  have  already  said,  with  the  best  litera- 
ture of  the  world,  a  literature  whose  perusal  would  enrich 
and  strengthen  the  mind  beyond  comparison.     It  is  a  thou- 
sand pities  that  it  should  be  neglected  as  it  so  largely  is,  for 
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a  class  of  books,  which  with  a  comparatively  few  notable 
exceptions  are  only  calculated  to  while  away  the  passing  hour, 
and  leave  scarcely  a  trace  of  substantial  good  behind.  The 
importance  of  the  subject  is  my  excuse  for  giving  it  so  much 
attention. 

Our  statistics  of  circulation  show  the  following  results: 
eighty-one  thousand,  six  hundred  and  eight  (81,608)  volumes 
of  all  departments,  have  been  loaned,  classified  as  follows :

That  is  to  say  62,764  novels  have  been  drawn,  as  against 
18,844  of  all  other  classes. 

In  July  last,  146  worn  out  and  condemned  volumes  were 
presented  to  the  scientific  commission,  which  about  that 
period  set  sail  for  Point  Barrow,  on  a  three  years'  exploration. 

In  November,  a  similar  donation  of  100  volumes  was 
made  to  the  Sailors'  Home,  of  this  city. 

In  January,  24  volumes  were  sent  through  Bro.  Alex.  A. 
Willis,  of  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  155,  to  a  brother  Odd  Fellow, 
who  was  reported  as  leading  a  solitary  life,  cut  off  from  civil- 
ization on  one  of  the  smaller  islands  of  the  Hawaiian  Group. 
As  a  return  for  our  interest  in  the  brother,  Bro.  Willis  pre- 
sented our  cabinet  with  several  valuable  curiosities  from  the 
Samoan  Islands. 

Such  is  a  brief  resume  of  the  affairs  of  the  Library  in  my 
department  during  the  year  just  concluded;  otherwise  our 
experience  has  been  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  Our 
institution  with  the  qualification  already  hinted  at,  is  a  con- 
stant tho'  quiet  benefactor  in  the  Order,  whose  influences  can 
only  be  measured  by  those  indefinable  results  which  are 
exhibited  in  the  minds  and  characters  of  our  readers.  As 
such  it  deserves,  and  I  hope  it  will  always  receive  the  grati- 
tude and  support  of  the  Order  in  our  midst. 
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We  have  received  a  considerable  number  of  books,  news- 
papers and  cabinet  specimens  from  friends,  for  which  ac- 
knowledgments have  been  rendered. 

Upon  the  whole  we  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
past  year  of  our  Library  life.  We  shall  have  still  more 
reason  to  be  pleased  with  its  results,  I  think,  should  we  find 
it  practicable  to  conduct  our  affairs  more  in  accordance  with 
the  ideas  expressed  in  the  opening  of  this  report. 

With  the  earnest  hope  for  our  continued  prosperity  and 
my  thanks  for  the  kindly  feelings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
toward  the  Librarian,  and  his  faithful  assistants,

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association: 

Gentlemen — Time,  in  its  rapid  flight,  has  again  rendered  it  in- 
cumbent upon  me  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  President 
of  this  Association. 

Upon  a  careful  review  of  the  transactions  of  this  Board  for  the 
past  year,  as  well  as  all  matters  relating  to  the  Library,  which 
have  cone  under  my  observation,  I  am  unable  to  find  any  matter 
of  moment,  or  which  requires  special  mention  or  attention. 

The  status  of  the  Library  is  substantially  the  same  as  at  the  date 
of  my  last  report.  Our  receipts  and  expenditures  have  neither  ma- 
terially increased  nor  diminished.  Our  number  of  contributing 
Lodges  remains  the  same.  There  has  not  been  any  scheme,  as  yet 
devised  whereby  our  revenue  could  be  increased,  or  the  tax  upon 
the  contributing  Lodges  lessened.  Measures  have  from  time  to  time 
been  suggested  for  the  relief  of  the  Library,  among  which,  and 
perhaps  the  most  feasible,  is  to  transfer  it  to  the  Odd  Fellows' 
Hall  Association,  thereby  not  only  relieving  the  Lodges  from  the 
burden  of  its  support,  but  retaining  among  the  members  of  the 
Order  all  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it. 

This  seemed  to  meet  with  the  approbation  of  its  friends,  includ- 
ing members  both  of  your  body,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Hall  Association,  and  to  this  end  a  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence has  been  appointed  by  the  respective  Boards,  but  thus  far 
they  have  arrived  at  no  definite  conclusion.  Should  their  action 
be  favorable  the  subject  will  again  be  presented  to  your  body  for 
such  further  action  as  you  may  deem  proper  in  the  premises. 

It  is  a  well  recognized  fact  that  in  order  to  efficiently  maintain 
a  Library,  the  funds  applicable  thereto  must  be  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase new  books  as  required,  keep  those  on  hand  in  repair,  and 
pay  the  ordinary  current  expenses.     It  is  equally  plain  that  the

revenue  derived  under  our  present  system,  for  the  support  of  our 
Library",  is  wholly  inadequate  for  that  purpose. 

By  the  most  rigid  economy  we  are  barely  enabled  to  meet  our 
current  expenses. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  for  new  books  $235.97 
a  sum  wholly  insufficient,  yet  as  much  as  our  financial  condition 
would  admit. 

If  this  state  of  affairs  continues,  it  is  only  a  question  of  time 
when  our  Library,  collected  with  so  much  care,  labor  and  expense, 
will  become  comparatively  useless,  and  its  efficiency  practically 
destroyed. 

Still,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  radical  change  in  its  management, 
which  would  be  an  improvement  in  that  regard,  can  be  made  at 
the  present  time.  Certainly  none  which  would  tend  to  decrease 
the  burden  of  the  contributing  Lodges,  or  increase  the  members 
thereof. 

The  Trustees  may  recommend  measures  which  in  their  judg- 
ment would  be  beneficial,  but  are  powerless  to  enforce  them. 
They  are  simply  the  agents  of  the  contributing  Lodges,  and  mem- 
bers with  limited  powers. 

Their  authority  ceases  when  they  apply  the  funds  which  have 
been  placed  at  their  disposal.  Unlike  the  trustees  of  other  incor- 
porations, they  have  not  the  power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  one 
dollar.  That  there  is  a  radical  defect  in  such  a  corporation,  is  ap- 
parent.    It  is  a  shadow  without  substance. 

Should  no  definite  action  be  agreed  upon  during  the  present 
year,  between  your  body  and  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Association, 
I  would  suggest  that  this  Board  keep  the  Library  open  and  in  as 
good  condition  as  possible  with  the  funds  at  its  command,  until 
the  building  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Association,  now  in  pro- 
cess of  erection,  be  completed;  trusting  that  at  that  time,  if  not 
prior  thereto,  the  members  of  the  Order  in  this  city  will  see  the 
necessity  of  providing  some  means  for  its  support,  and  take  meas- 
ures accordingly. 

It  would  be  but  a  slight  tax  upon  each  individual  member,  and 
one  which  would  be  scarcely  felt,  should  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Order  of  this  city  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Library,  while 
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the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  it  could  hardly  be  estimated.     It 
is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  some  such  result  may  be  arrived  at. 

At  the  date  of  the  submission  of  my  last  report,  your  body  after 
mature  deliberation,  but  with  extreme  reluctance,  had  decided  to 
close  the  Library  on  the  first  of  the  ensuing-  month,  but  before 
that  time  had  arrived  it  was  thought  proper  to,  and  the  action  of 
the  Board  in  that  regard  wras  reconsidered;  hence  the  Library 
still  continues  open  upon  the  same  condition  as  before. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  during 
the  past  year,  as  well  as  its  present  condition,  financial  and  other- 
wise, I  will  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  various  officers. 

It  would  hardly  be  proper  to  close  this  report  without  ac- 
knowledging the  obligations  which  we  are  under  to  the  Odd 
Fellows'  Hall  Association,  for  the  use  of  its  rooms  the  past  year 
free  of  charge.  This  has  enabled  us  to  keep  the  Library  open, 
whereas  otherwise  the  result  would,  necessarily,  have  been  dif- 
ferent. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Association  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy,  and  trust  that 
our  relations  in  the  future  will  be  equally  as  pleasant  as  those  of 

the  past.

Sirs  and  Brothers — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  this 
evening  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  our  Association,  in 
the  department  under  my  charge. 

The  work  done  may  be  summarized  as  follows:  The  Accession 
Register  gives  the  total  number  of  registered  volumes,  39,253,  of 
which  268  were  added  during  the  year,  69  being  the  gifts  of 
friends  and  of  the  United  States  Government.  Following  is 
their  classification:

The  members  of  the  Association  have  perhaps  not  forgotten  that 
the  reports  of  a  year  ago  were  predicated  upon  the  fact  that  the 
Library  was  to  be  closed  on  the  first  of  July  following,  and 
that  the  Librarian,  in  his  valedictory,  bid  an  official  farewell  to 
his  associates.  These  proceedings  were  as  usual  printed  in  pam- 
phlet form,  and  sent  throughout  the  country  to  kindred  institu- 
tions, to  distinguished  members  of  the  Order,  to  leading  journals, 
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and  to  the  various  friends  from  whom  we  had  received  donations. 
If  any  of  them  took  the  trouble  to  read  the  reports,  to  them  this 
Library  is  considered  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  if  the  results  of  this 
evening's  proceedings  should  reach  them,  they  will  no  doubt  be 
surprised,  and  probably  pleased  to  find  that  we  still  live.  Yet 
such  is  the  fact.  Under  the  influence  of  strong  Lodge  and  indi- 
vidual protests,  an  experimental  basis  of  expenses  was  arranged, 
on  which  it  was  thought  the  institution,  though  partially  curtailed 
in  its  advantages  and  influence,  could  avoid  the  calamity  of  clos- 
ing its  doors.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  tells  how  well 
this  has  been  accomplished.  Safely  moored  in  the  haven  of  safety, 
we  can  patiently  await  the  time  when  favoring  winds  shall  carry 
us  on  our  journey  of  continued  prosperity.  And  it  does  not  re- 
quire much  skill  to  descry  tokens  of  their  early  approach. 

As  you  very  well  know,  one  great  drawback,  apart  from  finan- 
cial considerations,  to  the  increase  of  the  Library  and  the  natural 
conducting  of  its  daily  operations  has  been  the  cramped  and 
crowded  condition  of  our  accommodations,  which  rendered  impos- 
sible both  a  proper  classification  of  the  books  on  the  shelves,  and 
an  easy  access  to  them  by  the  members.  Our  annual  reports  have 
been  full  of  complaints  on  this  subject,  and  we  have  looked  earn- 
estly and  hopefully  for  the  time  when  a  new  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
would  bring  us  the  desired  relief.  The  "  Corner  Stone  Celebra- 
tion" of  the  14th  of  May  last  has  undoubtedly  settled  the  question. 
Notwithstanding  the  doubts  and  fears  of  the  years  past,  it  is  quite 
safe  to  say  that  the  New  Hall  will  very  soon,  thanks  to  the  courage 
and  energy  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  xlssociation,  be  an  accom- 
plished fact.  The  next  public  event  of  our  Order  will  probably  be 
its  dedication.  And  with  its  fate,  brothers,  is  linked  the  fate  of 
the  Library.  The  plans  of  the  architect  show  the  accommodations 
allotted  to  the  Library  to  be  convenient,  sun-lit,  and  ample  for 
present  purposes,  and  here  it  may  rest  and  grow  and  radiate  its 
benign  influences  for  a  brief  generation.  But  I  venture  what 
may  be  called  a  premature  prediction,  that  when  the  Library 
is  placed  on  the  foundation  it  deserves,  and  which  the  wealth 
of  the  individual  members  of  the  Order,  and  the  liberality  of 
the  Lodges  is  sure  to  accord  to  it,  sooner  or  later — it  will, 
under  proper  management  and  restrictions,  burst  the  limitations 
which   the   necessities  of   the   New   Hall   will    unavoidably  im-

pose,  and  fashion  for  itself  its  own  architectural  structure.  For  I 
believe  that  the  Library  system  of  the  Order,  like  the  Order  itself, 
is  yet  in  its  infancy,  and  must  grow  with  the  growth,  and 
strengthen  with  the  strength  of  the  noble  institution  that  has 
called  it  into  being,  and  whose  grand  principles  and  good  influ- 
ences it  so  efficiently  supplements. 

I  can  think  of  nothing  of  special  importance  during  our  Library 
year  that  demands  mention  at  this  time. 

To  Hon.  W.  S.  Rosecrans,  and  many  other  Mends,  are  we  in- 
debted for  donations  of  valuable  books  and  pamphlets,  a  list  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

With  my  congratulations  to  the  friends  of  the  Library  on  its 
bright  outlook.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library: 

Gentlemen: — Under  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  As- 
sociation it  is  the  duty  of  the  President  thereof,  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  to  make  a  written  report  of  its  general  doings, 
and  suggest  such  means,  as  may  seem  to  him  best  calculated  to 
promote  its  prosperity.  It  is  more  with  a  view  of  complying  with 
this  mandate,  than  the  assurance  that  I  can  suggest  any  thing  which 
will  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Association,  that  I  herewith  submit 
my  Third  Annual  Report, 

While  we  have  met  with  no  serious  loss,  financially,  the  past 
year  has  not  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  Association.  Relying 
upon  the  contributions  from  the  Lodges  for  our  revenue,  our 
prosperity  and  success  must  depend,  in  a  great  measure,  upon 
theirs. 

At  the  commencement  of  our  present  fiscal  year,  there  were  ten 
Lodges  contributing  to  the  library,  viz:,  San  Francisco,  Magnolia, 
Bay  City,  Apollo,  Unity,  Ophir,  Occidental,  Cosmopolitan,  Golden 
Gate  and  Morse,  consisting  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
members,  in  the  aggregate,  and  yielding  a  revenue  of  $3,718.00 
per  year,  or  $929.50  per  quarter.  During  that  time  three  of  these 
Lodges,  San  Francisco,  Ophir  and  Morse,  having  four  hundred 
and  six  members,  in  the  aggregate,  owing  to  financial  difficulties, 
have  been  compelled  to  cease  their  contributions,  thereby  diminish- 
ing the  revenue,  which  the  Association  will  derive  from  that  source 
in  the  sum  of  $812.00  per  year,  or  $203.00  per  quarter. 

There  is  reason  to  believe,  and  I  think  we  may  safely  assume 
that  the  remaining  seven  lodges  will  be  enabled  to  continue  their 
contributions  to  the  Library  during  the  present  year,  and  that  its 
revenue  from  that  source  will  be  $2,906.00,  to  which  may  be  added 
$175.00  derived  from  dues,  fines,  etc.     Thus  we  have  as  the  total 
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revenue  for  the  year  $3081.00,  exclusive  of  the  interest  on  money 
deposited  in  banks. 

During  this  time,  with  the  practice  of  the  most  rigid  economy 
it  will  require  at  least  $3,100.00  to  pay  the  current  and  necessary 
expenses — exclusive  of  any  money  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
books,  magazines  or  papers,  for  which  object,  at  least  $1,000.00 
should  be  appropriated.  The  Association  will  be  called  upon  to 
bear  an  additional  expense  in  preparing  for  occupancy  and  removal 
to  the  rooms  designated  for  its  use  by  The  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
Association,  in  its  new  building;  the  amount  of  which  can  not  now 
be  determined  for  the  reason  that  it  will  depend  greatly  upon  the 
manner  in  which  the  rooms  are  fitted  up.  It  is  evident  that  the 
money  required  for  this  object,  as  well  as  that  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  must  be  taken  from  the  reserve  fund  on  deposit  in  bank. 

The  assets  of  the  Association  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

First: — 39,722  volumes  of  Books;  many  of  which  are  works  of  considerable 
value. 

Second: — A  large  quantity  of  Magazines  and  Papers,  bound  and  unbound. 

Third: — Furniture  and  other  personal   property  contained  in  and  about  the 
Library,  the  value  of  which  it  is  difficult  to  determine. 

Fourth:—  Money  in  Treasurer's  hands $606.14 

Fifth: — Money  due  from  Lodges  for  their  contributions  for  the 
quarter  ending  June  30,  1885,  and  which  will  be  paid  before 
that  date 725.00 

Sixth: — Money  on  deposit  in  Bank  as  follows:

There  are  no  liabilities  of  the  Association.  For  a  more  com- 
plete and  detailed  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association 
I  hereby  refer  to  the  Reports  of  its  various  officers.  I  am  still  of 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Library 
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that  its  management  should  be  given  to  The  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
Association,  and  would  suggest  that  upon  completion  of  the  New 
Hall,  measures  be  again  taken  to  that  end,  in  which  case,  I  feel 
assured  it  will  be  accomplished.  We  are  under  renewed  obligations 
to  the  Hall  Association  for  the  free  use  of  its  rooms  for  our  Library 
during  the  past  year. 

Since  my  last  report  our  Association  has  met  with  a  serious  loss, 
and  our  Library  deprived  of  one  of  its  staunchest  and  best  friends 
in  the  death  of  Trustee  Henry  Kimball.  Brother  Kimball  has 
been  connected  with  the  Association  from  its  organization  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  has  ever  taken  a  great  interest  in  all  which 
concerned  its  welfare. 

In  performing  this,  my  last  official  act,  I  desire  to  extend  my 
best  wishes  for  your  future  success. 

In  reviewing  the  events  which  have  transpired  since  I  became  a 
member  of  the  Board,  I  feel  justified  in  saying,  that  while  un- 
doubtedly some  mistakes  have  been  made,  I  am  confident  they 
were  errors  of  the  head  rather  than  of  the  heart,  and  that  every 
action  has  been  taken  with  a  good  motive,  and  with  the  belief  that 
it  would  result  in  advancing  the  best  interests  of  the  Association. 
While  we  have  accomplished  some  things,  there  is  much  left  un- 
done, and  in  surrendering  my  position  to  my  esteemed  successor, 
I  do  so  with  the  full  assurance  that  it  could  not  be  in  better 
hands,  and  that  he  and  his  associates  will  accomplish  all  that  can 
be  accomplished. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  especially  to  thank  our  esteemed 
Librarian,  George  A.  Carnes  and  his  assistant,  Andrew  J.  Cleary, 
for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  which  I  have  received  in 
all  my  official  and  personal  relations  with  them.

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LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association. 

Sirs  axd  Brothers: — The  lapse  of  another  Library  year  imposes 
upon  me  the  duty  of  furnishing  you  with  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Report  of  our  Library  in  my  dejDartment. 

The  statistics  of  additions  and  circulation  will  be  found  in  the 
annexed  tables. 

My  report  of  a  year  ago  gave  the  total  of  registered  volumes 
39,253.  This  year  the  figures  are  39,722,  being  an  increase  of  469 
books;  of  which  405  were  purchased  and  64  donated;  the  greater 
portion  of  which  were  donations  from  the  various  departments  of 
the  National  Government.     The  accessions  classified  are  as  follows :

To  these  are  to  be  added  135  numbers  of  the  Franklin  Square 
and  Sea  Side  Libraries,  unbound,  of  which  no  note  is  taken  in 
the  Accession  Register. 

The  Periodicals  and  Newspapers  seem  to  be  greatly  in  excess.  The 
explanation  is  that  they  have  been  permitted  to  accumulate  for 
several  years,  from  financial  considerations, "and  have  but  recently 
been  sent  to  the  binders.  The  number  also  includes  a  consider- 
able invoice  of  English  Magazines  which  were  detained  in  the 
hands  of  our  London  agent. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was  28,308;  classified,  as  is  our 
wont,  under  the  nine  following  general  divisions :

Under  directions  from  the  Committee  on  Books  and  Dona- 
tions, 280  worn  out  or  imperfect  volumes  have  been  presented  to 
the  State  Prison  at  Folsorn,  The  Sailors'  Home,  and  The  Soldiers' 
Home. 

The  total  number  of  members  subscribing  through  their  Lodges 
is  at  present,  about  1,450;  in  addition  to  which  we  have  about  50 
reliable  individual  subscribers,  with  the  number  slowly  but 
steadily  increasing. 

The  above  facts  comprise  everything  of  importance  concerning 
the  working  of  the  Library  during  the  year  just  closed.  To  these 
may  be  added  a  few  general  statements. 

As  there  has  been  of  late  considerable  discussion  in  the  public 
journals  as  to  the  proper  method  of  conducting  a  Library,  with 
reference  to  its  relation  to  the  public,  it  may  not  be  thought  out 
of  place  to  refer  to  the  manner  in  which  our  Library  has  been  con- 
ducted in  this  respect.  Of  course  it  is  well  known  to  be  an  Odd 
Fellows'  Library,  supported  entirely  by  members  of  the  Order 
and  restricted  in  the  main,  to  the  use  of  subscribing  members  and 
their  families,  though  a  member's  card,  if  properly  authenticated, 
is  always  honored  at  the  desk,  by  whomsoever  presented;  and  any 
member  has  the  privilege  of  subscribing  for  extra  cards  for  friends 
under  his  personal  responsibility.  But  apart  from  this  business 
relation,  the  Library  has  always  been  conducted  on  the  most  liberal 
principles  with  reference  to  the  community  at  large.  The 
managers  have  never  restricted  the  use  of  the  books  absolutely 
to  the  membership.  He  who  will,  may  visit  our  rooms,  and,  under 
reasonable  restrictions,  make  use  of  the  literature  here  assembled. 
A  proper  introduction,  or  even  a  polite  individual  application  is 
all  that  is  required.  Many  persons  gravitate  naturally  toward  a 
collection  of  books,  and  the  people  are  continually  in  search  of 
information,  which  can  be  gathered  only  from  such  a  collection. 
No  applicant  has  ever  been  refused,  or  has  left  unsatisfied  if  the 
information  was  here.  Students,  professional  men,  editors, 
authors,  as  well  as  private  seekers,  are  not  only  willingly  received 
and  cordially  treated  and  assisted,  but  wdien  the  parties  are  known 
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and  responsible,  are  permitted  to  take  the  books  required  to  their 
homes  and  studies  in  cases  where  a  lengthy  persual  is  necessary. 
Many  a  volume  issued  from  the  local  or  Eastern  press  has  been 
indebted  to  our  collection  for  valuable  information,  and  at  times 
for  information  not  elsewhere  to  be  procured  on  this  coast.  The 
result  of  all  this  has  been  that  the  Odd  Fellows'  Library  of  this 
city  has  secured  an  appreciation  and  a  standing  in  the  community 
of  which  its  friends  may  well  be  proud;  thus  justifying  the  policy 
of  its  managers,  who  believe  that  its  mass  of  valuable  books  is 
not  to  be  hoarded  churlishly  upon  the  shelves,  to  be  gazed  upon 
with  eager  eyes  from  the  outside,  but,  under  proper  limits,  is  to 
be  opened  to  those  whom  it  may  benefit,  or  who  may  popularize 
it  for  the  still  broader  benefit  of  the  people,  and,  moreover,  that 
no  book,  however  valuable,  but  may  be  taken  from  the  Library 
under  a  sure  guarantee  of  safety  and  good  treatment. 

And  as  to  our  immediate  readers :  to  summarize  the  expressions 
I  have  heard  continually  repeated,  "  this  Library  is  their  second 
home."  Although  many  of  our  members  are  much  exercised 
over  the  question  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  Library,  these  mem- 
bers, especially  our  ladies  and  young  men  who  have  been  using 
their  privileges  for  the  last  five  or  ten  years  have  cut  the  knot  and 
look  upon  this  Library  as  their  own.  Many  a  time  have  I  seen 
them,  after  an  absence  of  months,  return  with  manifestations  and 
expressions  of  the  utmost  joy  at  getting  back  to  their  "old  home" 
as  they  have  called  it.  Their  demonstrations  of  delight  have  in- 
creased my  own  affection  for  the  old  place,  dark  and  gloomy  as  it 
has  become,  as  a  place  of  daily  abode.  And  their  feeling  is  a 
natural  one.  They  have  baen  always  welcomed  here,  and  have 
been  brought  into  close  connection  with  the  books,  permitted  to 
make  their  own  selections,  and  to  go  and  come  just  as  they  pleased. 
A  different  method  from  that  of  some  similar  institutions,  where 
a  partition  divides  the  readers  from  the  books;  or  the  books  are 
kept  in  adjoining  rooms  inaccessible  to  the  readers,  and  to  be 
secured  only  by  a  dilatory  and  vexatious  system  of  formality.  It 
must  be  conceded  that  the  latter  method  enables  the  books  to  be 
kept  in  a  more  orderly  arrangement,  but  it  robs  the  patrons  of 
their  sympathy  and  their  interest,  and  to  this  extent  kills  the  spirit 
of  the  institution.  It  is  the  existence  of  this  spirit  that  pervades 
our  members,  that  convinces  me  more  than  anvthing  else  that  the 
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Library  is  a  necessary  adjunct  of  the  Order  in  this  city,  and  in 
some  way  or  other  will  be  continued  and  prosper. 

I  have  but  a  few  more  words  to  say.  Whoever  shall  present  the 
next  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  it  will  be  dated  from  our 
New  Hall.  The  friends  of  the  Library  anticipate  that  the  change  of 
location  will  restore  the  old  interest,  and  renew  the  old  prosperity. 
I  don't  know  whether  it  will  or  not.  I  hope  they  will  prove  true 
prophets.  But  of  one  thing-  my  judgment  convinces  me.  If  Odd 
Fellowship  in  San  Francisco  expects  to  prosper  in  the  future  as  it 
has  in  the  past,  it  must  have  a  good  Library,  a  commodious  read- 
ing room,  and  a  convenient  place  where  brothers  may  meet  for 
conversation,  innocent  amusement,  and  general  comfort.  It 
has  been  the  almost  unanimous  expression  of  all  with  whom  I 
have  conversed  that  present  financial  stress  alone  has  compelled 
the  withdrawal  of  their  Lodges  from  Library  support,  and  that 
they  will  eventually  return.  It  cannot  be  otherwise  than  that 
the  Library,  beneficial  in  its  tendencies,  as  it  undoubtedly  is,  will 
share  in,  as  well  as  contribute  to  the  good  time  predicted  for  the 
Order  in  this  city. 

To  the  Hon.  W.  S.  Rosecrans,  the  several  departments  of  the 
Government,  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  and  many  kind 
friends,  are  we  indebted  for  valuable  donations  to  the  Library  and 
Cabinet.     A  list  of  their  gifts  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  both  my  efficient  and  popular  assist- 
ant, Andrew  J.  Cleary  and  myself  are  indebted  for  their  continued 
kindness  and  confidence. 

I  shall  miss  the  pleasant  associations  that  for  years  I  have  held 
with  those  members  of  the  Board  whose  official  relations  with  the 
Library  cease,  let  us  hope  temporarily  after  to  night. 

But  I  cannot  refrain  from  a  few  words  concerning  one  whom  we 
shall  never  again  see  in  his  accustomed  place,  in  the  Board  or 
about  the  Library.  Brother  Henry  Kimball  was  connected  with  the 
Library  from  its  birth  in  1854,  and  was  always  among  the  foremost 
of  its  suppoi'ters  and  defenders.  As  President,  and  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Library  and  Rooms,  my  relations  with  him 
were  close  and  confident  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  I  learned 
early  to  respect  him  as  a  true  Oddfellow  and  a  reliable  man,  and 
that  respect  was  never  diminished.  His  eulogy  has  been  already 
pronounced  by  his  Library  associates,  and  I  can  but  echo  it  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart.     Fraternally,

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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Felloivs'  Library  Association. 

Sirs  and  Brothers: — In  compliance  with  the  By-Laws,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  President  for  the  year  ending 
May  31st,  1886. 

The  year  just  past  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the 
Library,  for  within  that  time  the  Library  and  furniture  of  the 
Association  have  been  removed  from  the  dark  and  dingy  quarters, 
formerly  occupied  on  Montgomery  street,  to  our  present  commo- 
dious and  pleasant  situation. 

The  labor  of  moving  and  re-arranging  the  Library,  occupied 
considerable  time,  and  at  quite  an  outlay,  but  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  the  work  was  done,  as  economically,  both  for  time  and 
money,  as  the  character  of  the  work  would  permit. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing  the  return  of  San  Francisco 
Lodge,  No.  3,  as  a  contributor  to  the  Association;  otherwise  the 
contributing  Lodges  remain  the  same  as  at  last  report. 

Number  of  volumes  in  Library  as  per  numerical  catalogue,  40,- 
270;  increase  during  year,  548,  of  which  350  were  purchased  by 
Book  Committee,  and  198  were  donated  by  friends  of  the  Library. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was,  23,277  volumes,  but  would 
have  been  greater  but  for  the  enforced  closing  of  Library  during 
removal;  this  time  covered  a  period  from  October  19th  to  Decem- 
ber 24th;  during  which  the  Library  was  not  accessible  to  readers. 

The  Department  of  Local  and  Periodical  Literature  has  been 
kept  well  supplied  with  newspapers  and  magazines;  the  European 
and  Eastern  periodicals  are  mostly  acquired  by  purchase. 

The  city  dailies  printed  in  the  English  and  French  languages, 
donate  the  Association  each  one  copy  of  their  paper,  and  the 
Association  in  turn  subscribes  for  one  copy  of  English  papers. 
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The  country  papers  are  all  donated. 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
Association  for  favors  past  and  present,  particularly  for  its  gene- 
rosity in  allowing  the  Library  the  use  of  its  rooms  free  of  rent. 

For  a  statement  of  the  Financial  and  working  condition  of  the 
Library,  I  respectfully  refer  to  Reports  of  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Librarian. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Trustees 
of  the  Association  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  during 
the  past  year,  and  trust  our  relations  in  the  future  will  be  as  pleas- 
ant as  in  the  past.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association. 

Sirs  and  Brothers: — To-night  completes  the  thirty-first  year  of 
the  existence  of  our  Library,  and  in  performance  of  the  official  duty 
imposed  upon  me  by  our  regulations,  I  have  the  honor  of  present- 
ing to  you  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of  the 
Department  more  particularly  under  my  charge. 

The  statistics  of  the  year  may  be  briefly  epitomized  as  follows: 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library,  as  exhibited  by 
our  numerical  catalogue  is  40,270,  being  an  increase  of  548  since 
my  last  Report.  Of  this  accession  350  were  procured  by  pur- 
chase, and  1 98  by  donation.  The  greater  portion  of  the  latter 
were  the  gifts  of  our  brothers  in  the  Order,  Senator  Miller  and 
Congressman  Morrow.  Many  of  their  donations  are  works  of 
great  value  and  usefulness.  The  Smithsonian  Institution  kindly 
sends  us  all  their  publications,  of  which  we  have  a  complete  set. 
The  only  condition  attached  to  their  gifts  is  that  the  series  en- 
titled "Contributions  to  Knowledge"  are  to  be  returned  to  the 
Institution  if  the  Library  should  cease  to  exist.  The  Department 
of  the  Interior  has  been  recently  engaged  in  completing  sets  of 
the  Congressional  Globe,  and  Record,  for  those  Institutions  that 
preserve  files  of  these  works,  and  have  requested  in  exchange 
such  duplicates  as  they  may  have  on  hand,  which  in  turn  aid  in 
completing  other  sets.  By  such  exchange  we  have  received  32 
volumes,  which  make  our  set  perfect  to  date.  I  make  particular 
mention  of  one  volume  of  the  Globe  which  is  probably  rare  as  a 
duplicate,  being  an  appendix  to  the  second  Session  of  the  twenty- 
seventh  Congress  1841-42.  It  came  unbound  but  in  perfect  con- 
dition. Fortunately  we  were  able  in  some  measure  to  reciprocate 
the  favor  by  sending  to  the  Department  15  duplicates  which  had 
been  in  our  possession  for  years.  The  Library  incurred  no  ex- 
pense in  this  exchange  of  courtesies,  as  the  Government,  with  its 
usual  liberality,  forwarded  us  the  necessary  stamps. 
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I  have  classified  the  accessions  as  follows :

The  membership  as  determined  by  Lodge  returns  on  December 
31st,  1885,  is  1647,  to  which  are  to  be  added  90  subscribers  on 
their  own  account,  making  a  total  of  about  1740. 

-This  concludes  all  the  statistics  of  importance  for  the  past  year. 

A  few  special  remarks  may  not  be  inappropriate  at  the  present 
time.  On  the  19th  of  October  last,  the  Library  was  closed  for 
the  purpose  of  removal  to  our  present  new  and  improved  quarters. 
It  was  a  large  undertaking.  A  transfer  of  the  Books  and  Cabi- 
net to  new  rooms,  already  furnished  with  shelves  and  cases  would 
have  been  simple  enough,  but  in  this  case  a  large  part  of  the  shel- 
ving, etc.,  was  to  furnish  material  for  our  new  quarters,  which  re- 
quired a  great  deal  of  otherwise  unnecessary  handling  of  the 
books.  Nevertheless  the  feat  was  somehow  accomplished,  and 
the  Library,  though  far  from  a  complete  arrangement,  was  thrown 
open  for  inspection,  and  use,  on  the  day  before  Christmas. 

We  are  so  short-handed  in  the  matter  of  help,  there  being  but  two 
of  us,  that  the  work  of  a  proper  classification  is  progressing 
slowly,  though  surely,  and  it  will  be  some  time  yet  before  we  can 
pronounce  it  complete.  The  necessities  of  architectural  arrange- 
ment have  interfered  somewhat  with  our  plans.     Still  the  objec-

tions  are  not  serious;  and  the  general  arrangement  of  the  rooms, 
the  situation  as  to  light  and  ventilation,  as  conducive  to  health 
and  cheerfulness,  are  so  far  superior  to  what  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  submit  to  for  years,  that  we  cannot  be  too  grateful  for 
the  change. 

In  his  last  Report  the  Librarian  said: 

' '  If  Odd  Fellowship  in  San  Francisco  expects  to  prosper  in  the 
future  as  it  has  in  the  past,  it  must  have  a  good  Library,  a  com- 
modious Readiug-Room  and  a  convenient  place  where  brothers 
may  meet  for  conversation,  innocent  amusement  and  general  com- 
fort." These  have  all  been  realized.  They  already  exist  in  our 
new  Odd  Fellows'  Hall.  And  now  the  question  is,  what  is  the 
outlook  for  the  Library.  Many  predict  that  an  immediate  boom, 
to  use  an  allowable  word,  both  in  the  Order  and  in  the  Library, 
would  immediately  follow  the  removal  to  our  new  building.  So  far 
as  the  Library  is  concerned,  I  could  never  see  the  reasonableness 
of  the  prediction,  nor  discover  on  what  it  was  predicated. 

If  I  am  reliably  informed  the  question  of  supporting  the  Library 
is  a  purely  financial  one  on  the  part  of  the  Lodges;  I  know  it  is 
the  case  with  some  of  them  certainly;  and  therefore  it  is  one  that 
is  independent  of  a  mere  transfer  of  quarters.  But  although  these 
anticipations  have  not  yet  been  realized,  still  there  is  no  reason  for 
discouragement.  One  Lodge  has  already  returned  to  us,  and  in 
others  it  is  understood  much  inquiry  is  being  made  on  the  subject. 
Meanwhile  our  subscription  list  has  nearly  doubled,  although  the 
actual  number  is  still  small. 

So  far  as  the  circulation  of  books  indicates  anything,  it  may  be 
said  that  we  issued  more  books  during  March,  of  this  year  than 
during  any  single  month  for  the  last  two  years,  and  the  average 
of  the  past  year  is  greater  than  that  of  the  previous  one. 

I  wish  to  make  one  remark  here  as  to  our  circulation.  While  the 
mass  of  our  collection  is,  so  to  speak  The  Library,  and  gives  it 
character  and  value,  yet  the  bulk  of  the  circulation  is  not  drawn 
from  this,  and  does  not  depend  upon  it,  strange  as  it  may  appear. 
New  books  is  what  the  generality  of  our  readers  seek,  and  if  they 
cannot  be  had  they  go  without.  The  passion  is  for  the  new- 
Emerson's  maxim  that  no  book  should  be  read  until  it  is  a  year 
old,  is  forgotten,  and  the  best  works  remain  on  the  shelves.    Hence 
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the  number  of  our  new  purchases  will  determine  the  extent  of 
the  circulation,  and  the  interest  in  the  Library.  We  cannot 
control  these  things.  Is  it  not  the  part  of  wisdom,  to  submit  to 
them  ? 

It  is  not  perhaps  strictly  within  the  province  of  my  department 
to  comment  upon  the  financial  question  that  underlies  our  pros- 
perity. Nevertheless  I  cannot  refrain  from  a  few  words  on  the  sub- 
ject. Financially  our  Library  is  most  unfortunately  situated  as 
compared  with  similar  institutions  in  this  city.  They  are  in  pos- 
session of  large  funds  and  they  draw  patronage  from  the  public 
at  large.  Our  membership  is  bounded  by  the  limits  of  the  Order 
in  the  city,  and  the  financial  ability  of  the  city  Lodges.  When  all 
is  well  with  them,  all  will  be  well  with  us.  But  if  for  any  reason 
a  Lodge  should  deem  it  expedient  to  withdraw  from  the  Library 
it  entails  upon  the  Treasury  an  immediate  loss  of  an  average  200 
members  at  $2.00  per  year.  Less  than  ten  years  ago  this  Library 
was  the  most  prosperous  in  the  city.  Causes,  known  to  us  all  have 
entirely  changed  the  aspect  of  our  affairs.  The  question,  still 
unanswered  is  "How  shall  we  remove  the  element  of  uncertainty 
which  at  present  clings  to  it.  How  shall  we  place  it  upon  a  basis 
of  permanent  and  reasonable  success  ? "  Plans  which  serve  a 
temporary  purpose  are  all  very  well.  Spasmodic  efforts  rapidly 
disappear.  What  we  desire  is  something  reliable,  and  enduring; 
a  plan  of  support  which  will  enable  its  managers  to  carry  it  on 
from  year  to  year,  to  the  full  extent  of  its  usefulness,  unimpeded 
by  embarrassments  which  threaten,  not  alone  its  prosperity,  but 
even  its  very  existence.  A  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question 
will  secure  the  gratitude  of  the  Order.  But  until  the  solution 
comes  we  can  expect  no  more  than  to  share  the  fortunes  of  the 
Lodges,  and  measure  our  means  by  their  ability. 

In  entering  upon  what  we  hope  will  be  a  new  era  for  the  Order, 
and  with  it  the  Library,  in  our  new  Hall,  it  maybe  noticed  in 
retrospect  that  the  Library  has,  in  a  measure  kept  pace  with  the 
fortunes  of  the  Hall.  The  Library  was  organized  December  30th, 
1854,  in  the  Hall,  known  as  the  "Genella  Building,"  184,  Mont- 
gomery Street.  On  January  7th,  on  motion  of  President  Parker, 
it  was  determined  not  to  open  the  Library  until  1000  volumes  had 
been  accumulated.  On  April  2nd,  it  commenced  its  career  with 
1011  books  and  pamphlets.    The  Library-room  consisted  of  a  closet 
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adjoining  the  Lodge-room,  5  by  6  feet  square,  and  14  feet  high, 
with  a  ladder  to  reach  the  upper  books. 

On  April  1st,  1856,  the  books  had  increased  to  1395.  The  next 
year  there  were  2111  volumes,  with  annual  receipts  of  $800.  The 
Library  had  meantime  been  removed  to  what  was  described  as  '  'an 
elegant  room  in  the  rear  of  the  Lodge." 

During  1860,  the  Library  was  closed  for  three  months  for  re- 
moval to  the  new  hall,  corner  of  Bush  and  Kearny.  It  then  con- 
tained nearly  4000  books,  and  with  the  Cabinet  was  valued  at  $9, 
652.05. 

In  1863,  still  following  the  Hall  it  was  transferred  to  the  Build- 
ing we  have  just  left,  occupying  the  old  Reading-room.  The  num- 
ber of  volumes,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  was  a  little  over 
6,000.     Annual  receipts  $1,426.00. 

Two  years  after,  in  1865  it  had  doubled  its  number,  and  with  its 
Cabinet  was  valued  at  $26,000;  perhaps  a  fanciful  estimate.  The 
Library  had  already  obtained  many  valuable  books.  Its  collec- 
tion of  works  and  maps  on  California,  and  the  Northwest  Coast 
was  pronounced  unique;  its  scientific  works  had  already  obtained 
prominence,  and  were  much  sought  after  by  residents  out  side  of 
the  Order.  The  Delphin  Classics  iu  161  volumes,  Bibles  and  Tes- 
timents  in  41  different  languages;  the  complete  works  of  many  of 
the  world's  great  orators,  statesmen,  and  men  of  letters  and  sci- 
ence; the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  22  volumes,  Audubon's  Birds 
and  Quadrupeds,  curiosities  like  the  Breeches  and  Rhenish  Bibles 
of  the  Fifteenth  Century,  and  many  others  were  added  at  this  time, 
aud  fifteen  hundred  volumes  of  Oermau  works  were  on  the  way 
from  the  East.  The  Library,  ten  years  old,  had  risen  to  the  rank 
of  a  first  class  Library;  that  is  to  say  it  possessed  10,000  volumes. 

After  a  short  time  an  addition  to  the  building  gave  it  the 
Library  Room  so  well  known  to  us  all.  In  the  spring  of  1870, 
there  were  nearly  16,000  volumes.  Under  the  incorporation,  May 
21st,  1870,  the  first  book  catalogued  was  No.  15,725.  Recent  and 
accessible  Reports  complete  the  history,  both  literary  and  financial 
of  our  Institution  since  that  day.  When  our  collection  was  trans- 
ferred to  its  present  quarters,  the  Numerical  Catalogue  indicated 
39,817  volumes.  We  close  the  year  with  40,270,  as  already  stated. 
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Such  is  a  meagre  statement  of  the  growth  of  the  Library  from 
its  nativity.  To  its  founders  it  was  a  labor  of  love.  The  first 
Librarian  served  gratuitously,  and  the  Directors  gave  him  their  as- 
sistance. Of  course  the  business  was  small;  with  plenty  of  spare 
time,  yet,  ten  years  old  it  circulated  ten  thousand  volumes  a  year. 
Noble  men  worked  nobly  and  the  result  is  the  Library  of  to  day. 

It  will  be  a  pity,  if  from  whatsoever  cause,  a  Library  so  built 
and  so  thoroughly  equipped  should  be  allowed  to  decline.  It  will 
be  a  calamity  if  financial  pressure  should  destroy  the  devoted 
work  of  years,  and  the  bright  prospects  of  the  future.  Certainly 
the  genius  of  the  Order  in  this  city  should  be  able  to  save  Odd- 
fellowship  from  so  serious  a  loss. 

The  position  of  our  new  building  has  deprived  the  Library  of 
the  genial  presence,  and  companionship  of  many  of  the  old  hab- 
itues of  the  old  rooms,  some  of  whom  made  it  their  daily  home, 
while  others  were  wont  to  spend  a  portion  of  their  noon  hour,  or 
any  spare  moments  they  could  get  among  our  books  and  periodi- 
cals. Yet  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain  a  large  majority  of  our  readers 
are  better  accommodated  by  the  change. 

We  are  each  year  the  recipient  of  valuable  Works,  and  Articles 
for  the  Cabinet  from  our  friends,  for  all  of  which  due  acknowl- 
edgements are  made.  A  list  of  these  may  be  found  in  the  appendix.
